There is employed at the head-quarters of the 

Congressional Campaign Committee a number 

pf clerks who are supplied each day with lists 

pf persons who have not responded to the cir- 
gular letter of invitation sent out some time 
ago. These lists are made out by and with the 

‘consent of some one in control in the depart- 

ments. Mr. Hubbell was supplied, it is said, 

with the lists of clerks recently appointed 

In the Pension Office. These clerks, 

who have been scarcely a week in their places, 

and have not handled the first greenback of 
pay, were supplied with invitations voiuntari- 
ly to contribute 2 per cent. of their salaries. 

Close upon the circular came the agent of Jay 

Hubbell with the list of delinquents. Those 


who were visited yesterday were expected to 
ay to-day; those called upon to-day must 
ad to-morrow. Some of ace are pinched 
‘or the means to keep themselves jooking re- 
Sagres and to compiy with the demands of 
Mr. Hubbell’s contribution gatherers, some of 
them must have borrowed money to pay their 2 
as cent. levy. It is understood that the col- 
ectors are stimulated in their work by the 
assurance of a percentage upon their collec- 
tions, in addition to the salary they receive as 
regular employes of the Congressional Com- 
mittee. This work, in the cause for which 
Senators Hale and Allison expressed so much 
pride in the Senate a few weeks ago, was 
prosecuted to-day in the War and Navy De- 
partments, where clerks who had presumed 
upon the deceptive wording of the circular of 
Invitation to refrain from remitting 2 per 
rent., wereconfronted with the lists and the 
pxtended hat. As might be expected under 
the circumstances, the campaign fund is wax- 
ing fat.

PROHIBITIONISTS IN COUNCIL. 
WTEMPERATE UTTERANCES OF THE LEAD- 


ERS IN THE NATIONAL CONVENTION AT’ 


CHICAGO. 

Cricaco, Aug. 23.—The Prohibitionists 
are keeping up their reputation for intemper- 
ance in speech and action. The Bloomington 
Convention did pretty well in this respect, the 
exploit of Mr. Finch, who made false accusa- 
tions against two prominent public men, be- 
Ing especially famous. But the National 
Prohibitionists’ Convention promises to eclipse 
pven the Bloomington gatherimg. The 
proceedings to-day were marked by the gross- 
Bst personalities. G. T. Stewart, of Ohio, is 
reported as follows: ‘‘He could see little use 
in electing Prohibition State tickets and at the 
Bame time sending liquor-drinking statesmen 
to Congress, such as Allison, of Iowa; Ed- 
munds, of Vermont, and the Maine delega- 


ion.’? This statement is pronounced by those 

who know as utterly groundless, malicious, 
and scandalous. It is of a piece witb the 
fanatical libel on Lieut.-Gov. Hamilton and 
the coarse assaults on Commissioner Raum 
and Senator Logan that were made and ap- 
plauded at Bloomington. 

In his speech to-day at the opening of the 
National Convention, Mr. Stewart detailed 
the objects and principles of the party at 
length, declaring that all who subscribed to 
its principles must cut loose from the national 
liquor crime parties azd burn the bridges be- 
hind them. He traced the history of the 
Republican and Democratic parties and 
teld them responsible for the liquor 
crime being enthroned in the Govern- 
ment. If it had not been for the 
fram-shops thers would have been no civil 
war. Now these parties raise the old war-cry 
at every election. This movement was not 
sectional, but embraced the whole country. 

The Rev. John Russell, of Michigan, was 
chosen temporary Chairman, and immediately 
upon the completion of the temporary organ- 
ization the Rev. E. K. Young, of Iowa, arose 
to put a question to the Chair. He said that 
the delegates from lowa were thoroughly in 
sympathy with the principles of prohibition, 
but were opposed to the formation of any 
third party. They, therefore, wi-hed to 
know, before handing in their credentials, 
whether they would, under the call, be entitled 
to seats in the convention, as they did not wish 
to appear to be creating any discord by with- 
trawing after the organization, as they would 
have to doin case none but those willing to 
oom a third party were eligible to seats under 

he call. He wished to say that they were in 
thorough sympathy with the prohibition 
movement. The Chairman explained that 
under the call none but those who could act 
with the Prohibition Party were entitled to 
seats, but no doubt the delegation from Iowa 
would be entitled to seats in the convention for 
ronsultation and conference. Senator Kim- 
ball, of lowa, arose to explain the attitude of 
the lowa delegation, but was decided to be out 
pf order by the Chairman. A _ delegate 
from lowa arose to protest against the delega- 
tion from that State being smothered, but was 
ealied to order by the Chair, who said that the 
gentleman from lowa would be heard at the 
proper time, ‘The call of the roll for the.ap- 
pointment of a Committee on Credentials, com 


sisting of one from each State, showed 21, 


States to be represented. Tho States not rep- 
resented were California, Colorado, Connecti- 
cut, Delaware, Florida, Georgia, Indiana, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Nevada, New-Hamp- 
hire, North Carolina, Oregon, Rhode Island, 
exas, Vermont, Virginia, and West Virginia. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Tanner, of Ala- 
bama, said the negroes there were a unit in 
their opposition to prohibition. In his own 
(Limestone) county prohibition prevailed, and 

e had been elected on the prohibition ticket. 

ntwo years he fully expected to carry the 
State of Alabama for Prohibition. The 
Rev. Mr. Plum, of Hannibal, Mo., want- 
ed the women to take muskets’ in 
their hands and destroy the saloors. This 
lively advice was greeted with equally lively 
applause.

This re- 
port dodged the question raised by the Iowa 
delegation, and the convention sat down on an 
attempt to add io the report resolutions pledg- 
ing every body oye to assist in the thorough 
organization of the new party and extending 
fraternal greetings. A fight occurred over a 
get of motions to add the names of several 
women to the committee. The greatest 
opposition shown was to the nomina- 
tion of Miss Frances Willard to the 
Committee on Resolutions. Her friends spoke 
of her as the mother of the Prohibition Party, 
and those opposed to her said ‘‘Gammon.” A 


motion was made to lay on the table all the. 


nominations of women, except Miss Willard’s, 
and that lady immediately repudiated any 
honor that did not acknowledge the claims of 
women. Iiverybody talked at once, and the 
scene was more like a bear garden than it 
needed to have been. ‘he names of Mrs. La- 
throp, Miss Cozzens, ‘‘ Motner” Stewart, and 
other prominent workers were laid on the 
table, but that of Miss Willard was added to 
the list, and the lady did not repeat her refusal. 

After permanent organization had been_ ef- 
fected by the election of T, D. Knaus, of Wis- 
consin, as President, and a long list of Vice- 
Presidents, the convention adjourned: for the 
day.

THE FOURTH NEW-JERSEY DISTRICT. 
OPPOSITION TO HARRIS—WILLIAM STILES 
THE PROBABLE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE. 
SoMERVILLE, N. J., Aug. 23.—The result 
of the Fourth District Congressional Conven- 
tion, which renominated the Hon. Henry 8. 
Harris, has created a great commotion among 
the Democrats of this district. and-aroused the 
hopes of the Republicans that through the Dem- 
ocratic dissatisfaction a Republican can be 
the 
son of a banker in Belvidere, Warren County. 
His father has always been #/stanch Repub- 
lican,j and he was himself a Republican 
until he was made County Prosecutor 
at the time of the famous Warren 
County ring trials a few years ago. 


His success in conducting’ ‘those trials made it 
easy for him to achieve swecess in the political 
line when he sought the nomination for Con- 
= and the tide of popular opinion aroused 
y the ring exposures curried him through the 
election without much trouble, although Gen. 
Kilpatrick made a vizorous canvass against 
him and largely reduced the usual majority. 
During the past two ‘years, however, the popu- 
lar feeling against ne old ring has subsidea 
somewhat, and there are not wanting many 
who believe the charge, which is boldly made, 
that Harris was ‘induced to drop the prosecu- 
tion of some of the ring thieves, and for the 
lack of certain persuasions vigorously pushed 
the prosecution in other cases. On account of 
these charges there has been growing up in the 
district a fee}ing of opposition to Herris on the 
part of men entirely unidentified with the ring 
thieves, from whom the only Democratic op- 
position to his first election naturally came, 

His course in Congress has also made him 
many enemies in his district. He voted on 
every roll-call for the river and harbor steal, 
a measure that Is especially unpopular in the 
Fourth District, inasmuch. perhaps, as there 
are no streams or bays in the district to be 
benefited by it. Harris was shrewd enough to 
perceive the strength of the opposition to his 
return when Congress adjourned, and he 
therefore made arrangements for the holding 
of the convention to nominate his successor 
before there could be any organization of the 
opposition. The Democratic ‘‘ machine’ in 
the district was at his disposal, and the con- 
vention was called for last Thursday. The no- 
tice given was very short, and in many parts 
of the district the primaries were held without 
any notice atall. The result was that when 
the convention met, although a majority of 
the members were anti-Harris men, they had 
no candidate to unite upon and no sort of an 
organization. The result naturally was that 
many delegates elected as anti-Harris men 
were open to negotiation with ‘‘the enemy,’’ 
and on the third ballot Harris received 
two votes more than the necessary majority, 
and was deciared the nominee. The nomina- 
tion, however, was not made unanimous. 

The result of the convention has increased 
rather than allayed the dissatisfaction with 
Harris. How serious this dissatisfaction is is 
shown by the action of the Hunterdon Demo- 
erat, the recognized organ of Bourbonism in 
Hunterdon County. The Democrat in its 
issue of this week says editorially : 

“We have a very disagreeable duty to perform 
inthe matter. For years the Democrat has beer. 
the opponent of jobs and corruption, the sworn 
foe of all that is crooked in legislation and politics 
generally. We cannot support the nominee. Our 
course in the whole matter is plain. We cannot 
support a Republican. Unless new combinations 
arise we shall not enter the canvass. With those 
who can support the nominee the Democrat dis- 
likes to find fault. For those who cannot support 
him we have the highest respect; they will earry 
out the Democratic idea of right in epposing those 
who have betrayed them.”’- 

In another place the Democrat says: 

“The Hunterdon Democrat was 45 years of age 
last Tuesday morning. It has become altogether 
too old to now forsake its creed, which had been 
from the start opposition to steals big and little, 
county. State, and national. The official who is a 
traitor to the Democratic principles and goes 
in for robbing the national Treasury and oppress- 
ing the tax-payers cannot be continued in office by 
its support. The name of Henry 8. Harris will not 
appear at the mast-head of this paper.” 

Other Democratic papers in the district are 
likely to follow the course of the Democrat. 
There is a peculiar significance attaching to 
the action of the Democrat, owing to the fact 
that it has always been supposed to be con 
trolled toa great extent by Vice-Chancellor 
Bird, who is a power in Hunterdon County 
politics. 

It is not improbable that the dissatisfied 
Democrats will follow the example of their 
Hunterdon County brethren, refuse to support 
the regular nominee and place an independent 
candidate in the field. In this case there will 
be an opportunity for the election of a Repub- 
lican, and the Republican leaders are all cast- 
ing around for eligibie candidates. The Hon. F. 
A. Potts is prominently mentioned, but would 
undoubtedly refuse to accept. He was acandi- 
date for the saine position several years ago,and 
cut down the majority to 1,600. Charles 
Piace, of North Plainfield, who was also a 
candidate several years ago, is also mentioned. 
Ex-Senator Schenck, of Neshanic, and the 
Hon. J. Newton Voorhees, of Somerville, are 
other Somerset County candidates. By the 
regular rule of rotation the nomination should 
go to Warren County, but no names from that 
county are yet in the field. The most likely 
candidate thus far mentioned is William Stiles, 
of Sussex County. Mr. Stiles is a man of un- 
doubted integrity and ability. He is one of 
the editorial writers on a New-York paper, 
and is well known throughout the State. 
The Republican convention has not yet been 
called, but the date will probably be announced 
this week, and will be an early one. 

THE MINNESOTA CAMPAIGN. 
SENATOR WINDOM AND REPRESENTATIVE 
DUNNELL ORGANIZING THEIR FORCES. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Aug. 23.—Senator 
Windom is here organizing his forces for the 
Senatorial campaign, and Mark H. Dunnell is 
hot on his trail. Windom arrived several days 


ago and summoned his friends to Minnetonka, 
where they could coolly consider the situ- 
ation, Mr. Dunnell reached St. Paul late 
last night and met his trusty lieutenants 
and heid an all-night council of war. He 
openly avows his candidacy, and to his friends 
declares that he will either win Windom’s seat 
or defeat the nomination, and he is using all of 
his well-known power of organization. In 
answer to the inquisitive reporter this morn- 
ing he said: ‘‘ Yes, Sir, Iam a candidate; not 
an independent, but a Republican  can- 
didate. I have not seen Mr. Windom, as 
he is at Minnetonka, while I just came 
from home. What am I doing here? 
The same as Windom is doing at the lake— 
interviewing my friends ana making plans 
for the coming campaign.” The issues are made 
up as between these two foes and they are 
wholly personal, but the prohibition question 
will enter largely into the legislative elections 
this year and may seriously mverfere with 
the calculations of all the aspirants. 
The earnest Prohibitionists will make 
the submission of a constitutional amendment 
the paramount consideration, regardless of the 
effect on any particular Senatorial candidate. 
The division thus created may result in giving 
the Democrats unusual strength in the Legis- 
lature and making the Republican majority 
on joint ballot so small that the determined 
body of Dunnellites,even though they could not 
elect their candidate, could dictate the defeat 
of Senator Windom.

There is no strength for any 
particular candidate developing, and each 
county has stuck to its man on nearly every 
ballot, Jewett has not shown the strength on 
any ballot to-day that he did yesterday. An 
attempt was made this afternoon to have the 
convention adjourned to Zanesville, but it was 
voted down. Atherton’s friends claim that his 
chances for nomination are better than 
at any time during the convention. A num- 
ber of letters and telegrams from interested 
Eastern persons have been received by 
prominent party workers to use _ influ- 
ence for Atherton’s return.

THE OUTLOOK IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
SIMON CAMERON’S MISTAKEN NOTION—GEN, 
BEAVER’S WITHDRAWAL EXPECTED. 
Puitapetpuia, Aug. 23.—Ex-Senator 
Cameron’s suggestion that the Independent 
Republican movement in Pennsylvania is the 
work of “the free traders” is a particularly 
amusing one when regarded in the light of the 
well-known facts of the case. ‘ihe truth {fs that 
the movement has its strength in the protec- 
tionist circles of the State, and its support in 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and elsewhere comes 
largely from men who are directly interested 
in manufacturing. The policy not to have the 


elections for Congressmen involved in the In- 
dependent movement grew out of the general 
desire to preserve the protection line un- 
broken, and this will be carefully adhered 
to, as already announced, except so far as the 
people in the several districts may decide on 
any particular line of action. A long list 
could easily be made, headed with such con- 
spicuous names as John Welsh, Joseph Whar- 
ton, William Sellers, Gen. J. K. Moorhead, and 
others of those already active in, or ad- 
mittedly in sympathy with, the Independent 
movement, and who are at the same time 
leading representatives of the manufacturing 
interests, while Mr. Wharton Barker, who is 
designated in Stalwart councils as one of the 
most persistent and ‘‘ unreachable’’ of the In- 
dependent organizers, is largely engaged in 
manufactures of iron, and is Chairman of 
the Executive Committees of the Industrial 
League, an organization which includes a 
large number of heavy manufacturing con- 
cerns, and is emphatically devoted to protec- 
tion. Mr. Barker, whose recent memorandum 
urging the repeal of the internal taxes (ad- 
dressed to Judge Kelley as Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee) has been ex- 
tensively printed and was reaa and indorsed 
at the recent bankers’ convention at Saratoga, 
is careful to say at the close of the paper that 
he explicitly avows the desire in proposing in- 
ternal revenue repeal to strengthen the tariff 
system, and that he assumes that in reducing 
taxation there will be no change in the duties 
upon imports, ‘except such as may be con- 
sistent with our policy of protection to Ameri- 
can labor and development of American in- 
dustrial independence.” 

The present outlook in Pennsylvania is that 
the Stalwart machine must soon weaken. The 
more earnest of the Independents, who would 
prefer ** to stand and be counted,’? now be- 
gin to apprehend that Gen. Beaver perceives 
the futility of persisting in his candidacy, and 
will soon yield to the proposition of Mr. 
Stewart and his associates for the abso- 
lute withdrawal of both tickets and the 
holding of a new convention. It is known 
that he has been informed within a day or 
two by an influential personal friend, who has 
been his warm supporter, that it is now plain 
his election is not possible, and the canvass 
made by Mr. Cooper’s committee has brought 
in returns from all over the State showing this 
to be the fact. The Stalwart organ issued at 
Mr. Stewart's home publishes an _ esti- 
mate of the November returns, in whieh 
it assigns him 75,000 votes, thus showing 
the impossibility of Beaver’s election, and 
though the editor—who is expecting an ap- 
pointment from Mr. Cameron as Collector of 
Internal Revenue—still sets down a plurality 
for Beaver, it is evident that when Stewart 
takes 75,000 away there can be no such thing. 
The Independents are in good spirits, and 
confident of success) Mr. Stewart and 
Mr. Wolfe’ will speak at Horticultural 
Hall, in this city, on the 15th of Sep- 
tember, and thereafter both will address meet- 
ings systematicaliy until the close of the can- 
vass. In many counties the organization of 
the Independents is going forward steadily and 
savisfactorily ; in others it is held back pur 
posely in order to get clear of county nomi- 
nating conventions, &c., in consonance with 
the general plan of keeping the State contest 
distinct from other contests and not distract- 
ing the party. If Gen. Beaver and his asso- 
ciates do not decide to withdraw there can be 
no question as to the large vote which will be 
east for Mr. Stewart, and, as already sug 
gested, very many of the Independents ar- 
dently prefer to have the opportunity of thus 
proving their strength,

The double convention he charges to tine 
manipulations of Darrell, the sitting member, 
and in keeping with his methods of many 
years. When beaten for the nomination by 
Robert O. Hebert, four years ago, Darrell 
placed Mr. Merchant in the field as an Inde- 
pendent Republican, thus dividing the vote 
and giving the district to Acklen, Demo- 
crat.

TEXAS REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
OPENING ADDRESS OF THE CHAIRMAN— 
THE PROCEEDINGS. 

Avsttn, Texas, Aug. 23.—The Repub- 
ublican State Convention was called to order 
at noon by ex-Gov. E. J. Davis, Chairman 
of the Republican State Executive Committee, 
who, after reading the call, addressed the con- 
vention as follows: 


I want to say a few words in adaition to what I 
have read. Many gentlemen now members of this 
convention will recollect that in the conven- 
tion which met here two years ago for the 
purpose of selecting delegates to the National 
Convention I took the ground I have taken 
in this cajl as regards independent action. I rec- 
ommended then that the Republicans in conven- 
tion assembled in Texas should not send delegates 
to the National Convention. I did that tnen 
and I do it now after a very. ma- 
ture deliberation and after a thoughtful. 
just, careful, and accurate observation of 
the course of politics here. The curious snectacle 
is presented at this day in all the Southern 
States where there is any chanee of defeating 
the Bourbon Democracy—the Secession Democ- 
racy—by the Independent movement, of the Bour- 
bon leaders and their newspapers calling upon the 
Republicans to stand firm to their colors. [Ap- 
plause.] We find the Democratic press all 
over the State of Texas, the secession 
bull-dozers who, when the Republicans have 
been willing to go and vote as a party, have taken 
care, in counties where they were in a majority, 
colored though they might be, that they 
should not vote, crying aloud, “* Raise 
up that glorious old Republican banner 
and keep it aloft,”’ and they are exceedingly indig- 
nant that any proposition should be made such as 
I have suggested in my call for this convention. I 
am denounced by these faithful friends of liberty 
and in the Republican Party in_ this State for 
that suggestion. The secession leaders who tried 
to destroy the Republican Party are terribly put 
out about the fact that any man should be found 
with my record and character attempting to 
destroy that glorious old party. Whata huge joke 
that is. No better proof ean be furnished 
of what your duty should be under 
the circumstances to-day. As far as sacri- 
fice in principle is concerned, [I take it that the 
fundamental principles of the Republican Party 
are simply these: Equal rights for everybody in 
this country. It is not proposed to abandon this. 
In the right place I have suggested the equal 
education of the whole people. Do you pro- 
pose to abandon that? By this movement 
the protection of the right to a free bal- 
lot and a fair count, a right that every 
free man should possess as a sword ot 
safety—it is not proposed to abandon this; the 
establishment of law and order and the suppression 
of Jawlessness—it is pot proposed in any sugges- 
tion to forsake that policy. With the enumeration 
of these principles | have covered all the substan- 
tial aims for which the Republican Party 
has fought for the last twenty odd poe 
Beyond these principles, questions such as 
the financial management of the Government 
are of merely Governmental detail. We find 
throughout the country, from Maine to Texas 
and California, Republicans differing on all 
other matters, but they do not differ on their 
great principles. We find from Maine to 
Texas and California Democrats differing on 
all other questions, but we always find them, 
often vigorously. yielding to those principles, 
coming forward pretending they originally 
formed them, and thus trying to steal Republi- 
can thunder. These have been the dis- 
tinctive party characteristics since the day 
the Democratic Party tried to commit 
the gravest crime of ali—the destruction 
of our Union. Matters relating to the financial 
management by the Government of the United 
States can have no bearing on our State matters, 
and we Republicans do not propose to coerce the 
national Government. Although our Democratic 
friends attempt a great deal in dictating to the 
national Government, I think that State 
Governments had better confine themselves 
to their proper limits and let the national 
Government take care of itself. Although 
slavery has been destroyed for nearly a 
quarter of a century, and although a genera- 
tion of young men are in being who have no 
personal recollection of the war or the causes 
of it, yet we bave a North and a South and 
a Northern party and a Southern party. 
want to suggest to your minds for reflec 
tion. is not this condition of affairs 
recisely what the secession leaders want? 
Their policy is to let the Republicans, 
if they can, keep a solid North, so as to 
enable themselves to keep ae solid South 
down here. If they can get a couple of Northern 
States and so govern the country, so much the 
better, but with them half a loaf is better 
than no bread. [Applause.] If we, they say, 
can keep open the breach between the 
sections widened by the war: if we can 
keep alive the issues of the war, we know that we 
can always whip our soldiers Into line; as 
long as party lines are mancmuvred by war 
tactics, so long can we persuade those who fought 
with us to still adhere to our leadership and keep 
us to the front. 

Gentlemen of the convention, you are lovers of 
the Union, you want to see republican government 
established in the hearts of a majority of the people 
of the South as well as of the North; thatis your 
purpose, and that, I take it, is the purpose of the 
great mass of the people of Texas. Youare not af- 
ter office—every one of you cannot have an office. 
You are good citizens, you want to see the country 
prosrer. You want to live in peace with your 
nelghbora; you do not wantto keep alive the bit- 
ter memories of the war. Ido not, and I[ abhor 
such a policy. I want to live at peace 
with my neighbors, and I want some organization 
in politics, so that the people of this great State 
and of the United States will not be divided upon 
the question of whether we fought under the Stars 
and Stripes or under the stars and bars. [Ap- 
piause.} I believe this would accrue to the ad- 
vantage of Texas and of the South. and I invite 
you to join in this movement. (Prolonged ap 
piause. | 


A lively contest sprung up over the election 
of temporary chairman, the contestants being 
the Hon. Webb Flanagan, who made himself 
famous at the last National Republican 
Convention by ass.ing what delegates weie 
there for if not for office, and H. L. Curey, 
colored, of Galveston. Curey was elected. 
On taking the chair he stated that the ob- 
ject of the convention was tne adoption of 
the best policy to drive from power in 
Texas the demon of Bourbon Democracy. 
Resolutions were introduced, and referred, 
against the laws prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating liquors ; denouncing the 
gerrymandering of Congressional dis- 
tricts by the Democratic Legislature. 
favoring a free ballot and a fair count; de- 
manding free schools 10 months in the year 
for all children in the State between 6 and 16 
years of age; favoring a change of the State 
Constitution; allowing the levying of a school 
tax for the support of the schools; favoring 
economy in State and county administra- 
tions, and the election of none but honest 
men to office, and that the convention make 
no nominations, but support the liberal move- 
ment, giving its entire aid and vote to the Hon, 
G.W., Jones for Governor. The last proposition 
drew forth rounds of applause, in which every 
delegate seemed to pxrticipate. At a late 
hour it was learned that the Committee 
on Credentials would not be ready to 
report to-night, and the convention adjourned 
until 10 A. M. to-morrow. Of the 410 dele- 
gates in attendance 250 are colored, inciud- 
ing the most intelligent of their race 
in Texas. They are particularly devoted 
to the Independent movement and promise a 
solid colored vote for Jones. This ques- 
tion and the superemacy of Davis as a Re- 
publican Jeader in Texas areclearly established 
by to-day’s proceedings. If left to the col- 
ored delegates, it is doubtful if the convention 
would consent to a reorganization of the 
party, but, as this policy does not suit 
the white delegates, most of whom are office- 
holders or office-seekers, a reorganization will 
be effected in the interest of harmony.

BUTLER’S BAY STATE MACHINE. 
THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION CALLED TO 
MEET IN BOSTON ON SEPT. 19. 

Boston, Aug. 23.—The Democratic State 
Committee finally met to-day and arranged 
for the State Convention of the party. Con- 
trary to all expectation, it is called to meet in 
Boston instead of Worcester, the customary 


meeting-place, and on Sept. 19, the day before 
the meeting of the Republican Convention. 
This early time of meeting is thought by some to 
indicate an aggressive campaign, with Gen. 
Butler at the head of the State ticket. But 
whether or not Butler will heaa the ticket and 
the campaign be any more spirited than in 
previous years depends entirely on the de- 
velopments of the next three weeks of the 
Republican canvass.

on Resolutions. The committee appointed 
new committees in all the newly arranged 
Congressional districts. An interesting fea- 
ture of the meeting was the reception of a pe- 
tition from Mrs. Henrietta L. T. Wolcott, one 
of the prominent ladies of the Woman Suf- 
frage Association, asking for a hearing before 
the Committee on Resolutions in behalf of a 
woman suffrage plank in the Democratic plat- 
form. Mrs, Wolcott says In her petition:

SOUTHERN PEOPLE. 


OPPOSITION TO THE PLANS OF THE MISSIS- 
SIPPI RIVER COMMISSION. 

New-Oreans, Aug. 23.—Now that the 
first emotions of joy over the passage of the 
River and Harbor bill have subsided, much 
uneasiness is felt at the programme of the 
Mississippi River Commission as announced 
from New-York. The authoritative state- 
ment that the River Commission is to com- 
mence operations in levee building at Red 
River, and not at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River itself, has created considerable dissatis- 
faction and alarm in the levee districts below 
the announced point of departure. Yester- 
day several members of the levee boards of 
the lower levee districts visited the State En- 
gineer’s office and presented their views 
on the subject. Among them were Gen. J. 
L. Brent, of Ascension, in the second levee 
district, and H. P. Kernochan, of Plaquemine 


Parish, in the first district. The substance of 
their remarks was to the effect that the River 
Commission, by walling in the river in the 
upper part of the State, and cutting off ail 
outlets which have for along time diverted a 
great portion of the flood-water to the low 
Jands and swamps in the interior of the State, 
and thereby mitigated the worst effects of the 
overflow in the lower river, will now gather 
and confine the entire volume of the 
high water, and, bringing it to the mouth 
of Red River, pour it out ina deluge on the 
entire southern part of the State. They take 
it for granted that the embankments built by 
the Government will be of unusual solidity 
and strength and able to control the river, 
while the districts below will be protected by 
levees of inferior strength and heighth, such 
asthe State from its poverty is forced to 
build, and that they will not bave the solidity 
to resist the concentrated and accumulated 
floods which will be driven upon them from 
above, 

The gentlemen were present with the argu- 
ments of the engineers and scientists of the 
River Commission, by which it is shown that 
the concentration of the volume of the river, 
by increasing the rapidity, force, and erosive 
power of the current, will decrease the ten- 
dency to injurious and destructive floods by 
moving the water at a greater rate of speed, 
and, by cutting out the sand bars in the shal- 
low places, increase the delivering capacity of 
the channel. These views, fortified by the 
arguments of scientific ingenuity and au- 
thority, failed to impress the professional gen- 
tlemen profoundly, and they departed by no 
means satisfied of their future safety from 
overflow. Ths steam-boat owners held a 
meeting yesterday and unanimously passed 
resolutions opposing the plans of the River 
Comunission as follows: 

Resolved, That we strenuously object to the clos- 
ing of the old river so as to disconnect the Missis- 
sippi River from the Red River and Atchafalya 
River, and that we deem it prejudicial to the in- 
terests of merchants and farmers residing on or 
near those rivers and their tributaries, as well as 
to the merchants of New-Orleans, who now doa 
large business in that section, not to speak of the 


steam-boat business, which we believe would be 
annihilated. 
resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
sent to Gov. McEnery with the request that they 
be laid before the Mississippi River Commission 
and the Secretaries of the Treasury and War De- 
partments of the United States.

THE DEMORALIZED ARABS 


NO OPPOSITION YET MADE TO THE 
BRITISH ADVANCE. 

THE SUEZ CANAL COMPLETELY IN THE

Lonpon, Aug. 23.—A dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company from Ismailia, dated yes- 
terday, says: ‘‘Since the engagement at 
Shaluf the enemy have left every position 
they held between Suez and Ismailia, and are 
retreating in disorder toward Zagazig.” 

The Daily Telegraph’s correspondent ai 
Suez does not mention the reported fight at 
Serapeum. On the contrary, he says the 
enemy is too disorganized to fight. 

Port Sap, Aug. 23.—The natives are now 
returning and resuming work. It is reported 
from Ismailia that a force of the enemy, num- 
bering about 3,000 men, with guns, has taken 
up a position 10 miles distant from there. The 
disembarkation of troops and munitions, it is 
expected, will be completed to-morrow. 

The British have captured Ruchdi Pasha, 
formerly the Khédive’s Minister of Finance, 
and Zulfikar Pasha, of the Khédivé’s household, 
who had espoused the cause of Arabi Pasha.

The Government schooimaster arrived from 
Cairo on the l4tnh mst. He states that 
torch-light processions parade nightly, the 
men and boys calling on Allah _ to 
send desth to the English and_ ail 
Christian dogs. The Coptic Archbishop, for 
fear of his life, is doing ail that is 
demanded of him by Arabi Pasha 
The latter is levying war contributions 
thronghout the country. Every fellab 
must pay from two to eight piastres, accord- 
ing to his possessions, hali his cattle, anda 
measure of wheat. Midshipman Dechair con- 
tinues to be treated in princely fashion by bis 
captors, 

There has just arrived here from the Soudan, 
an Egyptian officer, who states that he is 
deputed by Mehemet Naodi, Governor of tbe 
Soudan, to inform the Khédive that he and 
all the officers and _ soidiers under 
his command are _ loyal, and_ will 
not recognize Arabi Pasha. Ali Effendi, 
the loyal Governor of Port Said, has been ap- 
pointed Provisional Governor of Ismailia, and 
will proceed there to-day in the Khédive’g 
steamer Beserea, which also takes Lord Charles 
Beresford, Morice Bey, Dulier Bey, Zorab Bey, 
and three of the Khédive’s officers, who wil} 
immediately proceed to the front. a 

IsmaILia, Aug. 23.—The trcops row at Ne- 
fich, with the addition of three squadrons of 
the Household Cavalry, two guns, a detachment? 
of hussars and mounted infantry, will march 
in the morning to El-Magfar, on the fresh- 
water canal, about four miles west of Nefich, 
leaving one regiment there to guard the bridge 
over thecanal. Arabi Pasha has 25,000 men and 
60 guns at Tel-el-Kebir. The Seventh 
Native Infantry has been ordered to 
Serapeum from Suez. It is report- 
ed that the Egyptians have cut the 
fresh-water canal, but thesupply of water will 
suffice for some time. Gen. Wolseley in- 
tends pushing into the interior atonce. A 
tramway is being rapidly laid between 
the railroad station and the quay. 
The Duke of Connaught and Prince Teck are 
ashore, The report of the fighting at Sera- 
penum has been contradicted. 

According to authentic informetion Arabé 
Pasha has 25,000 men at Kafr-ei-Dwar. 
Large numbers of men are constantly 
intrenching at Tel-el-Kebir, and there 1s 
little doubt that the big fight of the war will 
occur there. The prisoners taken at Serapeum 
on Monday report that many of the enemy’s 
wounded died during the retreat across the 
desert to Tel-el-Kebir. 

KantTaRA, Aug. 23.—Two officers who hava 
come in report that there are 3,000 Bedouin 
cavalry in the vicinity of Kantara, 
The British forces now hold the &nez Canal 
throughout its entire length and they have an 
abundance of good water. 

ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 23.—The “Austrian gun- 
boat Nautilus, bound from Port Said to Alex- 
andria, passed Aboukir on Monday. The com 
mander, seeing the white flag flying on the 
Aboukir forts, supposed that they were in 
possession of the British, and sent a boat 
ashore with an officer and 12 men, who were 
made prisoners by the Egyptians. The Aus- 
trian Admiral has sent the Nautilus back ta 
Aboukir. ; 

There is increased signs that Arabi Pasha is 
retiring from Karf-el-Dwar. Fires were ob- 
served last evening in the neighborhood of 

- Aboukir and Karf-el-Dwar, and it is believed 
that part of the Egyptian force is burning the 
villages either during or preparatory to a re- 
treat. ; . 

A system of signels between Arabi Pasha’s 
camp and Alexandria has been discovered.

THE SUPPRESSION OF-IRISH CRIME. 
A SPEECH BY MR. TREVELYAN AT BELFAST 
—WORK OF-THE COMMISSION COURT. 

Lonpon, Aug. 23.—Mr. Trevelyan, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, arrived in Belfast to- 
day. The Mayor presented him with an ad- 
dress of welcome and expressed the desire of 
the residents to strengthen Mr. Trevelyan’s 
hands in his onerous duties. Mr, Trevelyan, 
in reply, said it would be idle to deny the ex- 
istence of personal danger in the task of gov- 
erning Ireland, The remedy against outrages 
was to have a tribunal which could be trusted 
to do justice without fear. When the Irish peo- 
ple are convinced that they have a tribunai 
which will give a verdict according to the 
evidence, it will have an important effect. 


Those who expected agrarian murders to 
cease suddenly were expecting an impossi- 
bility. The fixea policy of the Government is 
to distinguish between criminal and political 
acts. They did not care to concern them- 
selves with political meetings, but against out- 
rages they were determined to wage undying 
and unrelenting war. The remarks of Mr. 
Trevelyan were received with cheors. Mr. 
Trevelyan subsequently visited the iron- 
works. Fiags were displayed on the houses 
anc on the vessels in the harbor in honor of 
the visit of the Chief Secretary. 

DUBLIN, Aug. 23.—At the close of the Com- 
mission Court to-day, Judge Lawson compli- 
mented the jurors on the way in which they 
had discharged their duties in convicting in 
every case except one-—a trifling one where 
there was fair ground for disagreement.

HORRORS OF A UTAH INSANE ASYLUM. 

Sat LAKE City, Aug. 23.—This morning 
the Hon. G. A. Tucker, an English gentleman 
from New South Wales, with letters of introduction 
to the Governors of States and Territories asking 
permission to visit insane asylums and jails, 
publishes a letter in the Tribune giv- 
ing a description of his visit to the Utah 
Insane Asylum, situated three miles east 
of Salt Lake City, yesterday. Accompanied 
by United States Marsha! Jreland and Mr. Neal, of 
Louisville, Ky., the father-in-law of Gov. Murray, 
Mr. Tucker visited this asylum, which is un- 
der the charge of Dr. Seymour B. Young, a 
nephew of Brigham Young, and three Mormon 
Commissioners. Mr. Tucker says he found 2i 
patients, 9 females and 12 males, in the most filthy 
condition imaginable. Some were in iron cages 
outside the main building, while others were in 
irons, bound hand and foot. Of these patients two 
were perfectly sane, and baveno idea why they are 
confined. One of these sane persons isa man by the 
name of Sherman, who has been confined for 10 
years. He was robbed of his wife by a 
Mormon polygamist, and has been confined in this 
place ever since. He appears to be a gentleman 
who has seen better days, and is from the East. 
This man is in one of the cages in the yard, which 

e has tixed in a tasty manner with crade tools 
pf his own make. A daughter of John Taylor 
was formerly confined in this asylum, but she 
has been removed to a private house in the 
city. Her insanity was caused by her father en- 
fleavoring to force her iato polygamy. The 
inmates of the institution” are punished 
with a club and_e strap-—the club for 
men, the strap for women. Mr, Tucker 
closes by saying: “I have during’the last four. 
months visited 4 asylums in New South Wales, 
B in Victoria, 2 in Adelaide, 2 in Tasmania, 
B in New-Zealand, 1 in Honolulu, 3 in 
California, one in Nevada, and the one in Utah,

A Bristol book-seller recently catalogued a 
Bible which is assumed to. have’ belonged to John 
Milton, Itis a thick, rough calf quarto-volume, being 
the Royal Version, Cambridge,1637,.and includes 
the Apocrypha. On the margin. of the page con- 
taining the fourteenth. chapter of First Maccabees 
is what appears to be an inscription-of seventeenth 
century date: ‘‘Mr. Hartlibeto:Mr. Milton sendeth. 
the 12 booke of the Greeciane volumes,.& is-obliged 
to hime. . Oct. the 17.. 1640,,London.” Hartlibe’s 
friendship-with the poet is well known, the *‘ Trac- 


tate of Education,’’ 1644, being addressed to. Master 
Samuel Hartlibe. ‘On the opposite margin of the 
same page, but in a different handwriting, and ap- 
arently that of the great poet, is the following: 

When that day of Death shall come, 

then shal nightly shades prevaile— 

soone shall Love and Music faile— 

soone ye fresh turfes tender Blade 

shall forish ore my-sleeping shade, 

J. MILTONIUS

Onder these lines is a pen-and-ink-outline portrait* 
In profile, and below is written ‘‘ Myself, 1640.” 
Dn the margin of the opening page.of Second Mac- 
pabees is the following manuscript.note, begin- 
ning opposite the eighteenth verse: ‘* London— 
perhaps ye reason why the Porsians worshipe fire 
to this day, 1639,’ this inference being drawn. 
from the purification of the Temple,.as explained 
insthat verse, being conjoined with a command to:

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GARLAND’S DEFENSE. 
THE PROSECUTION BITTERLY ATTACKED BY 


THE PRISONER’S COUNSEL. 

LUNENBURG CouRT-HOUSE, Va., Aug. 23.— 
The trial of R. B. Garland for the murder of Joseph 
Addison, which has been in progress here for the 
last nine days, was resumed at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, at which hour the jury came into 
court looking fresher and better than at 
any time during the trial. The prisoner on 
entering the court-room took a seat next to his 
father and brother and his brother-in-law, W. W. 
Boswell, the last named of whom has been indicted 


by the Grand Jury as accessory to the murder of 
Addison and is now awaiting trial. After the court 
had been called to order, Mr. Charles F. Finch, of 
Mecklenburg County, opened for the defense. 
He began by saying that Mr. Taylor, of Baltimore 
and Judge Drury A. Hinton, of Petersburg, had 
been employed by the Addison family as private 
prosecutors. The speaker wanted to know, as this 
case might possibly go to the Supreme Court of Ap- 
peals, what right Judge Hinton had to come here to 
prosecute this prisoner for the gold of the Addison 
famiiy—for blood-money. In this connection :Mr. 
Finch said that Judge Hinton and Mr. Taylor had 
the right to put their legal talents up to the high- 
est bidder for blood-money, but this was the first 
time in the history of Virginiathat a member of the 
Court of Appeals of the State had ever been found 
trailing its white ermine for blood-money. His (Mr. 
Finch's) talents could not be bought for blood- 
money. Mr. Finch read Miss Hatchett’s letter to 
Garland and commented uponit at length. He said 
the prisoner had acted only as he should have 
done. Lunenburg County retains only its honor— 
the war had stripped it of all else. The father of 
the prisoner was unable to employ counsel for his 
poor boy, but the wealthy Addison family could 
employ a Baltimore lawyer and a member of 
the Court of Appeals of Virginia to prosecute 
Garland for an act which did him honor, 
Looking toward Judge Hinton, the speaker asked 
if he (Judge Hinton) would have rested under such 
an insult as that offered Garland by Addison with- 
out demanding retracticn. Mr. Finch referred to 
Addison's remark after being shot, "lam done for,” 
and Garland’s reply, ‘*I am sorry for it, but you 
brought it all on yourself,’’ and called attention to 
the fact that Addison did not deny this statement. 
After reading ard commenting on the court’s in- 
structions to the jury, Mr. Finch concluded his 
argument at 2 o'clock. Attimes during Mr. Finch’s 
speech the father and brother of the prisoner 
wept freely, though he himself was not apparently 
moved 4 the pathetic words of his counsel. At 
the conclusion of Mr. Finch’s argument the court 
took a recess of two hours for dinner. The pris- 
oner left the court-room for the jail in charge of 
the Sheriff smoking a cigar and carrying in his 
hand.a button-hole bouquet. 

The court reconvened at 4 o'clock, when Mr. 
Clem Green, of Charlotte County, Va., resumed 
the argument for the defense. He began 
by speaking of the malice exhibited, and ar- 
raigned the talent employed by the Addison 
family in the prosecution of Garland. Continuing, 
the speaker referred to the letters of Miss Mamie 
Hatchett addressed to the prisoner, which were 
sent, indorsed by Addison, to Garland, which 
he (the speaker) said were the most in- 
sulting he ever read. He also. referred 
to the lock of hair sent by Miss Hatchett to Gar- 
land, and to Addison’s letter to the prisoner, tell- 
ing him that nothing but distance saved his cow- 
ardly back from the lash. The remarks of Mr. 
Green frequently moved to tears the father and 
brother of the accused, who oecupied seats next 
to him. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Green's speech, which 
occupied an hour in its delivery, Major Henderson 
Lee followed for the defense, prefacing his remarks 
by saying that Richard Garland’s act in killing 
Joseph Addison is approved in heaven and justified 
on earth. The argument for tie defense will be 
closed to-morrow morning by Capt. Philip McKin- 
ney, of Farmville. Judge Drury A. Hinton will 
close tor the prosecution. The general expressed 
opinion is that a verdict will be rendered late to- 
morrow afternoon. 

THE RAILWAY WORLD. 
EARNINGS OF THE PENNSYLVANIA AND NEW 
JERSEY NORTHERN CENTRAL RAILROADS 
—NOTES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 25.—The 
ings of the Northern Central Railway for July were 
$509, 682 92; expenses, $286,897 46; net earnings, $222,- 
785 46, being an increase as compared with the same 
month last year of $159,52240. This increase is made 
up of an increase in gross earnings of $68,871 47, 
and a decrease in expenses of $90,650 93. The net 
earnings for the seven months of 1882 were $1,100, 
016 28, being a decrease, as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year, of $3,708 38. 
The extraordinary expenses for July embodied in 
this statement show a decrease of $66,055 96. 

The statement of the business of all lines of the 
Pennsylyania Railroad Company east of Pittsburg 
and Erie for July shows $368,732, an increase in ex- 
penses of $212,610, and an increase in net earnings 
of $156,122. The seyen months of 1882, as com- 
pared with the same period of 1881, show 
an increase in gross earnings of $1,465,741, 
an increase in expenses of $2,116,651, and a decrease 
in net earnings of $650,910. All lines west of Pitts- 
burg and Erie for the seventh month of 1882 show 
a surplus of all liabilities of $215,690, being a de- 
crease as compared with the same period in 1881 of 
$1,543,181. 

CONSHOHOCKEN, Penn., Aug. 23.—The con- 
test between the Pennsylvania and the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Railroad Companies, in which 
the latter company has prevented the former com- 
pany from crossing its track in building a branch 
from Philadelphia to Phoenixville, was renewed 
last evening. Upon the Reading Company again 
refusing to permit the tracks to be taid, the Penn- 
sylvania Company filed a bill in equity for an in- 
junction to restrain the Reading Company from 
further interference. The hearing will take place at 
Norristown on Sept. 19. 


HAMILTON, Ontario, Aug. 23.—Mr. Freder- 
ick Broughton, General Manager of the Great West- 
ern Railway, has tendered his resignation to the 
management of the fused Grand Trunk and Great 
Western Roads, and has issued a valedictory ad- 
dress to the employes. 

Toronto, Ontario, Aug. 23.—Mr. Joseph 
Hickson, General Manager of the Grand ‘Trunk 
Railway, states that Mr. Charles Stiff, who was 
Assistant General Manager and General Super- 
intendent of the Great Western, will be re- 
tained in the position of Superintendent of the 
Western system. C. K. Domville, the Locomotive 
Superintendent: J. Hobson, Chief Engineer, and 
W. Edgar, General Passenger Agent, will also con- 
tinue in their positions. Due consideration will be 
accorded tried servants, and necessary changes

DEEDS OF VIOLENUVE. 
MURDERS AND ATTEMPTS AT MURDER--AN 
‘EXPRESS MESSENGER KILLED. 

Mount Pvuuaski, Ill, Aug. 238.—The evi- 
dences multiply that accomplished murderers per- 
petrated the triple murder at McMahon's farm. 
The farmers of the neighborhood have a well- 
organized search in progress, and will ransack the 
country, The arrest of Rush last night was more 
of aprecaution than anything else. Suspicion is 
more directed against M. R. Hall, a local despera- 
do, who has been in reduced circumstances lately, 
and engaged in working out. He knew McMahon 
well, being distantly related to him. His actions 


and record are suspicious. John A. Peltz, and Oli- 
ver Hall, the brother of M. R. Hall, are also sus- 
pected. None of them have been arrested, but all 
are “shadowed.” Rush was released. to-day there 
being no apparent reasonfor holding him. Logan 
County has offered a reward of $3,000 for the ap- 
prehension and conviction of the murderers. This, 
added to the reward offered by the Governor and 
to the several! private rewards, foots up $6,100. 


Tucson, Arizona, Aug. 23.—A _ dispatch 
from Globe gives the following details of the mur- 
der and robbery of Wells, Fargo & Co,’s messen- 
ger on Sunday last: “Andy Hall, Wells, Fargo & 
Co.’s messenger, was killed Sunday morning by 
stage robbers, who got away with $5,000 belonging 
to Fisk, Walbridge & Co. Only two robbers were 
seen. They had a breastwork along side the road, 
and commenced firing as soon as the express came 
within range. Hall had eight bullet holesin his 
body, allin front, and when found he was a mile 
from the trail, his pistol being empty. He had fol- 
lowed the robbers 10 miles alone fighting them. 
Parties are on the trail of the murderers. 

A later dispatch from Globe says that Curtis B. 
Hawley, Lafayette Grime, and Cicero Grime are 
the men who robbed Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Ex- 
press and killed the messenger, Andy Hall, 
and Dr. W. I’. Vail. They have been apprehended, 
and will certainly pay the penalty of their terrible 
act with their lives. Lafayette Grime has made 
afull confession, recounting every particular ‘of 
the crime. It is a question, in the present excited 
state of the citizens, whether or not they will be 
allowed a preliminary hearing. ‘Lhe $5,000 which 
Was secured by the murderers has not yet been 
recovered. Hawley, the ringleader, is an old 
offender. 

LitrLe Rock, Ark., Aug. 23.—A special dis- 
patch gives particulars of a tragedy which oc- 
curred 18 miles from Arkansas City, resulting from 
a feud between two brothers, Robert and James 
Costello, Yesterday the latter’s son, Bob Costello, 
entered his unele’s house, and a quarrel en- 
sued. The boy seized a rifle and shot his unele 
through the body. In his efforts to escape, after 
being shot, the old man staggered to the door, 
when his nephew beat him over the head and face 
till he dropped dead. The murderer fled. A large 
party is in pursuit of the fugitive. 

Horsk Cave, Ky., Aug. 23.—Intelligence of 
a sickening tragedy at Bonnleyille, in this county, 
has just been received here. Retta and Hayes, 
two children of Henry Butler, 8 and 6 years of age, 
respectively, were eating apples Sanday morning 
when Hayes dropped his. Retta picked it up, and 
this so greatly incensed Hayes that heat once 
attacked her savagely with a Barlow knife, cutting 
her so severely that she will die very soon, although 
alive at noon to-day.

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THE TALLAPOOSA’S CRUISE. 

A SAILOR FALLS FROM MR. 
YACHT--AN INSPECTION 
New-Lonpon, Aug. 23. 


CHANDLER'S 
POSTPONED 
Commodore Hop- 
kins and the six naval officers attached to the New- 
London station stood onthe wharf of the navy- 
vard in full uniform this morning awaiting the ar- 
rival of Secretary Chandler, who was to make an 
official Inspection of the Florida and! the store- 
houses and other Government buildings under the 
charge of the Naval Department. Shortly after 
9 o'clock Congressman Wait, ex-Congressman 
srandegee, Mayor Coit, of New-York, and Mayor 
Osgood, of Norwich, joined the party. They wait- 
ed until noon for the arrival of the Secre- 
tary, and then learned by a messenger from the 
city that the inspection had been postponed. 
The Tallapoosa was expected to arrive early in the 
morning, but did not appear until 11 o’clock. She 
was saluted by the three coast survey schooners 
lying in the harbor as she dropped anchor off the 
Pequot House. Naval Constructor Hart and a 
Lieutenant in full uniform came ashore. They an- 
nounced that a sailor had been lost overboard 
from the Tallapoosa fn her trip through the Sound, 
and that so much time bad been occupied in search- 
ing for him that the intended inspection of the 
New-London yard must be postponed for the pres- 
ent. Secretary Chandler had received a dispatch 
from the President requesting his presence in New- 
port this evening. A messenger was dispatched to 
the Navy-yard announcing the postponement and 
explaining the delay. The Secretary promised to 
return at an early date and inspect the condition 
of the naval property on the Thames. At 11:30 
o'clock the Tallapoosa was under way again, 
steaming for Newport. 

The accident which occasioned the delay oc- 
curred off Herd’s Point at & o'clock last evening. 
The men were at exercise, Jowering the life-boat, 
when the forward tackle got away from the men 
tending it and the bow of the boat went by the run 
into the water, throwing the men from their 
seats und three of them overbdard. Henry 
Kratz, Acting Quartermaster, was probably 
stunned, and did not rise to the surface. August 
Ohimsen, boatswain’s mate, was rescued, with one 
arm disabled, and Oscar Westerholm, seaman, with 
broken ribs. Every effort was made during the 
rest of the night to find Kratz, but without 
avail. Kratz, who was a German, 34 years 
of age, was recently married to a Miss Miller, of 
Morrisania, N. Y.. and was one of the best men in 
the ship, and rated coxswain of the Captain’s gig. 
A subscription has beea taken up for those de- 
pendent on him. Julian G. Baker, gunner’s mate, 
who saved the life of Ohlmsen, was thanked on the 
quarterdeck and substantially rewarded by Secre- 
tary Chandler. The accident was the first thing 
that had happened to mar the pleasure of the 
cruise, and it threw a gloom over the spirits of the 
entire party. 

TEXAN CATTLE FEVER IN THIS STATE. 

AUBURN, Aug. 23.—Augustus Deuniston, 
State Cattle Commissioner; T. J. Herr, veterinary 
surgeon, of New-York, and the local health offi- 
cials met at Sennett to-day for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the nature of the cattle plague which 
has been epidemic here for two weeks. A number 
of herds were visited and two post-mortem exam:- 


inations held. In the subjects, which were killed 
immediately and cut up, the spleen was found en- 
larged and very dark, the kidneys congested, the 
omassum, or third stomach, solidly compacted 
with food, and the bladder filled with bloody urine. 
The disease is pronounced the Texan fever, and 
the Sheriff has been ordered to quarantine herds 
which have been exposed. It is supposed to have 
originated with Texas catile recently pastured in 
the same fields. Twenty-five domestic cattle have 
died and a large number are now sick. The city 
Board of Health has prohibited the sale of all meats 
from towns infected. The cattle are also covered 
with Texas ‘' ticks,” a small bug which takes a 
strong hold on the bide.

THE HARVEST IN THH WEST: 
AN IMMENSE YIELD OF CEREAL8—CORN AND 
POTATOES NOT DOING WELL. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 28.—The Tribune has the 
following crop specials: 

Bloomington, Jli.—The crop,of small grain .in and 
about McLean County was never so great in quan- 
tity as this year, and in quality compares favorably 
with the yield of any preceding year. Instances 
are plenty of the most enormous yield of oats 
and wheat. The entire crop, also, has been 
harvested in fine shape and is safe from all 
contingencies. All the scares of army-worm, cut- 
Worm, and chinch bug have blown by without 
fulfillment. Corn is uneven. Here and there is a 
ruined field, and there is, on the whole, a good deal 
of corn that is pretty near valueless, except for 


feed. But there is a great abundance\of most ex- 
cellent corn of gigantic stature and the finest pros- 
pect of yielding heavily if early frosts do 
not ensue. The average, three-fourths of 
a fair crop, has not changed. Potatoes 
are fine and abundant. Hayisa perfect bonanza 
to the owners of meadows. Fruits of ali kinds 
have yieied poorly. The crop of cattle and hogs 
is not up to the average, as farmers have not con- 
sidered it profitable to feed when corn and feed 
has been so high. 

Holland, Mich.—During the last few days the 
weather bas been very favorable for the oat har- 
vest and thrashing wheat. Although farmers con- 
tinue to report that the damage to wheat by the 
late wet and muggy weather has been trifling, 
the millers and buyers at the elevators’ report 
that it is a great deal worse than the farmers 
will allow: that considerable of it is too 
damp to buy and ship, and that in almost each 
handful from 8 to 10 kernels can be picked out that 
are sprouted. The few showers of rain, followed 
up by hot weather each time, is pushing the corn 
along ata rapid rate. Blackberries are so plenty 
that they are offered at 4 and 5 cents per quart. 

Waupaca, Wis.—Harvesting still proceeds in this 
section. Although the weather has not been as 
favorable as it might have been, the crops have not 
suffered materially from the rain. To make a fair 
estimate it might be said that wheat, rye, barley, 
and oats have been damaged 15 per cent. by the 
wet weather. Something seems to be the mat- 
ter with the potatoes, and the yield will 
be 25 per cent. less than was expected three weeks 
ago. The vines are dying, caused by a kind of rot 
that bas struck whole fields. Hops are only fair, 
many yards being badly damaged by hop lice. Corn 


is improving. 
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7YPHOID FEVER AT RED BANK. 

ONE DEATH AND NINE CASES THUS FAR 
REPORTED. 

Rep Bang, N. J., Aug. 23.—Great excite- 
ment has been occasioned here to-day by the 
announcement by the Board of Health that typhoid 
fever is prevalent. The cases reported from the 
Hotel Bellevue, at Seabright, had made the people 
in the vicinity nervous, but when it ran from 
tongue to tongue this morning that nearly a dozen 
cases of the fever existed in this town, and 
that one death from typhoid fever had 
actually occurred, the surpise end alarm of 
the peopie may be imagined. By a most 
careful inquiry by Tue Times’s reporter, it was 
found that the first outbreak of the fever occurred 
at the De Forrest House, a large Summer boarding- 
house kept bya Mr. Wilson on the river bank. 
About two weeks ago two ladies came to Ked 
Bank afflicted with malaria, and took board at the 
De Forrest House. A week after their arrival two 
other boariers were taken ill, and Dr. Alfred Traf- 
ford being called in he pronounced the two pa- 
tients taken sick last as being afflicted with typhoid 
fever. The alarming intelligence spread through 
the house, and soon the house was deserted by 
guests, wih the exception of the two fever- 
stricken patients. On Monday the son of Mr. 
Wilson, a youth of about 18 years, was taken 
down with the fever. Then came the death of 
Catherine Hudnut, a nurse employed at the board- 
ing cottage of Mra. Bussell, of Brooklyn, near by. 
Dr. Robert B. Conover pronounced the cause of 
death ‘‘typhus malaria.”"’ To-day James Morford, 
of Broad-street, made a complaint before the 
Board of Health that a pig-pen in the rearjof Wash- 
ington-street was spreading malaria in the town, 
and Henry Childs, the President of the board. said 
the nuisance could not be abated, as the board 
had no funds and no power to doit. This evening 
the board’s physicians report a case of malignant 
malaria at the residence of Henry Johnson, the 
Cashier of the First National Bank. The victim is 
the step-daughter of Mr. Johnson, who in Sum- 
mer accommodates boarders. The house is pic 
turesquely situated on Rector-place in the best por- 
tion of the town. A sudden exodus of the Sum 
mer boarders on Rector-place was made when the 
case of fever was made known.

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NARROW-GAUGE RAILROADS. 
RELIEF PROMISED FROM THE CALIFORNIA 


TRANSPORTATION MONOPOLY. 

From the San: Francisco Chronicle. 
Ten miles below Woodbridge, on the Mo- 
quelumne River, in the county of San Joaquin, isa 
new shipping port.called Brackville. It is the tide- 
water terminus of anarrow-gauge railway now in 
course of construction, 35 miles being completed 
and in operation, carrying freight and passengers 
through the best.settled and best cultivated part of 
the Moquelumne Valley—that on which the cele- 


brated Moquelumne grant was located, known in 
Stockton as ‘‘ the Live Oaks.” The eastern end of 
the road is already a little east of the town of Lock- 
ford, overlooking one of the richest low-lying bot- 
toms in the country, and not far from the foothills 
of Calaveras County. The present freighting capac- 
ity of the road is taxed to its utmost, and the com- 
pany are procuring new rolling stock to ac- 
commodate the incoming wheat and _ barley 
harvest, always good in that region. It is not the 
intention to stop the road in the valley. but to 
build on through the Calaveras foothills and far 
into the lumber region at and above the original 
Big Tree grove, where there are hundreds of 
square miles of the best sugar-pines in the Sierra 
Nevada, as yet but little disturbed by the local 
milimen. The lumbering capacity of this sugar- 
pine country will supply as much freight as the 
road can carry for half a century to come, and it is 
exactly the kind of freight which is needed for the 
improvement of the valley lands and the trade of 
this city. Sugar-pine is the most costly of all 
lumber. It is used for fine cabinet ware, panel 
doors, window-frames, and the flooring and wain- 
elegant houses, The demand for 
it is unlimited; but the supply cannot be 
advantageously tapped without railway com- 
munication with the Sierras, at least as far 
up as an altitude of 5,000 feet above sea level. 
Broad-gauge railways are too expensive for this 
purpose. Neither are they well adapted tothe 
high grades and sharp curvatures that must needs 
e encountered in the mountains. The narrow- 
gauge meets these desiderata. A road of that kind 
c#n ve constructed, equipped, and operated for 
less than half the cost of the ordinary broad-gauge 
road. This San Joaquin narrow-gauge road is 
owned and managed by local capitalists of Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin Counties. Some of them 
are merchants, others wealthy farmers, and nearly 
allof them have interests to be developed by the 
transportation it will afford for their produce. We 
understand that they will be able, without borrow- 
ing or mortgaging the road, to build as far as the 
Big Trees at least. If they go no further eastward 
the timber tapped there will supply freight enough 
to pay expenses and fair dividends. But there is 
some hope that in the near future this road will 
connect with a narrow-gauge system in contempla- 
tion for Nevada, to tap the Bodie mines and con- 
nect with the Eastern system of railroads. 

Another narrow-gauge railway enterprise is tak- 
ing shape forthe connection of Oroville, Marys- 
ville,and Chieo with the high timber lands of 
Plumas and Lassen Counties, and with an outlook 
toward the extensive grazing and dairy farms east 
of the Sierra, in the direction of Goose Lake and 
Southern Oregon. Nicholas Luning,a stout and 
keen-witted capitalist of this city, stands at the 
head of it, and will be able to command all the 
money needed to put it through. 

Neither of these roads will cost more than $8,000 
to $9,000 a milein the valley, nor over $12,000 to 
$15,000 in the mountains, save where tunneling or 
high bridging or deep cutting is required. Broad- 
gauge roads cannot successfully compete with 
them, as is proved by the operations of the Santa 
Cruz narrow-gauge against the monopoly’s broad- 
gauge, which tapsa part of the same region that 
feeds the narrow-gauge. The running expenses 
are less by 40 per cent. than on the narrow-gauge. 
It earries less dead weight in cars and engines by 
60 per cent., and the wear and tear of material is 
but trifling by comparison with that of tne broad- 
gague. 

It is probable that if relief ever comes to the peo- 
ple of Caiifornia from the oppressions and inso- 
lence of the transportation monopoly it will come 
through the medium of narrow-gauge railways, 
constructed and operated onacash capital sup- 
plied by the local merchants, farmers and lumber- 
men directly interested in the construetion of short 
lines forthe development of their other business. 
The farmers and mervhants of San Joaquin Valley, 
for an illustration, could build and equip a narrow- 
gauge railway for what their overcharges by the 
monopoly will amount toin five years. The sur- 
pius of a single good crop of wheat and barley 
would suffice to carry the enterprise through.

rhe house is pleasantly situated, 
overlooking Lady Holland’s park, and has a good- 
sized garden in the rear. It is furnished strietly 
in accordance with English tastes by the ubiquitous 
Whiteley: but the ex-King and his suite do not take 
kindly to the British bedstead, and, in tact, have 
dispensed with that civilized article of furniture, 
preferring to sleep upon the floor. On bis arrival, 
Cetywayo explored the house from garret to base- 
ment, examining every nook and corner with child- 
ish curiosity, and was evidently filled with aston- 
isbment. He is an early riser, and takes his 
bath with commendable regularity, and is very 
particular as to his washerwoman. His in-door at- 
tire isa suit of blue serge of the nautical type, and 
he wears ou his head a gorgeously embroidered 
smoking-cap. Cetywayo receives his visitors seated 
upon an ottoman in the centre of the capacious 
drawing-room. He is a great stickler for etiquette, 
which is strictly observed by his followers. The 
visitor is invited to take a chairin front of the King, 
while the native chiefs sit at a respectful distance 
behind. As his Majesty ean only speak a few words 
of broken English, the conversation is carried on 
through an interpreter, Mr. Stepstone generally 
acting in that capacity. The King shakes hands 
with cordiality, and converses with evident free- 
dom and carnestuess. He is grave and dignified in 
his bearing, and apparently does not possess much 
sense of humor. Nevertheless, he appears to be 
capable of perpetrating a joke with bis followers, 
who frequently laugh heartly at his remarks. At 
the end of the interview the King says ** Good-bye” 
in English, and again shakes hands with a pleasant 
smile. The visitor cannot fail to be impressed by his 
child-like simplicity and the absorbing nature of his 
aspirations. ‘Though heasks many questions witha 
keen desire for information, his inquiries all have a 
direct bearing upon the object of his mission. He 
does not fail, hoWwever, to express gratitude for the 
warmth of his reception by the public, which he 
evidently regards as a favorable augury. So far 
Cetywayo is pleased with all he has seen in Eng- 
land, and even, mirabile dictu, has no fault to find 
with our much-abused climate. Our English ladies, 
however, do not come up to his standard of female 
grace and beauty, which may perhaps account for 
his awkwardness in their presence; or perhaps he 
may be haunted by tender recollections of the 
faithful spouses who followed him into captivity, to 
each of whom he dutifully wrote during the voyage. 
On being introduced to a lady at Southampton, 
he was overwhelmed with confusion, and was 
hardly less embarrassed when another lady pre- 
sented him with a goid locket. In other respects 
he shows a commendable readiness to adapt him- 
self to our English institutions. He has not quite 
got over a feeling of distrust at a staircase, but he 
and his followers have learned to manipulate a 
knife and fork. Cetywayo is a famous trencher- 
man. His chief dietis our national roast beef, of 
which he consumes several! pounds daily: It is said 
thaton the yoyage between Cape Town and Ma- 
deira he and his chiefs managed to dispose of 800 
pounds of solid meat. He is not averse to other 

inds of food, though he despises all condiments, 
even mustard and salt. He objects to the barbar- 
ism of taking different kinds of food onthe same 
plate, and has vegetables served separately. He 
commences breakfast with porridge, which, during 
the voyage,he was wont occasionally to wash 
down with whisky. Upon the whole, however, he 
is very abstemious, confining himself chiefly to 
non-intoxicants. He takes his ;meals in company 
with his suite, two of whom—Umkosana and Un- 
gobozana—commanded his armies against our 
troops at Isandula and Rorke’s Drift respectively. 
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PITTSBURG’S PROPOSED NEW BRIDGE. 

From the Pittsburg (Penn.) Commercial Gazette. 

If all the bridges projected across the Mo- 
nongahela be completed, that river withiu the 
limits of the city will be spanned by a net-work. 
Still another is being agitated. Ten or eleven 
years ago a company, of which Mr. James McGin- 
nis, of the Fourteenth Ward, was President, ob- 
tained a charter for one to be known as the Fifth- 
avenue bridge, and extend from the bluff at the 


nead of Miltenberger-street to South Seventeenth 
and Wharton. Nothing further was done. Last 
week, however, the project was revived 
by the partivs interested, and there seems 
a fair prospect of it being carried to 
completion. The total length of the bridge, if 
built according to the plan, will be 1,471 feet, 
divided into two spans of 500 feet each, one span 
of 250 feet, and one span of 221 feet, and the grade 
will be three feet to the hundred from the south 
side to the bluff at Miltenberger-street. The frame- 
work will be of wrought fron, and will be sup- 
ported by steel wire cable 24% inches in diameter, 
and with an aggregate strength of 2,240 tons. 
There will be a double roadway of 18 feet wide, 
and wide sidewalks for foot passengers. The 
drawing was made by Mr. Roebling, and te now on 
exhibition at the office of the Excelsior Glass Com- 
pany, on Miltenberger-street.

ELECTRIC RAILWAY DEVELOPMENT. 
From the London Times. 

The development of electric railways and 
tramways is now considerable. Putting aside 
numerous lines that are merely talked of or pro- 
jected, those which are working, authorized, or in 
course of construction show a total length (ac- 


cording to the Revue Indusirielie, July 19) of 160 
kilométres—. ¢., about 100 miles, and grants are 
becoming even more numerous. The lines actually 
at work are those of Lichterfelde (about 2-6 kilo- 
meétres inlength) and that from the Spandauer Bock 
to Charlottenberg, near Berlin; another line, from 
Port Rush to Bush Mills, in the North of Ireland, 
has been inaugurafed, (length about 10 kilo- 
métres,) and also in ‘Holland, one from Zand- 
yoort to Kostverloren, (length a little over 
two kilométres.) Among lines authorized or in 
construction, the following are noted: In Austria, 
the Mcedling line, near Vienna, (244 kiloméatres,) to 
be constructed by the Southern Railway Company 
there. In Germany, the line from Wiesbaden to 
Niirnberg, (2 kilométres,) and that from the Royal 
mines of Saxony to Zankerode. In England, a line 
under the Thames. connecting Charing-cross and 
Waterloo Stations, (1.2 kilométres;) alsa, a line in 
Sauth Wales. (60 kilométres.) for which the force 


will be derived. from fall of water. In Italy, Turin, 
and. Milan wiil.soon begin the construction of elec- 
tric tramways. In America the Edison Company 
have arranged for the working of 80 kliométres on 
one of the great lines from New-York. Another 
small line (1.8 kilométres) is to be made at St. 
Louis, in Missouri, by Mr. Heisler.

KILLED BY HIS WIFF’S BROTHER. 
From the London Daily Telegraph. 

A criminal trial, illustrating in a curious 
way the extent to which the traditions and cus- 
toms of pagan times yet linger in Southern Italy, 
has ‘just been brought to a conclusion in the Court 
of Assize at Naples. Thecorrespondent of a con- 


temporary writes that about a year ago avery 
vor girl named Carolina Gurguillo, one of the 

elles of Sorrento, was married to a sailor named 
Giuseppe Esposito. According to the custom of the 
country, the bridegroom is bound on the morning 
following the marriage to pay a visit to the house 
of his mother-in-law, and of this custom the newly 
mated Giuseppe Esposito was duly reminded by his 
relatives and friends. For some reason or another 
—he may have had a hundred, among which dis- 
like of his mother-in-law — have taken the 
place of Aaron’s rod—this churlish groom declined 
to comply with the established usage, and a whole 
fortnight elapsed without his having made the re- 
quired call. By this time the mother-in-law bad be- 
come fearfully exasperated; the honor of her fam- 
ily, she asserted, had been outraged. aud that honor 
she called upon her son, for her sake and his own 
and that of his sister, to avenge. So the son, Vin- 
cenzo Gurguillo, went to his sister’s house and 
waited for the sailor husband. Esposito, when he 
came home, offered him a hearty welcome and 
bade him stay to dinner; but the vindictive Vin- 
cenzo drew a knife and, throwing himself on his 
brother-in-law, stabbed him to the heart. Criminal 
proceedings in Italy are very dilatory, and it is 
only after the expiration of 12 months that 
Vincenzo QGurguillo has been sentenced to 
hard labor for life and his mother to three 
years’ ‘‘seclusion.’’ Our contemporary’s cor- 
respondent adds that clerical influence is 
powerless to suppress the custom the non-observy- 
ance of which led to this shocking act of assassina- 
tion. We can well imagine how impotent the 
priests are to obliterate the usage, seeing that it is 
one of the oldest in Magna Grecia, and obtained 
in Greece itself thousands of yearsago. ‘‘On an- 
other day, the apaulia—perhaps the second after 
the marriago—the bridegroom left his wife to live 
apart at his father-in-law’s, and the bride invested 
him with a garment called the apaulisteria.”” This 
matrimonial custom has been so far modified as to 
make the mother-in-law the titular recipient of the 
bridegroom's visit, but there can be po doubt that 
the observance for disobeying which Giuseppe Es- 
pesito lost his life is the antique Greek custom 
translated into ‘‘choice Italian.”

NANTUCKET PAST AND PRESENT. 
Correspondence Greenfield (Mass.) Gazette- Courier. 


Nantucket isa raft of sand, 14 miles long,. 


moored 40 miles from main-land. Over it constant 
sea breezes move, and from it multitudes of peo- 
ple go bathing, sailing, and fishing. The water is 
comfortable, the bay wide, the town ancient and 
interesting, and the surf on the south side yery 
fine. Nantucket was bought of the Indians in 1659 
for £80 and two beaver hats—about-the price of 


two small cottage lots. In 1673 small boats began 
to put off for the whales which sported about the 
island, and for many years the descendants of 
Jonah’s temporary boarding-house were thus cap- 
tured. In 1765 the first whale ship went tothe 
Pacific. Business increased, and, in 1840, Nan- 
tucket. with 10,000 inhabitants, boasted that she 
“lighted the world.” But two great fires have 
devastated the town, a sand-bar obstructs the 
channel, supplies are not obtained as easily as at 
New-Bedford, and to-day there are but 3,300 peo- 
ple. Not a whale-ship sails from the dock, the 
young men do not pace the quarter-deck, but car- 
ry Summer visitors here and there, and old cap- 
tains keep boarding-houses and open restaurants 
on the “ European plan,’ as one of them told me. 
Stillthere are interesting suggestions of the for- 
mer days. ‘* Walks,” or platforms, are seen on the 
tops of many houses, from which people once 
looked down the bay to see friends and 
neighbors put out to sea for a cruise of 
three or four years. Thence, also, longing 
eyes were cast toward the ships coming to 
town heavily laden with oil. The old Captains 
(they are all Captains) tell exciting stories of their 
adventures among whales and sharks. One good 
woman told me that in the 21 years in which her 
husband followed the sea he was at home inali but 
11 months. The officers and crew always went out 
on shares. The Captain had the twelfth to sixteenth 
“lay,” that is, one barrel of oil to every 12 or 16 
barrels; the first mate had the one-twenty-fifth to 
one-twenty-eighth; second mate, one-forty-fifth; 
third mate, one-sixtieth; cooper, one-forty-fifth; 
the boat steerers, one-seventy-seventh to one- 
eighty-tifth; seamen, one-one hundred and fiftieth 
to one-two hundredth. With ordinary success a 
man could retire at 50 with a competence.

SINS OF WAR CORRESPONDENTS. 
From the London Saturday Review. 

The sending of trivial news, the sending of 
false news, and the sending of news which will be 
telegraphed back for the benefit of the enemy, are 
three of tho besetting sins of the war correspond- 
ent. The first he will cease to be guilty of when 


he has news that is not trivial to communicate. 
The second fault will, as much as possible, be cor- 
rected by the censorship. Any information 
which has been kept back will be offered to 
the world when the campaign is over, and 
when errors can be criticised without enlighten- 
ing the open and delighting the concealed enemies 
of the country. But there remains another temp- 
tation of the correspondent. Heis the guest, and 
sometimes the intimate, occasionally, perhaps, 
the friend, of the officers whose performances he 
criticises. He is on board the Canary, and how 
can he fail to give the commander of that gallant 
vessel at least his due share of praise? Meanwhile 
the Cassowary, the Cockatoo, and the Chaffinch 
have no correspondent on board, and probably 
win no special glory. The correspondent may find 
himself in the position of the critic who anony- 
mously reviews poems that a friend has dedicated 
to himself. Who can expect fairness from such 
acriticy The chicken-and-champagne arguments, 
of which we have lately heard in  con- 
nection with theatrical managers, and which are 
certainly not unknown to constructors of channel 
tunnels, may possibly influence the war correspon- 
dent. His remarks are therefore accepted with 
some inereculity, and they cause jealousy among 
soldiers and sailors who keep no trumpeters. 
Praise, however well deserved, bestowed by the 
guest of the person lauded, must necessarily have 
the air of a puff. In short, the temptations of the 
War correspondent are innumerable; he meetsa 
stumbling block on every side; and, the more he 
does his duty strictly, the less will some of his 
hosts aud many of his readers appreciate his tele- 
rrams.

GARDNER A. SAGE. 

Intelligence was received here yesterday of 
the death of Gardner A. Sage, of this City, at 
Greenbrier, West Va., on Tuesday. Mr. Sage 
was born in New-York and was about 65 years of 
age.

church were low he paid salaries out of his own 
pocket. Mr. Sage at one time lived at Bleecker 
street and South Fifth-avenue, when the latter was 
Lawrence-street, and when that neighborhood was 
the fashionable quarter. Later he moved to 
No. 70 South Washington-square and from there to 
No. 16 East Thirty-seventh-street. There was an 
excavation filled with water in the lot on Thirty? 
seventh-street, back of his residence, and he often 
said that it would be the cause of his death. He 
contracted what was said to de malaria, and hig 
eyes were seriously affeeted therefrom. Last Spring 
he went to Greenbrier, West Va., for his health, 
accompanied by his sister-in-law, Mrs. William 
Sage.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A fire broke out early yesterday morning in 
the cellar of the four-story brick pbuilding No. 28 
Prince-street, occupied by Leopold Sonn & Brocber, 
paper box manufacturers, and did $4.000 damage. 
The building is 100 feet deep, and the fire haa to be 
attacked in cramped quarters in the yards of tene- 
ment-houses, while the iron shutters which were 
on the windows of every floor cou!d not be opened 
from the outside and were cut into with steel in- 
struments. There was a lack of water at the start, 
and several engines, summoned bya second alarm, 
could not work forsome time. Chief Bates directed 
the operations of the firemen, and the fire did not 
leave the cellar, although the smoke was so dense 
that the men at work there were frequently com 
pelled to crawl out for air. 


An incendiary fire burned the dwelling: 
house, two barns, farming utensils, 75 tons of hay, 
and live stock of William A. Bradley, of Cheshire, 
Conn., Tuesday midnight. Loss, $10,000; insu 
rance, same amount, divided equally among the 
Security, of New-Haven; Transatlantic, of Ger. 
many; Manhattan, Glen’s Falls, and Germania, of 
New-York, and the Union, of Philadelphia. This 
is the fourth time in five years that Mr. Bradley 
has suffered from an incendiary fire. 


A fire broke out in the main building of the 
Syracuse Iron Works on Tuesday night. The maia 
mill was destroyed, but the other buildings were 
saved intact. The loss on buildings, machinery, 
and stock is $200,000. The total insurance is $54,- 
000. The fire originated ina freight car, filled with 
straw, and standing on the track alongside the 
mill. Two hundred and eighty operatives are 
thrown out of employment. The’ mill will be re- 
built at once. 


A fire broke out -about 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning in Bedel’s paint shop, in Main-street, 
Keeseville, N. ¥. The Adirondack Hotel, Nollette 
House, Association Hall, and the Matthews stone 
block and several dwellings were destroyed. The 
total loss, which is mostiy insured, is estimated at 
$100,000. The fire is supposed to have originated 
.from spontaneous combustion ina pile of rags in 
Bedell’s shop. 

The extensive flouring mill, elevator, and 
warehouse at Bethaite, Ill., on the Indianapolis 
and St. Louis Railroad, was destroyed by fire on 
Tuesday night. The property was owned and 
operated by John W. Kaufman, of St. Louis, and 
was one of the finest establishments of the kind in 
that State. The loss is estimated at $130,000;i nsu- 
rance, $102,000. 

Early yesterday morning a fire broke out in 
the’store of Joseph Vail, at Plymouth, N. C., and 
destroyed the entire block. The-following are the 
‘other losers: Magett & Co., W. A. Blunt, W. C. 
Ayres, R. T. Whitehurst, John W. Piercy, and N. B.

REPORTS OF LILUTS. HARBER AND 
BERRY. 
tHE OBSTACLES ENCOUNTERED IN SIBERIA 
BY LIEUT. HARBER-—HIS FUTILE EF- 
FORTS TO SECURE A STEAMER—LIEUT. 
BERRY’S ACCOUNT OF THE LOSS OF 
MASTER PUTNAM, 


WasuHIncTon, Aug. 23.—Acting Secretary 
of the Navy Walker to-day received a communica- 
tion from Lieut. Giles B. Harber, United States 
Navy, dated at Viska, near Viteem, Siberia, Jane 
11, 1882, as follows: 


On Thursday, April 13, 1 signed the contract 
pertaining to the steamer General Simlnikoff, a 
copy of which was translated and sent to you the 
same day. Immediately after, I started north, ac- 
companied by Mr. Thornam, interpreter, and F. &. 
Manson, seaman. As I anticipated would be the 
case, we had great difficulty in getting horses 
Without being exorbitantly cheated, and bad it 
not been for the Governor-General’s strong orders 
which I carried, and the interpreter, I would have 
been greatly delayed. Thesnow had gone from the 
ground and the rivers were breaking up so the 
roads were nearly {impassable. However, we 
reached Viteem on the 28th of April, after experi- 
encing every variety of conveyance and all kinds 
of weather. Three hundred and fifty versts were 
made in post-wagons, over 900 versts in sleds, 
nearly the whole of the latter being through mud 
and water, except when crossing mountains of 
considerable elevation, where we got snow; and 
nearly 250 versts were made on horseback. Once 
only did we experience any danger, and that oc- 
curred just as we had crossed ariver by swim- 
ming our horses, while our baggage was taken ina 
small boat. When the opposite bank was reached, 
a wonderful noise from up the river caused 
the natives to hasten up the river bank with horses 
and parcels, and at once the water rose some six 
feet (perpendicular height) in three minutes, and 
the river itseif was filled with immense masses of 
ice, in which no boat could live. We escaped be- 
ing caught in this by 10 or 15 minutes. When I ar- 
rived at Viteem I found Mr. Scheutze and the men 
who had come with him all well. Mr. Scheutze, in 
accordance with instructions I had sent, had made 
the journey to Voronzofsky Harbor. He had seen 
the steamer I had chartered subject to my inspec- 
tion. He gave an unfavorable account. The same 
day I came to Viska, a settlement consisting of the 
workshops, houses, and people employed by 
Bazonoff & Co.,and from the acting Director I 
learned that it would be nearly impossible to get to 
Voronzofsky. Though only 110 versts distant, it was 
through a country in which no person lived. The 
only route ever used—the river—would no longer 
be safe, and to go by land would necessizate going 
through unbroken forests, over a continuous series 
of mountains, and there were a number of streams 
to cross, which could not be crossed on theiee, nor 
were boatsto be obtained. I was told, further- 
more, that the steamer was being placed in running 
order and would be ready as soon as the river was 
open. As nothing could be gained, therefore, by 
attempting to go to Voronzofsky, I concluded to 
wait here until the river broke up, and in the mean- 
time to have two dories built. lalso found a boat 
50 feet long and nearly 10 feet beam, which could 
readily be made into a schooner sufiiciently large 
and strong to do work along the coast outside of 
the Delta. I accordingly purchased it and com- 
menced repairing it so as to put it in order. 

Not until the 25th of May was I able to go up to 
Voronzofsky. The steamer General Simlnikoff had 
fone up the river the day I started from Viska ana 
dia not get back until the night of the 26th. Mr. 
Scheutze and I went on board of her and returned 
to Viska. During the trip down the river I in- 
spected the hull and engines and measured the 
amount of wood she burned. The result was we 
found her quite unfit for our purpose, and, in ac- 
cordance with article 8 of the contract, I declined 
to accept her. To the Director here I gave the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

First, considering the length of steamer and the 
large surface of hull exposed to the action of waves 
we do not think the steamer Sim Inikoff has longitudi- 
nal or vertical strength to encounter with safety such 
weather as would undoubtedly be experienced even 
within the Deltaof the Lena. Second, the amount of 
fuel burned per day, (about 10 to 1Ssachin,) is so great 
that very little steaming would be done in the Delta 
without returning to Belun frequently, thus losing 
much time. Besides, to supply fuel on the return 
trip would require so much time that we would be 
compelled to start on the return early. We think, 
therefore, that on account of fuel alone we would be 
obliged to commence our return at an earlier date 
than wouid enable us to complete the work we anticl- 
pate. 

Further particulars are recorded in my journal. 
I at once sent a dispatch informing you of my de- 
cision, and also stating that we would start with- 
out boats in 10 days. I thought, indeed, I had 
made sufficient allowance for the extraordinary 
slowness with which these people work, but it 
seems I had not. Now, however, all isis ready and 
we leave at once. Istill hope to reach the Delta 
by July 1. 

The news that De Long and party haye been 
found dead and that the Rodgers has been burned 
has been sent us from Irkutsk, but; full particulars 
are yet Wanting. The exact nature of our work 
will be determined when I meet Melville. Igo 
prepared to search the delta, and from Olensk to 
Jana should it seem advisable. The money sent 
tor charter is in the Bank of Siberia, subject to my 
order. We have received every attention from the 
agents of the steam-ship company. They have 

placed us all in clean, airy rooms, which are gratis, 
ind the charge for board is very small.

A communication, which has been partly antici- 
pated by telegraph, was also received from Com- 
mander R. M. Berry, of the Rodgers, dated Nishne 
Kalymsk, Siberia, April 4, 1882, in which he reports 
the probable sad loss of Master C. F. Putnam, 
whom he considered an excellent officer and cour- 
teous gentleman. He had gone downto St. Law- 
rence Bay with provisions and clothing for the 
officers and crew, and having performed that 
duty was returning to Eeleotlaw, near Serage 
Kamer, when the party was overtaken by one of 
the driving snow-storms common in those regions. 
After remaining out all night they found it impos- 
sible to proceed, and started to return to the vil- 
lage of Mittassimoni, on the south side of 
St. Lawrence Bay, but Mr. Putnam’s sled 
became separated from the others, con- 
taining Passed Assistant Engineer Zane, 
Ensign H. T. Hunt, Dr. J. D. Castillo, and 
three natives, who reached the village in safety. 
Mr. Putnam passed close to the village and ran out 
upon the ice in the bay, which broke adrift by the 
force of the wind and was swept out into the 
straits, carrying him with it. Two days later, Jan. 
13, he was seen from shore to the southward 
of, and near the mouth of, the bay, with- 
out his sled, but surrounded by his dogs. 
An attempt was made to reach him by the 
natives in a canoe, but after launching it they 
could not force it through the young ice which lay 
between him and the shore, nor could they pass 
over it. A westerly wind afterward drove the ice 
still further from shore, and he had not been since 
heard from up to Jan. 25. Lieut. Berry was at 
Eeleotlaw at the time of the occurrence, but Messrs. 
Hunt and Zane, upon their arrival, reported that 
diligent search was being made along the coast, 
and that Mr. Waring had gone tothe southward 
to look for him. Lieut. Berry left Eeleotlaw Feb. 
8 in company with Ensign Hunt and a native guide, 
poorly provided with dogs, and with but one sled 
for the two and for the provisions. At the village 
near Cape Wankarem he learned from the natives 
that some of them had visited aship which came 
down with the ice in August or September, 1880, 
and took some articles trom her; also, that the 
Thomas Corwin had visited that place in the Sum- 
mer of 1881, and taken someof the articles away. 
They described the wrecked vessels as dismasted. 
broken, and filled with ice, having dead bodies on 
board, and with deer-horns on the flying jibboom. 
At the village of Dtrouck, about 20 miles east of 
Jakan, a second vessel was visited by the natives 
about the same time, and articles were brought from 
ber onshore. None had marks by which the ves- 
xel could be recognized. They described the vessel 
BS painted black outside and white inside,  dis- 
masted, filled with ice, and the ice nearly coyver- 
ing her. ‘here were ne deer-horns on the ‘flying 
jibboom nor dead bodies on board. In both cases 
the vessels were visited only once, and drifted of 
to the northward and westward with the wind. 

fe arrived at Nishne Kalymsk March 24, and 
learned of the arrival of some of the Jeannette’s 
crew on the coast, but the information which he 
couid at that time get was so imperfect that he 
waited for the Ispravnik to arrive, who gave 
fuller details. He (Lieut. Berry) states that he 
considers it his duty to proceed along 
the coast to the westward until he can 
meet Engineer Melville’s party and confer with 
him as to whatcan bedone toward determining 
the fate of their unfortunate countrymen. He fur- 
ther states that he cannot learn that the coast be- 
tween that place and the Lena has been searched, 
and as Lieut. Chipp’s boat was last seen to the east- 
ward of the others he believes that this should be 
done at once. This will render it too jJate for him 
again to join the party at St. Lawrence Bay, but he 
has no fcars on their account, as they are well pro- 
vided with such food as the natives live upon, and 
have officers with them to take them home when a 
vessel arrives. He states that he has the 
money furnished him before leaving San 
Francisco, $2,800, to meet the expenses of the 
search, but that it may become necessary to draw 
upon the honorable Secretary fora smali amount. 
He asks that the Paymaster of the receiving ship 
at Mare Island be directed to take up the accounts 
of the men when they arrive, or such other ac- 
counting officer as is most convenient may do so. 
All bills were preserved up to Oct. 1, since which 
time there were no charges.

CONTRACTOR STEPHEN ASTONISHED. 

August Mitzenheim, aframer employed by 
Stephen & Downing, contractors, fell from a scaf- 
fold July 22 and was killed. Coroner Herrman 
held the inquest yesterday, and among other wit- 


nesses subpoenaed was Contractor Stephen and 12 
of his workmen. When the case was called only 
the certractor appeared. He said he did not see 
the accident and knew nothing aboutit. “If the 
men,” he uddea, ‘don’t know enough to put up a 
scaffold so that it won't fall, they can break their 
necks for all I care.” 

‘* Where are your 12 workmen I subpcenaed ?” 
asxed the Coroner. 

“** Oh, they’re where they ought to be—at work,” 
replied Mr. Stephen. “I’m not paid for coming 
here and neither are they, so I didn’t bring them." 

The Coroner looked up in astonishment, and 
was about to speak, when the contractor an- 
nounced that ‘‘as he was through, he guessed he’d 
go,”’ and started to leave tha court-room. 

“Hold on a minute.” exclaimed Coroner Herr- 


man, “don’t beinahurry. We will adjourn this 
case for one week in order to have your workmen 
here to testify, and as you live in Williamsburg, 
and might not be on hand then, we'll commit you 
to the House of Detention as a witness, so that 
we’ll be surs to have your testimony then. Officer 
Cook will see that you reach the piace all right.” 

Contractor Stephen suddenly became very meek, 
and he was finally allowed by the Coroner to go 
with Officer Cook in search for $1,000 bail to keep 
him out of the House of Detention. He succeeded 
in getting the bail,and Coroner Herrman confi- 
dently expects to see Mr. Stephen and his work- 
men on hand when the Mitzenheim case is called 
next week.

APPOINTED ADJUTANT, 


The range at Creedmoor was crowded with 
soldiers in uniform yesterday. Rifle practice was 
conducted over all the ranges, from 100 to 1,000 
yards. The number of National Guardsmen who 
desired to shoot in the monthly short-range 
matches of the National Rifle Association 
was so great that the American team omit- 
ted shooting at 200 yards, where most of the 
members of the team are ‘tat home,” and began 


the day’s work at 500 yards. The Amateur Rifie 
Club practiced at the longer ranges with their 
small-bore rifles in a match for the Champion's 
Cup. The members of the American military team 
were in good condition and generally shot well. 
although the wind was treacherous and the light 
was uncertain. Dark clouds occasionally obscured 
the sun, the effect of which was to raise the eleva- 
tions, while a corresponding reduction was found 
necessary when the sun again shone brightly. At- 
kinson was absent and Capt. Griffiths was com- 
pelled to return to New-dersey at noon. 
The members of the team who were 
using the new broad rear sights § found 
them somewhat difficult, but Acting mgt Dolan 
quickly became accustomed to the use of his sight, 
which he also used for the first time yesterday, and 
he * coached” the others afterward during the con- 
test in the first stage. Ransom Rathbone, the 
**Modoc” of the American long-range team in the 
Centennial! rifle-maten, visited the range in the 
afternoon, and was impressed into the service as a 
‘*“eoach.”’ The old gentleman entered heartily into 
the sport, and rendered valuable assistance to 
his “children.” McNevin used a new gun 
for the first time, and that, in  con- 
nection with the now sight, seriously 
impaired his score. He wound up with 23, how- 
ever. Dolan did worse. In moving back from the 
800-yard to the 900-yard tiring-point he neglected 
to raise his rear sights high enough, and his first 
shot ploughed up the dirt infront of the target. 
His next shot struck the angle-iron of the target, 
and after a succession of ‘‘outers’ he attained his 
elevation as his score was closed.

ASSISTANT FIRE MARSHAL 


HIS REPORT. 

Assistant Fire Marshal Dodge submitted yes- 
terday to the Fire Commissioners a report on fires 
in this City for July, 1882. The report sets forth 
that there were 186 fires during the month, in- 
volving a total loss of $771,426, of which $231,645 


was on buildings, and $539,781 on their contents. 
The amount of insurance on the buildings was 
$792,500, and on the contents, $1,153,050; tetal, 
$1,945,550. The uninsured loss on buildings was 
$2,395, and on contents, $16,915; total, $19,310. 
Compared with the above figures the report shows 
that in July, 1881, there were 135 fires, with a loss 
of $52,234, and insurance on the property destroyed 
amounting to $989,125. There were 126 fires, and 
in each one the loss was less than $100; 486 
between $100 and $1,000; 12 between $1,000 and 
$5,000; 1 between $5,000 and $10,000; 4 between 
$10,000 and $20,000; 2 between $20,000 and $30,- 
000; 1 between $30,000 and $40,000; 1 between 
$40,000 and $50,000; 1 between $80,000 and 
$90,000; 1 between $100,000 and $150,000, and 
1 between $300,000 and $350,000. The great fires 
of the month were at Nos. 67, 60, and 71 First-ave- 
nue (Mitchell & Co.’s candle factory,) on July 4, 
loss $85,000; at Nos. 418 to 424 Washington-street, 
(the Holbrook Manufacturing Company’s soap fac- 
tory,) loss, $121,500, and the burning of Hecker’s 
flour. mills, in Cherry-street, on July 31. At il 
(large fires, in which the losses ranged from $10,000 
to $350,000, the total loss was $728,248, and at 175 
smallifires the total loss was $43,178. 

Cigars, pipes, and cigarettes used carelessly 
eaused 23 fires; ehildren playing with matches, 15; 
matches lying around loosely, igniting rubbish, 
&c., 9; sparks from distant fires, 4: bonfires, 4; 
hot ashes igniting wood-work, 2; slacking of lime, 
11:3, keroséne-oil stoves exploding in dwellings, 2, 
and taking fire, 8; kerosene-oil stoves used in man- 
ufacturing places exploding, 2; spontaneous com- 
bustion of oiled rags, &c.,7. In a recapitulation 
the report snows that 36 fires were caused by heat- 
ing, 32 in illuminating, 27 in manufacturing and 
other business, and 91 from causes of a miscella- 
neous character. There were 36 fires due to acci- 
dent, 105 to carelessness, 26 to misebievousness, 2 
to maliciousness, 1 to invendiarism, and 9 to 
causes unknown. Of the fires reported 95 were in 
dwellings, 33 in manufactories and shops, 1 in a 
storage warehouse, 36 in stores, 2 1n offices. The 
rest were in miscellaneous places. Mr. Dodge's 
report was placed on file.

OBJECTING TO THE HEAD-MONEY TAX. 

Protests against the imposition of the head 
money tax on cabin passengers have been made to 
Collector Robertson by several steam-ship com- 
panies. The Alexandre Line, among others, 
objects to the collection from it of $22 on 44 cabin 


passengers. Collector Robertson, in speaking of 
the matter yesterday, said he had no alternative 
but to collect the tax. The act covering the ques- 
tion says explicitly that the tax shall be imposed on 
every passenger not a citizen of the United States. 
No distinction is made between cabin and steerage 
passengers. When Secretary Folger was at the 
Custom-house Coilector Robertson told him that 
he had followed literally the instructions in the 
order from the Treasury Department, and had col- 
lected for every passenger. The Collector advised 
the representatives of the steam-ship companies to 
put in a protest ina formal way, and Seoretary 
Folger approved hia agtioy Two points made by

steam-ship companies in their protests are that the 
treaties of certain nations prevent the imposition 
of atax,and that persons are not merchandise 
and therefore not dutiable. The companies hoid 
that the act was only intended to cover steerage 
passengers or immigrants who came to this country 
to stay, and who might become burdens upon the

Stratford eee 26 1 2 
Umpires—Messrs. Wilkinson and J. Smith, 
DISAPPOINTED IN GRAY. 
From the London Spectator, 

When we think of what all the world owes, 
and must always continue te owe, to the man who 
produced the * Elegy in a Country Churchyard,” 
it seems brutal, almost indecent, to speak in a tone 
which even suggests depreciation; but there is no 
real depreciation in an endeavor to assign toa 
poet his true rank inthe hierarchy of art, and we 
do not degrade a cabinet picture ot Meissonier 
when we say that its place is not beside the car- 
tooas of Raphael. It must, however, be said that 
Gray disappoints us as we are not disappointed by 
men who seem to be his fitting comrades in the 
artistic realm. Perfection of the kind which 
Gray achieved usually satisfies, and, indeed, Gray 
himself satisfies us for the moment, but not perma- 
nently. We feel that there were iu him unattained 
possihilities, that the best he gave, good as it was, 
was not the best he had to give—that, to quote the 
expressive phrase of his friend Brown, “ he never 
spoke out.”’ We have listened to many laments 
over the cutting short of such a life as that of 
Keats; but during his life, short as it was, Keats 
did speak out. He put the whole of himself into 
the “Ode to a Nightingaie,”’ as Gray did 
not put himself even into the exquisite 
“Elegy.”” Why was this? How are we to 
account for this reticence, this want of an utter 
emancipation of the spirit? We might hazard 
many answers, but the answer which most insist- 
ently suggests itself, and which may not be dis- 
dained merely because of its obviousness, is that 
Gray was aman born out of due time, with a mode 
of feeling altogether alien to the mode of his day, 
and with a nature too strong to be altogether 
silenced by hostile voices, but not strong enough to 
‘*say its say,’’ whether men would hear or forbear. 
With a litthe more of Wordsworth's backbone 
Grav might have headed a poetic revolution, while, 
on the other hand, a flaccid and valetudinarian 
Wordsworth, possessed by the fascinating demon 
of acquiescence, might easily have figured as a 
North-country Gray. Itis not true thatif aman 
have anything to say he will sayit; on the con- 
trary, it is certain that he will not say it, unless he 
either knows that there is an audience waiting for 
him, or has sufficient faith in himself to believe 
that his words will summon their own audience, 
which shall be fit, even if few. Now, there is, we 
think, evidence—scanty, but quite sufficlent—that 
for the kind of thing which Gray really felt inter- 
ested in saying there was in his day no audience 
at all; and there is still more evidence that 
Gray lacked both the ferver and the buoyancy of 
those stronger spirits who sing because they 
must, and who, if they cannot compel attention, 
can at any rate forego it.

TROUBLE OVER CHINESE CREWS. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, 

The refusal of Collector Sullivan to allow 
the landing of the crews of the steam-ships Oceanic 
and City of Sydney will be made the subject of a 
judicial investigation based upon a writ of habeas 
corpus issued on behalf of the Chinese Consul. 
Various interesting questions will be presented for 
the determination of the court, and it will also be 
called upon to define to what extent the restric- 
tion law applies to sailors who may be exempt 
from its operations because residents in the United 


States previous to the law going into effect. A 
letter was recently forwarded to Collector Sullivan 
by the Pacitic Mail Company asking to be informed 
as to what action the Government would take in 
the case of returning sailors who had shipped from 
this port and who would arrive subsequent to Aug. 
5, the day on which the law would go into effect. 
The Collector submitied the query to the Secre- 
tary of State at Washington, and an answer was 
returned that it was impossible to foretell what 
disposition would be made, and urging the inter- 
ested partics to procure a speedy adjudication 
of the questions involved. When the City of Syd- 
ney arrived in port another letter was addressed 
to Collector Sullivan, requesting that the crew be 
permitted to land, giving as a reason that they had 
shipped from this port pmor to the operation of 
the restriction law, and also contending that the 
crew had not, for these reasons, been without the 
jurisdiction of the United States. The object of 
these communications fell short of realization, for 
the Collector refused to permit the Chinese crews 
to land, and the Chinese Consul has finally deter- 
mined upon bringing atest case as a speedy and 
effectual solution of the question. On the other 
hand, the operation of the restriction law has oc- 
casioned a rather curious dilemma. When the 
steam-ship City of Sydney was about to leave port 
bonds in $500 were given in accordance with the 
statutes for the return of the crew to this .port, 
from which they shipped. On the return of tho 
vessel, however, the Captain was informed that he 
would be fined $500 for each and every Chinaman 
whom he allowed to land. Itis contended, in sup- 
port of the Collector's position in this matter, that 
the restriction law obtains precedence over the old 
law, so that whenever they may conflict the latter 
gives way to the former. In all probability this 
second feature will also be brought before the 


courts.

THOUSAND YEARS OLD.

The great central plateau of the Mendips—a 
bold mountain range running westward through 
Somersetshire into the Bristol Channei—has for 
ages been possessed by a hardy race of miners. 
Not content with an idle, pastoral life, like that 
which perverts the genius of a kindred people on 
the fair limestons pastures of Munster—the early

Rude Norwegian miners use the 
this day, and the less am- 
farmer has at least perceived 
for splitting up the huge 
bolders on his  potato-fields into portable 
blocks. Nearly 8,000 years ago the long boats of 
enterprising Phoenician merchants danced on the 
Severn, waiting for cargoes of lead, which long 
trains of mules bore down the slopes of the Men- 
dips, over tracks still plainly visible in the soft 
verdure, In later times tho Roman conqueror as- 
sumed the control, and reeeived the profits of the 
labor of the industrious Belgic mountaineers; 
while the luxurious citizens of the imperial capital 
drank water flowing from pipes of Fritish lead, 


and sealed the perfect arches of the Coliseum with 
the same tenacious metal. Two pigs of this lead, 
stamped, one with the name of Claudius, the other 
with that of Britannicus, have been discovered near 
the ancient workings; the extent of which may be 
estimated from the fact that more than a million 
tons of ancient refuse lie to this day in the ravines 
and valleys. Theseareh for lead, and ultimately 
tor zinc also, was carried on here during the Middle 
Ages, and a curious code of laws was enacted, in the 
reign of the tourth Edward, for the regulation of 
the industry. Every man was entitled to diga 
trench, and to “throw his hackes two ways after 
the rake; and then none might work “within the 
compass of the throw.’”’ Athief of ore was treated 
asan Achan. He was shut in his house, with all 
that he had, and the building was fired; but after a 
time he was permitted to rush out through the 
flames, purged of his faults—like purified metal 
from thesmelting. Gradually the miners extract- 
ed the ore deposited near the surface in the upper 
parts of the crevices, and there being no means of 
exhausting the water whieh impeded them at 
greater depths, they have ever since found remu- 
nerative occupation in rewashing the huge mounds 
of refuse ore already alluded to. 

An old tradition maintained the existence of a 
large cavern at Lamb Bottom, near Harptree, on 
the northern side of the range; and the rezord ofa 
visit to this cavern by a Mr. Beaumont, in 1660, is 
preserved in the * Philosophical Transactions,” 
(vol. 2, p. 369.) But the exact situation of it was 
unknown until the Summer before last, when Col. 
Bolton, a leading member of the mining company 
which leases the land for miles round from Lord 
Carlingford, after no less than 37 borings, redis- 
covered it. It has now been completely explored. 
Before narrating our experiences, it may be as 
well shortly to refer to the geological history of 
the district. 

The carboniferous limestone here lies upon the 
old red sandstone. At one time the Mendips tow- 
ered high above the other mountain chains of the 
island. Their majestic peaks were afterward 
drawn down under the sea, and a mass of strata, 
some two miles in thickness, was swept from them 
by resistiess currents. Thus dwarted in the process 
of denudation, the range was again elevated by 
voleanic action, probably about the middle of the 
triassic era, above the waves; and the plateau in 
question, which is often more than three miles in 
breadth, is the stump, so to speak, of a lofty 
mountain dissolved during the period of submer- 
gence. These yiolent dislocations had the effect of 
producing vertical fissures in the limestone, far 
wider and deeper than the countless original 
cracks resulting from the arying of the beds, In 
most of these fissures lead is found, coating their 
walls. The surface rainwater next sank into the 
openings, both cracks and fissures; and the car- 
bonic acid in the water, eating away the limein 
the rock, formed watercourses through the very 
heart of it to the vales below, issuing at such im- 
mense outlets as Wookey Hole. The whole 
extent of the plateau is pitted with basins, 
called swallets, (one of which, the “ Devil’s 
Punch-bow!l,’’ measures 173 feet in diame- 
ter,) extending along the line of fissures in 
the rook below. There is no such thing as a river 
te be seen, but on both sides of the range, at its 
base, the water reappears in the shape of numer- 
ous springs, a group of which have given a name 
to the ancient vity of Wells, on the south. A line 
of swallets is, perhaps, the secret of ** dowsing,” 
or divining lodes with the hazel-rod, which is still 
firmly believed in and practiced on these hills. 
Many of the hidden conduits thus worn by the 
water are wide and high; and in several the skel- 
etons of the great beasts, such as the mammoth, 
woolly rhinoceros, Irish elk, lion, bear, and cave hy- 
ena, which formerly swarmed in the surrounding 
country, have been found. The remains of paleo 
lithic men, whose dress, implements, and pursuits 
closely resembled those of the modern Esquimaux, 
lay side by side with the charred, cut, and scraped 
bones of the rhinoceros, reindeer, and horse, 
killed for food by these primitive hunters, Some 
of the cavern seriea extend for miles. It is said 
thatan eccentric man once descended with food 
and carrying his bagpipes, and some days after- 
ward the lugubrious sound of the instrument, 
which not even the depth of rock could smother, 
was heard under a village miles away; but he was 
pever seen again above ground. It is remarkable 
that in all countries the larger swallets and pits 
have been called ‘‘Mouths of hell,” ‘* Devil's 
bowls,”’ «&ec., from time immemorial. Doubtless 
the passing savage, hearing the horrid laughter of 
the hyenas that haunted them, as they fought over 
their bellowing prey, fled in superstitious terror, 
and called the caves by these uncanny names, 

At noon the members of the expedition stood 
round a shaft which has been sunk by Mr. Nicholls, 
the Captain of the company’s mines, to whose ac- 
tive and intelligent fulfillment of Col. Bolton's 
orders is due the discovery of this subterranean 
wonder. Four miners, bearing candles, with the 
Captain himself, accompanied us. The whole party 
were, of course, attired in mining suits, more or 
less complete. We descended by ladders, fixed 
end to end against the side of the shaft, which is 
not much wider than a house chimney. Ata dis- 
tance of some 60 feet we reached a narrow, steeply 
sloping galiery in the rock, which had evidently 
been used by the old miners, and was traversed by 
several vertical fissures containing ore. We were 
probably iu the bed of a dried-up torrent, forthe floor 
earth was sedimentary clay. under a skin of stalug- 
mite of considerable thickness. In single file, 
each carrying a candle stuck in a holder of stiff 
clay, we crawled on for some minutes, went 
down another ladder, and after more progression 
upon hands and knees, found the passage rising 
and spreading into an elegant Gothic arcade. We 
stood up one after another. All about us was the 
dim lustre of stalactite, and the water dripped 
slowly from the roof. We pressed on until the 
party was gathered upon a huge stalagmite of at 
east 15 feet in height and diameter, and curving 
round into a shape not unlike that of a bee-hive. 
This had evidently been deposited from a crevice 
overhead, through which the lime-laden drops fell 
constantly upon it, and, according to the ordinary 
standard of stalagmitic growth, it must nave been 
1,000 years old. All about ourcircle of ght was 
chill darkness. Some benzoline was poured out 
and ignited, and instantly the dull, Rray wall was 
transformed into a radiant dome, built up, tier 
above tier, of crystal pillars, by turns of purest 
shell-pink and amber gold, over which fell in heavy 
folds a curtain of rich velvet brown, fringed with 
long pointed pendants of frosted silver, atrembling 
diamond on every point. We viewed in silence 
this transient glow of fixed and unsuspected beauty, 
as ifithad been an old abbey window of stained 
glass, touched for a moment bythe sun, and rap- 
ture were out of place. Why were these delicate 
traceries graven and carved, ages since, in dark- 
ness, deep in the flinty rock, of such lovely varying 
hues; when, but for an accident, they might never 
have delighted the eye of man? Was not some- 
thing of this spirit in the old cathedral builders, 
who bestowed extreme finish upon the smallest 
and obscurest details of their work from sheer 
love of beauty for its own sake ? 

Avain we moved forward, in a direction almost 
due east, through asteep and tortuous gully, which 
Was in many parts so narrow that we were com- 
pelled to proceed in the fashion of lizards through 
the mud, the sharp crystals in which continually 
cut our hands. We reached finally a emall cavern 
—some 15 feet high by as many long, and, perhaps, 
10 teet broad. There was nothing remarkable 
here, except that the ‘‘old’’ miners had evidently 
begun aworkingin one cornerof it. Wereturned to 
the Bee-hive Cavern, entered another winding way, 
and crawled for some minutes, firsi: northward, 
then to the north-west. An exceedingly steep de- 
cline brought us to the brink of the Dome Cavern. 
#4This immense chamber is shaped 7 like the 
dome of St. Paul’s; and the opening, at the mouth 
of which we were huddled, high up in the south- 
eastern wall, may be compared toa door inthe 
Whispering Gallery. Before us, all was as black 
a3 midnight; but ahollow murmur followed the 
sound of our voices, and the soft plashing of water- 
drops falling from a great height never ceased. A 
small wooden piatform had been erected, with a 
windlass and bucket, and one by one we stepped 
into this, and were lowered into the abyss by three 
sturdy miners. AsI went down Isaw the white 
dresses of Mr. Sopwith and Mr. Nieholls below me, 
by the light of the candles stuck in their hats. They 
looked like little dolls. Under the mouth of our 
entrance hole were broad fringes of magnificent 
stalactites, running around the walls as far as the 
candle gieam extended. The floor was a confused 
pile of rocks which had fallen from the roof, and 
the continual dropping of the water—perhaps of 
one drop every two seconds to the square foot— 
had covered al! with a film of stalagmite. Sounds 
ran round the walls, as in St. Paul’s dome. In one 
corner, where the ground was level, small pools 
had collected, filled with clusters of crystals ar- 
ranged on stems like flowers. This cavern is 110 
or 120 feet in height, and nearly as much in width. 
It is by far the largest of any symmetrical form in 
the country. Looking up, 1 saw Mr. MoMurtree, 
whose life is precious to theology. hanging like a 
chough 80 feet above my head, candle in hand, and 
slowly revolvinz. 

We had soon all safely landed on the rocks, ex- 


' cept two men, who were left with the windlass to 


draw us up again. The other explorers at once 
mounted a ladder into a largo cavity 20 feet up the 


western side of the dome, and began to crawl up 
hill. This was the most difficut passage of all to 
traverse. There was soon barely room to drag 


where, on the 4th of August, 1813, Sir James Yeo 
bore down on a part of the enemy’s fleet, captured 
two and upset another ship, which went to the 


one’s self under the rock, and the floor was a pool of ; bottom with ali hands, and the remainder escaped 


liquid mud, full of stinging crystals. At last, how- 
ever, the lengthy form of that eminent engineer, 
Mr. Sopwith, wriggled forth like a lost ichthyosau- 
Tus, and we were shortly gazing breathless across 
another chasm, into which no man had ever yet 
descended. Mr, Nicholls, however, had a bar fast- 
ened across the cavity, a rope was passed over the 
bar, into a loop of which he inserted his leg, and 
then he disappeared slowly over the brink. It was 
a steep descent, in parts perpendicular, and 
we found the best plan to get down was to hold 
the rope fast and work with the feet. As it was 
an operation in which an aecident might easily 
have occurred we left some of the party in the 
cave, where they remained, peering down upon us. 
We found it to be an irregular, oblong vault, per- 
haps 70 feet high and 30 feet broad. There was, 
apparently, no exit from it, but rifts were visible 
in the roof and high on the walls. The return was 
effected by going hand over hand up the rope, 
using the feet wherever there was a niche in the 
rock, and taking the utmost care to avoid slipping 
off and swinging. The cavern was then illumi- 
nated with benzoline, which flowed down, accumu- 
lated in little pools, and exploded with a succes- 
sion of loud reports. The walls are set all round 
with fine stalactites, but this wiil not, though much 
loftier, bear any comparison for beauty with the 
Bee-hive Cavern. 

After another yery difhcult and unpleasant 
scramble through the mud hole, in the course of 
which my candle was extinguished, we reached the 
Dome Cavern. Having washed our hands in a pool 
of clear water we sat down to a luncheon, which 
included everything usually provided at pienics, 
with the addition of salt and the limestone butter 
of the slopes above. We lay about the feast in va- 
rious postures on the rocks, every one covered with 
the bright red ochre mud. he two miners stood by, 
with boards stuck full of candles, and waited on us. 
The wall behind us sloped forward into darkness, 
and high overhead the two men at the windlass 
watched, their candles burning like glow-worms. 
Presently two members of the party retired out of 
sight and sang solos. The echo is not so delightful 
as that of the last cave in Wookey Hole, where, as 
I have proved, the notes of a chord, sung in suc- 
cession, die slowly ha in sighing harmony. But 
itis far more powerful. A verse cf the national 
anthem was sung by the entire company, and 
while the hollow roof added its long-drawn thun- 
der, the ready Nicholls fired a Bengal light, and 
the vast invisible dome was _ rovealed, glittering 
like a starry night above us. In a quarter of an 
hour afterward we stood again upon the sunny 
mountain top, having been underground exactly 
six hours.

THE GLACIER-LIKE PROGRESS OF A HUGE 


MASS OF SAND. 
Picton Correspondence Toronto Globe. 

More interesting still, and even grand, are 
the famous sand banks near Wellington Bay, on 
Lake Ontario. They are reached by a beautiful 
drive of 10 miles from Picton. Apart from the sand 
banks the locality is such as should make it one 
of the favorite Summer resorts on Lake Ontario. 
The lake shore near the sand banks is indented 
with a succession of rock-paved bays, whose grad- 


ually shoaling margins afford rare bathing grounds. 
East and West Lakes, each (five miles long, and 
the latter dotted with islands, are separated from 
Lake Ontario by narrow strips of beach. Over 
the two-mile-wide isthmus separating the little 
lakes, the sand banks, whose glistening heights. 
are visible miles away, are approached, On near 
approach they are hidden by the cedar woods, 
till the roadway in front is barred by the advancing 
bank, to avoid which a roadway through the woods 
has been constructed up to the eastern end of the 
sand range. The sand banks stretch like a crescent 
along the shore, the concaye side turned to the 
lake, along which it leaves a pebbly beach. The 
length of the crescent is over two miles, the width 
600 to 3,000 or 4,000 feet. If the distant view, or the 
steep, white front of the bank, advancing and 
overwhelming the cedar woods and the grain- 
fields, is grand, the view from the top of the 
range is doubly so; it rivals Niagara. 

Clambering up the steep end of the range among 
trees and grapevines the wooded summit is gained 
at an elevation of nearly 150 feet. Passing along 
the top the woods soon disappear, and we emerge 
on a wild waste of delicately tinted saffron, rising 
from the slate-colorea beach in gentie undulation, 
and sleepily falling on the otherside down to green 
pastures and into the cedar woods. The whole sur- 
face of this grandly undulating mountain desert is 
ribbed by little wavelets a few inches apart, but the 
general aspect is one of perfect smoothness. The 
sand is almost as fine as flour, and contains no ad- 
mixture of dust. The foot sinks only an inch or 
two in walking over it; children roll about on it 
and down its slopes, and rising shake themselves till 
their clothing loses every trace of sand. Occasion- 
ally gusts stream over the wild waste, raising a 
dense drift toa height of atoot or two only, and 
streaming like a fringe over the steep northern 
edge. Though the sun is blazing down on the 
glistening wilderness there is little sensation of 
heat, for the cool lake breeze is ever blowing. On 
the landward side the insidious approach of the 
devouring sand is well marked. One hundred and 
fifty teet below, the foot of this moving mountain 
is sharply defined against the vivid green of the 
pastures, on which the grass grows luxuriantly to 
within an inch of the sand wall. The ferns of the 
cedar woods almost droop against the sandy slope. 
The roots of the trees are bare along the white 
edge; afoot or two nearer the sand buries the 
feet of the cedars; afew yards nearer still the 
bare trunks disappear; still nearer only the with- 
ered topmast twigs of the submerged forest are 
seen, and then far over the tree tops stands the 
sand range. Perpetual ice is found under the foot 
of this steep slope, the sand covering and consoli- 
dating the snows drifted over the hill during the 
Winter months. There is something awe-inspiring 
in the slow, quiet, but resistless advance of the 
mountain front. Field and forest alike become 
completely submerged. Ten years ago a farm- 
house was swallowed up, not to emerge into the 
light until the huge sand wave has passed over.

For some time past there have been troubles 
of a nature which may be termed “‘ party” at Grace 
Church. The congregation had formerly worked 
together harmoniously, and it was not expected 
that a congregation entirely of such a pronounced 
**Low” type would be troubled with party differ- 
ences. The members of the congregation have, 
however, been taking sides upon matters in dis- 
pute, some supporting the Rector, the Rev. J. P. 
Lewis, and others opposing him. It is alleged that 
since breaking with the Evangelical party he has 
endeavored to draw the congregation after him. 
Since the church was enlarged the Bible class, 
which had formerly heen held in the church, has 
been held ina chapel called the Grace Chureh Mis- 
sion Chapel. This bas been conducted by Mr. W. 
H. Howland, who is also Warden ot the church. In 
teaching the International Sunday-school Leaflet 
was used. This Mr. Lewis wished to have replaced 
by the Church of England Sunday-school Institute 
Leafiet,foecause of the Church teaching in the latter. 
This has been opposed by Mr. Howland. When the 
Sunday-school of Grace Church hela its pienic a 
short time ago the Mission Bibie Class refused to 
join. They have lately been making arrangements 
for holding a picnic on theirown account, The Reo- 
tor opposed this, but they persisted, whereupon it 
is said he threatened legal proceedings if the name 
of the Grace Church Bible Class was used. Not- 
withstanding this opposition the picnic will, 
itissaid, be held. The result has been that Mr. 
Howland has resigned the care of the class, and 
will, it is thought, probably resign his office as 
Church Warden. The key of the Mission hall was 
demanded by the Rector and handed over to him. 
On last Sunday the class did not have a meeting. 
Mr. Berwick, People’s Church Warden, was called 
upon and the above information was found to be 
substantially correct. Thisis said to be only one 
incident inanumber which have transpired. A 
section of the congregation have been dissatisfied 
with several details inthe manner of conducting 
public worship, The eastward position during a 
portion of the Holy Communion service was 
objected to, because fthe congregation had 
not been accustomed to it. Mr. Lewis, not 
considering this of much importance, agreed 
to forego this point, but those opposed to 
him say that the position he takes up now is a sort 
of compromise between the two. Another point 
upon which there is some feeling is the abolition of 
the Wednesday evening prayer-meeting in the 
basement, and the substitution of evening service 
in thechurch. Those in favor of the prayer-meeting 
are of the opinion that more good would be done, 
particularily in that loeality, by such being held in 
the basement than a full service in the church. 
Some time ago some little feeling was caused by 
the introduction of the Institute Leaflets in the 
stead of the International Leaflets in the Sunday- 
school, the majority of the teachers being opposed 
to thechange. Mr. Berwick says the finances of 
the church are suffering, the revenue having de- 
creased for the past six months as compared with 
the previous year. Mr. Lewis is at present in 
Manitoba, and is not expected to return fora

DESOLATE WRANGEL LAND. 


A SAILOR’S ACCOUNT OF A BLEAK SPOT IN 
THE ARCTIC REGION. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, 

There are inall probability not more than 
about 20 white people living who have ever set foot 
on Wrangel Land or Plover Island, two names by 
which the mapsof the day distinguish an incom- 
pletely traced shore line in the Arctic Ocean from 


the black dot further to the south named Herald 
Island. The youngest person who ever roamed: 
over the insular waste is unquestionably Frank 
Smith, of the American ship Alfred D. Snow, now 
lying at Vallejo-street wharf. Young Sroith was 
one of the crew of the steam whaler 
Belvidere on her last year’s whaling cruise 
in the Arctic, under command of Capt. 
L. C. Owens, wno has _ penetrated 
frozen regions of the North for successive seasons 
for over a quarter ofacentury. The Belvidere had 
spoken the revenue cutter Thomas H. Corwin in 
August, 1881, in the Arctic, and learned of Capt. 
Hooper's purpose to take possession of Wrangel 
Land, which, until the boating party of Lieut. Rey- 
nolds, of the Corwin, had always been supposed to 
be a vast continent, he being recorded as the first 
to land there. One week after-the Corwin had left 
the Belvidere made for the south-east end of the 
island. Two boats were sent out from the Belvyl- 
dere, and she cruised about for twodays. Smith 
was one of the party, and his impressions as nar- 
rated to a reporter were as follows: 

* As soon as we got ashore, we saw the signal 
planted by Lieut. Reynolds, a small American en- 
sign fastened to a slender piece of driftwood, 
driven into the soil, such asitis. The island rises’ 
abruptly from the ocear, though not precipitously. 
There is no beach to speak of, the land having an. 
average elovation of 10 feet above the surface of 
the water. Itis surrounded by deep water. and 
from soundings that our party made we found an 
average depth of 10 to 12 fathoms at a distance of 
10 feet from the shore.” 

‘“‘What is the nature of the soil,” asked the re- 
porter? 

“There is no earth to speak of?” replied the 
youtnful mariner, laughingly. ‘“‘ The soil is formed, 
almost entirely, of what seemed to be large black 
pebbles of asandy nature. Between these grew a 
green and thin three-biaded grass, resembling very 
much the wood-tick grass of the Eastern States.”’ 

‘* What was the size of the island?” 

‘*T should judge it had a cireumference of about 
150 miles. The island isa flat tabieland, As you 
go toward the centre you come across numerous 
ponds and marshes of brackish water. 
vegetation you see there isa small pinkish, odor- 
less flower with four petals and the familiar rock 
moss. The soil is what you a call peat. It is 
not mushy, but elastic, reminding you when you 
walk on it®*of the “ give’ in cork. Everything is. 
black, just as if it had been smeared with coal-tar. 
You find piles of driftwood everywhere.” 

‘* Washed up by the waves?” 

‘*They would have been,” was the reply, '* butthe 
fact is that the island during some seasons is en- 
tirely submerged under the ice. It is a well-known 
fact that in some seasons the island is lost to sight, 
and thatis undoubtedly the reason = Capt. De 
Long, of the Jeannette, did not, as he was in- 
structed to do, leave any account of himself. There 
is no animal life on the island. I was told that 
there were squirrels, but what would they find to 
feed on? I aid not see anything. Ducksand birds 
make a resting-place on the island, and in open 
seasons the Mesinker natives come from the 
American shore to fish and to hunt walrus. These 
are the natives from which the relics of the lost 
whalers Vigilant; and Mount Wollaston were ob- 
tained. Desolate and uninviting as the isiand is, 
it was a sort of a two-days’ picnic for us; and our 
party was glad to get an opportunity tostretch our 

egs a littie. The Belvidere was the last to see the 
crew of the Arctic relief ship Rodgers on the 28th 
of last October, the crew being then at St. Law- 
rence Bay building their Winter quarters.”’

Considering that the 
news is only a week old, this is not so bad 
for the Zribune. But that wide-awake jour- 
nal does.not appear to have learned that Jay 
Gou.p’s ‘candidate for Governor, on the 
Democratic side, is RosweLu P. FLowEr. 
Considering that the Zribune very care- 
fully avoids’ doing anything to hinder the 
plans of Mr. GouLp, and that it probably 
knows the penalty of thwarting Gouup iu 
his capacity of either speculator or poli- 
tician, its mild efforts to chaff Mr. FLowER 
must be the product of uncommon 
ignorance or of quite unusual daring.

Just as the alarming strain upon the

Seeing the white flag flying on 
the forts of Aboukir, the commander of the 
Nautilus, who evidently doesn’t read the 
newspapers, foolishly assumed that the 
British were in possession, and sent 
a boat ashore with an officer and 
twelve men. These credulous marines were 
promptly seized by the Egyptians, and now 
Mr. GLADSTONE may have the satisfaction of 
being able to put his finger on the map and 
say, ‘‘There Austria did good,’’ for unless 
the prisoners are at once given up the jin- 
sulted dual monarchy will demand repara- 
tions, apologies, damages, and indemnities in 
such number, extent, and varicty that the 
worn and weary ARABI Will fain transform his 
army into a geographical society and start 
on an involuntary hunt for the mysterious 
sources of the Nile. There is a marked 
flavor of the burlesque of opéra bouffe 
about this incident of the capture of the 
Austrians, but it may readily become a very 
serious matter.

come of prohibitory legislation as to the

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THE SOUTH IN NATIONAL POLITICS. 

Observers of the public opinion of the 
South cannot but be struck with two 
features: the growing independence 
the Democratic Party and the vagueness of 
views in regard to any questions other than 
those which divided the old parties. That 
the South is not, in sentiment or in interest, 
any longer the ‘‘solid’’ section it was even 
two years since, in the divisions of national 
parties, is obvious enough. Not only have 
there been such scissions as that of MAHONE 
in Virgmia and CHALMERS in Mississippi, 
together with the grave differences that have 
arisen on comparatively local issues, such 
as the debt question in Tennessee and the 
temperance question in North Carolina, but 
there is to be noticed a general loosening of 
the ties that have hitherto bound the sec- 
tion so closely to the Democracy. ‘The policy 
and the leaders of the party have been more 
freely criticised during the past year than 
ever before, and there is a pronounced sense 
of weariness with the stale and unprofitable 
struggle which the party has kept up for 
years in the name of the South. This was 
particularly shown during the late session 
at the moment when the Democrats in the 
House resorted to filibustering to main- 
tain a Southern member in his seat. 
The expectation unquestionably, on the part 
of the Democratic leaders, was that 
this action would fire the Southern heart, 
and would rally the South to the party 
standard with the feeling that the Democ- 
racy was, after all, the only organization on 
which it could rely. This apparently well- 
matured stroke failed completely. The 
South, even in the most ultra sections, was 
hardly stirred. So far from being excited 
to renewed fidelity to the Democracy, it 
rather manifested disgust that it was again 
made the occasion for attracting that con- 
demnation which such proceedings neces- 
sarily called out. 
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There are s0 many instances of specific 
criticism of the Democracy of the most in- 
dependent character, such as a few years 
ago were nowhere to be found in the South, 
that it is unnecessary to refer to them. Our 
readers are familiar with them. They show 
clearly that, if there were to arise any 
issue of controlling importance not in- 
volving the sectional sentiment, the mere 
partisan discipline which has _ hitherto 
made the Democrats all powerful in the 
South would no longer hold it in the ranks, 
At the same time, there is far less readiness 
in the South to take up those issues which 
are dividing each of the parties in the North 
than is here manifested. The principal of 
these, as we have often pointed out, are the 
issues of fiscal reform and administrative re- 
form. On the first of these there is a strong 
and growing interest in the North and 
North-west, which might very easily make 
it, in these sections, a dominant issue. 
But the South is, at best, hesitant in regard 
to it. Its leaders are divided. Some of 
them, like Messrs. Beck and Bayarp and 
Vancr. are pronounced free traders; others. 


like Messrs. Brown, of Georgia, ard Bot- 
LER, of South Carolina, and Manong, of 
Virginia, are inclined to let the protection- 
ist experiment be tried in the South, with 
the mistaken notion that it has caused, in 
the North, the prosperity by which it has 
happened of late to be accompanied. The 
more independent among the Southern 
Democrats, it is to be remarked, are 
not those most alive to the value 
of a liberal tariff to the South. Among the 
people generally there is ignorance, and, 
therefore, indifference, as to this question. 
As to administrative reform, there is even a 
more stolid sentiment. It cannot be said to 
be a living question in that region, The 
Federal offices are not numerous or impor- 
tant, though their influence is relatively 
great, and the South, always accustomed to 
partisan service, seems to have little concep- 
tion of any other. Here and there, excep- 
tionally intelligent journalists in the larger 
cities discuss the subject, but it is in much 
the same spirit that they discuss the Egyp- 
tian question or the treaty with Corea. 
They have no public opinion behind them. 
While a radical division of the old parties on 
this question is not only probable in the 
North, but in a number of Congres- 
sional districts will surely take place, 
there is no reason to anticipate any 
such occurrence in any district in the 
South, so far as we can perceive. Yet this 
question is an exceedingly important one in 
that section; relatively it is much more so 
than in the North, because the undoubted 
friction between the community and _ the 
Federal service in the South would be im- 
possible if the service could be, as it should 
be, divorced from politics. The subordi- 
nate service there meagre, but it is 
much more shamelessly prostituted to 
partisan ends than it can be in the 
North, because the negro vote  fur- 
nishes material for a prostituted service 
to work upon such as exists here in no such 
force. If a considerable number of able 
and influential men in the Southern States 
should make a non-partisan civil service the 
condition of their support of the Republican 
Party, we venture to say that they would 
contribute more to the welfare of their sec- 
tion and of the country than they could pos- 
sibly do in any other way. Such men, thor- 
oughly distrustful of the Democracy, are to 
be found in every State ready and eager for 
a policy which would disengage their sec- 
tion from the ignoble and retarding bondage 
in which it has been held by the selfish tac- 
tics of the Northern Democracy. As yet 
they show no signs of perceiving that a radi- 
cal reform of the civil service is the vantage

ground from which, if they would, they 
might exert the most powerful influence for 
the progress of their section. 

The immediate result of this curious con- 
dition of public opinion in the South must 
be simply to make it the battle-ground of 
as that of 
Manone and CHALMERS, struggles involv- 
ing very little principle on either side, and 


purely factional struggles such 


having only the general good result of dis 
solving party ties. But this condition is transi- 
tional. Ultimately, with the progress of 
intelligence, and particularty with the pro- 
gress of that education 
free discussion, ideas of practical importance 
will become dominant, new combinations 
will be evolved, and the South will cease to 
be counted as a unit, but will contribule to 
the opinion of the country the varied forces 
which spring naturally from the political 
activity of a tree community. 
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TAMMANY IN SHEEP'S CLOTHING. 


Mr. Jonn KELLY has submitted himself 
to an interview with a newspaper reporter 
with the manifest intention of offering a 
bait to the Anti-Monopoly Party. Mr. 
KELLY seems to forget that when the Anti- 
Monopolists held their mass-meeting in this 
City, just after the adjournment of the 
Legislature, the audience, with due respect 
to the fitness of things, refused to hear 
him. Some of his in the 
crowd called for but the 
uproar of those to . him 
was so unmistakably disappproving that 
the Tammany chieftain found it convenient 
to quit the platform, where he had brazenly 
exhibited himself, and vanish by a rear exit. 
Nevertheless, with his usual effrontery, 
Ketuiy graciously informs a reporter that 
he thinks very highly of the Anti-Monopoly 
movement, ‘and that nothing but the 
difficulty of securing proper creden- 
tials prevents Tammany from sending a 
delegation to the Anti-Monopoly conven 
tion, which meets at Saratoga, Sept. 13. The 
Tammany chieftain bitterly laments the fact 
that his organization is shut out from all 
political convocations. But if he had _ his 
will he would certainly go where the sym- 
pathies of a majority of his followers have 
gone—into the ranks of the Anti-Monoplists. 
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The fact that the Anti-Monopoly man- 
agers have had the audacity to call their con- 
vention to meet several days earlier than the 
Democratic convention has undoubtedly 
worried Mr. Keuuy and his leading hench- 
men. Here is an organization comparatively 
new and presumably glad of an opportunity 
to be the tail of somebody’s kite, but which 
has the courage to set its candidates early in 
the field, as if inviting other parties to come 
to its standard rather than waiting to sell 
out to the highest bidder. But the assurance 
of Ke.iy, when he refers to the affection 
of himself and followers to the Anti- 
Monopoly Party is ‘‘as good as a play.’ 
Keviy himself is an arrogant and arrogat- 
ing monopolizer of official patronage and 
spoils, an advocate of every centraliz- 
ing scheme, and conspicuous only as 
a ‘labor reformer’? by his demagogic 
effort to compel the tax-payers to pay 
higher rates of wages for City work than 
private persons pay. His record presents not 
one iota of evidence to prove the sincerity of 
his blatant professions. He has gabbled per- 
sistently about the rights of the people. 
What has he ever done to defend and secure 
them ? 

But if Tammany, as Ke.1y asserts, most 
sympathizes with the Anti-Monopoly League, 
those Tammany men who have had the best 
chance of manifesting their sympathy—the 
members of the Legislature—have taken a 
very queer way of showing it. Boyp and 
Haaeerty flopped wildly about from one 
side of the fence to the other, sometimes 
voting for the jobs of the monopolists and 
sometimes voting against them. Senators 
Grapy and TREANOR were the champions

bridge bill, one of the most shameless 
and indefensible jobs introduced in the 
last Legislature.

every job that presented itself, the notorious 
Strect Railroad bill being, among others, 
one of the measures ‘‘ with money in it” 
that commanded their hearty support. 
While the record of the New-York delega- 
tion to the Legislature is bad in nearly every 
part, it is not too much to say that the rec- 
ord of the Tammany members is destitute 
of one redeeming feature.

Four men found guilty of committing out- 
rages in County Kerry were sentenced a few 
days ago, one to 15 years’ penal servitude 
and the other three to 10 years cach. Three 
others convicted of savagely assaulting a 
man named SULLIVAN were sentenced to 20, 
15, and 10 years’ servitude, respectively, and 
another man received a life sentence for firing 
at soldiers. There is still some slight doubt 
whether the sentence of death will be carried 
out upon Hynes, who was found guilty of 
murder by the jury charged by Mr. Gray, 
in his paper, with drunkenness. The jury 
deny the charge, and Lord Spencer will 
privately investigate the case to determine 
whether the sentence shall stand. The sur- 
prising readiness of the neighbors of the 
Joyver family in County Galway to testi- 
fy against the gang of ten who are 
under arrest on suspicion that they are 
the murderers of the JoycgEs will be noted 
by the Government, also, as a most gratify- 
ing evidence of a change of public feeling in 
the West of Ireland. The magistrates in 
that region have hitherto complained that 
the inhabitants were divided into two classes, 
those who were afraid to testify against the 
perpetrators of outrages and those who re- 
fused to do soout of sympathy with them. In 
the present case itis said that the witnesses 
not only gave their testimony without fear, 
but that the inhabitants of the district ex- 
pressed the liveliest satisfaction at the cap- 
ture of the band, who are pronounced ‘‘ the 
ten biggest devils in the country.”’ 

The Commission Court has thus far 
proved itself to be what Chief Secretary 
TREVELYAN described it in his speech at 
Belfast yesterday, a tribunal ‘‘ which can 
be trusted to do justice without fear.’’ His 
further assertion that ‘‘ when the Irish peo- 
ple are convinced that they have a tribunal 
which will give a verdict according to the 
evidence it will have an important effect’’ 
must be received with some qualifica- 
tion, unless the ‘important effect’ 
here meutioned is analogous to that 
which the sight of a hanging might have 
upon a man contemplating a homicide. Not 
all the Irish people are yet ready to welcome 
the re-establishment of the reign of law. 
The evil seed sown by the Land League 
agitators has taken too deep root, and a large 
part of the Irish tenantry are, unfor- 
tunately, too much disposed to cherish a 
rancorous and deadly hatred against land- 
lords and all who will not join in denounc- 
ing them to permit those responsible for the 
government of Ireland to hope for any- 
thing like a unanimous and cheerful sub- 
mission to the law as a consequence of the 
passage of the Crimes act or any other 
measure, But the power wielded by the 
Commission Court will exercise a potent de- 
terrent influence upon the dangerous classes 
in Ireland, and if the present rate of con- 
victions is kept up it will before the clase of 
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the year have made substantial headway in 
thinning out their ranks. 

As stated by the Chief Secretary, the 
present policy of the Irish’ Government is 
extremely sensible and promises the best re- 
sults. It has not, until lately, been possible 
to say as much of any policy adopted in Ire- 
land. The Government now proposes to 
make a much-needed distinction between po- 
litical and criminal acts. 1t will not con- 
cern itself with political meetings, but against 
outrages “‘will wage undying and unre- 
lenting war.’’ This resolve has been 
taken ate, but the release during 
the past week of some sixty ‘‘suspects’” is 
an indication that the new policy will be fol- 
lowed with earnestness and sincerity. But 
Mr. TREVELYAN and Lord Spencer should 
see to it that no more inexcusable and dam- 
aging acts of folly like the arrest of Mr. 
GrorcE and Mr. MEANEy are committed by 
the agents of the Government, either through 
an excess of zeal or from ignorance. The 
arrest and sentence of Mr. Gray, though 
they can be fitly characterized only as a 
gross outrage, must be attributed rather to 
the offended judicial dignity and merciless 
severity of Justice Lawson than to the dis- 
position of the Government itself. How- 
ever, this is one of a class of indiscretions 
which ought not to be repeated if the Goy- 
ernment really wishes to set about the paci- 
fication of Ireland on the lines of the Chief 
Secretary’s remarks at Belfast yesterday. 
It looks very much as if Mr. Tre- 
VELYAN had become aware of _ the 
bad effect such mistakes are likely 
to have, and had made this authoritative ex- 
pression of the Government’s intentions 
with a view to correct the unfavorable im- 
pressions created by it. His remarks are 
among the most significant of recent utter- 
ances about Ireland.

That ridiculous story, the ‘‘ Romance of a 
Poor Young Man,” has been the cause of a 
good deal of misery. It will be remembered 
that the Poor Young Man, finding himself 
accidentally shut up in the top of a tower 
in company with a girl whom he loved, de- 
liberately risked his neck and legs by jump- 
ing to the ground, thus leaving the girl with- 
out any one to protect her from ghosts, 
mice, and other dangers.

It never occurred to 
him to drop the girl over the parapet of the 
tower, orto lower her to the ground by a 
rope made of the shreds of his clothing. In 
all probability he leaped from the tower be- 
cause he was out of cigars and could not face 
the prospect of twelve smokeless hours. As 
to the shallow pretense that he jumped in 
order to protect his companion’s reputation, 
it is too absurd to be tolerated for a moment.

A still more powerful illustration of the 
evil effects of M. Fruruer’s stupid novel 
occurred a few days since at a Philadelphia 
sea-side resort. As is well known, the sea- 
side resorts frequented by Philadelphians 
differ from all others in the fact that people 
who are not born in Philadelphia, and do 
not care to talk about the ‘‘only American 
line of Atlantic steamers,’’ carefully stay 
away from them. At this particular sea- 
side resort there is a small island about five 
miles distant from the mainland, and to this 
island a young man and a young lady made 
their way one afternoon in a row-boat. 
Whether it was due to the fact that the 
young man was a Philadelphian, and hence 
without experience in boating, or to the ex- 
clusive interest which he took in his com- 
panion, it is nevertheless certain that on 
landing he forgot to make his boat fast. 
The result was that when the young people, 
after two or three hours spent in conversing 
about the glories of Chestnut-street and the 
only American line of steamers, sought 
their boat in order to return to the hotel the 
boat was missing. The rising tide and the 
gentle breeze had floated it away, and it was 
totally invisible. 

In these circumstances the young lady, 
with great presence of mind, told the young 
man that he must instantly swim ashore and 
send a boat to her rescue. To this he de- 
cidedly objected. He said that he could 
swim areasonable distance, but that it would 
be certain death to him to undertake to 
swim five miles. His inexorable companion 
said that she was very sorry, but that she 
could not help it; that there was a young 
Frenchman who preferred to jump from a 
tower four hundred feet high rather than to 
stay there with the woman he loved, and 
that aman who would hesitate to swima 
little distance to preserve a girl’s peace 
of mind was no better than a wretch.

hand of disease only to be struck down by a 
wound so severe as completely to disable him for 
more than a year. In the advance upon Coomassie 
in 1873-4, to punish the marauding Ashantees, the 
military operations were brought to a close barely 
a fortnight before the commencement of the 
“fever season,” which is so deadly in that tainted 
region that an officer of proved courage is reported 
to have said on landing: “If we have to stay here 
till February we may as well blow our brains out 
at once.”

The agitation in Philadelphia as to the adul- 
teration and dilution of drugs, in respect to which 
an article of some length appeared in these col- 
umns some months ago, has been renewed, it 
appears, in a more popular form than before, and 
now promises to result in striking disclosures, if 
not in decisive action, It was then proposed 
in the medical society of the county that 
the physicians of Philadelphia as a body should re- 
turnto the ancient system of compounding and 
dispensing their own medicines; and numerous 
cases were cited in which death had been traced 
to the adulteration or dilution of drugs called for 
in the prescription, or to the substitution of one 
preparation for another, (as quinamine or quinidia 
for quinine,) which is but too often ventured upon 
by apothecaries of good standing. Although the 
degradation of drugs was abundantly proved, the 
doctors unfortunately introduced other and purely 
professional considerations into the discussion, ob- 
jecting even to an apothecary giving advice in un- 
important cases, and to the sale of proprietary 
medicines in drug stores. These objections did 
not command popular support—though there is no 
doubt that apothecaries take more liberty in advis- 
ing patients than is for the public good, and that 
the use of proprietary medicines is one of the most 
serious evils with which real science has to con- 
tend, as, in the majority of cases, before calling in 
a qualified oractitioner, the patient has 
already exhausted the catalogue of quack 
nostrums and specifics for the disease with 
which he supposes —and only supposes— 
himself to be afflicted, thus doing. incalculable in- 
jury to his prospect of recovery before he is cor- 
rectly informed as to the nature of his ailment. 
Failing to meet with popular approval, the agita- 
tion was abandoned until a more fitting opportu- 
nity, and has now been resumed ina form less like- 
ly to call in question the motives of the medical 
profession, which were only too vulnerable when 
it was insisted that the druggist sheuid pledge him- 
self to refrain from giving advice under all circum- 
stances. Thesame evils that now agitate the Phil- 
adelphia public are as common here as there. But 
there is another—that of allowing medical practi- 
tioners a percentage on all prescriptions signed by 
them—in which the public is no less interested, and 
which our Philadelphia newspaper critics have not 
noticed. Tke high cost of regular prescriptions 
put up at drug stores often proves extremely op- 
pressive to the poorer classes and of some moment 
to the more opulent. For this, it should be under- 
stood, the practice of medical men in exacting and 
of apothecaries in allowing a percentage of the 
profits to one already paid for his services by the 
patient is direotly responsible. Indeed, the use of 
patent and proprietary medicines by all classes, in ! 
cases of not very serious ailment, is largely due to 
the fact that the druggist has to divide profits with 
the doctor, and is compelled to exact from 30 to 50 
per centum more for dispensing prescriptions than 
would be the case if there were no silent partner 
to be satisfied. Occasionally, ina burst of ‘confi- 
dence or a spasm of disgust, a druggist may ven- 
ture upon a revelation; but, as a general rule, 
though thoroughly understood by both professions, 
and lamented by the! mere honorable and high- 
minded members of both, accurate information is 
not to be obtained by the uninitiated, and if the 
new agitation ends in a complete exposure of this 
dishonest practise, it will prove of more decided 
benefit than can be expected from its present di- 


rection. 
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For the refinement of a definition we would 
respectfully refer to a leading English sporting 
journal, which endeavors to explain what is that 
most uncertain of all individuals, “the amateur 
oarsman.” In England, so we are informed, a man 
may drop his h’s, make a sheath of his mouth by 
eating peas with a knife, and be utterly vulgar, 
coarse, and a regular oad in every way, but only 
providing he has never done work of any kind of a 
manual character is he to be considered as a gen- 
tleman, and mounts at once to that higher social 
grade of the amateur oarsman. Thissame anthori- 
ty draws a fineline between the oarsmen of Eng- 
land, America, and the Continent of Europe. In the 
latter two benighted quarters of the earth, so we 
are told, “the upper classes hoid aloof from such 
performances, and leave them to the lower bour- 
geois and artisan classes.” Woe are also gravely 
informed that “the status of the foreign amateur 
may be best understood by calling to mind a class 
of oarsmen in this country [England] of whom in 
late years we have heard but little, but who used 
to be known as ‘tradesmen.’” Now, since from 
the tradesmen have ceme many good rowers, it 
seems that in England the tradesman and the pro- 
fessional have been merged into one. A porter, 
then, in a grocery who trundles the saeks of coffee 
could not row ina rade against the grocer’s clerk 
who sold the coffee hy the pound. Both might 
never have palied in a boat for monoy; still the 
porter would bear in England tke ignominious 
stamp of a nrofessioral. while the clerk wonld he 


admitted within the charmed sphere of the ama 
teur. There is a great deal of snobbishness abou{ 
English boating men, who, in their definition of an 
“amateur oarsman,” have shows this bias to an im

This arrancement is regarded 
as a fortunate one for both colleges, as the lectures 
of the latter all take place during the evening 
hours, in order to accommodate students who are 
engaged in business during the day, while those of 
the tormer occupy the morning and afternoon 
hours only. the evening being devoted to the 
practical work of the dissecting-room. The stu« 
dents of the College of Veterinary Surgeons will 
be permitted, if they so elect, to take the practical’ 
couraé in the chemical laboratory, which forms tha 
major part of preparation for a dip!oma in phar- 
macy, while those of the sister college will hava 
access to the lectures on the use of the microscope 
and the manufacture of preparations and to other 
sections of the veterinary course. The princhk 
pal value to abstract science as cultivated ig 
veterinary schools consists in the training in com: 
parative anatomy and physiology and in the exper« 
imental determination of the properties of new 
drugs. To carry out these features a complete re< 
organization of the Faculty is now in progress unj 
der President Rawson.

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HIS MIGHTY EFFORT TO CONFUSE 
THE STAR ROUTH JURY. 
OORSEY AND BRADY EULOGIZED IN REx- 
TRAVAGANT TERMS—ANOTHER BATCH 
OF BAD JOKES—ORITICISMS ON BLIS8’S 

SPEECH AND WALSRH’S TESTIMONY. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Should the 
speech of the entertaining Mr, McSweeny in 
the star route trial have the force which that 
aminent Ohio lawyer sought to give it 
the defendants arraigned in the Criminal 
Court for conspiring to rob the Gov- 
ernment will not only be acquitted, but 
perhaps immoftalized in bronze or stone in 
some public place. Mr. McSweeny finished to- 
day. All through bis speech the court-room 
was filled with listeners, a large proportion of 
whom were colored men. While his speech 
was earnest to vehemence and he devoted him- 
self toa greater extent than yesterday to the 
work of convincing or confusing the jury, he 
found several opportunities to make his 
audience laugh, and as most of them had come 
to laugh they went away satisfied, 

According to Mr. McSweeny, Dorsey is alto- 
gether free from the taint of guilt, and he had 
challenged the production of evidence against 
bim without succeeding in obtaining it. Dor- 


sey had only got into the business in his desire 
to help his brother John. Brady’s goodness to 
the contractors was of a character that would 
stand as a monument, and when his accusers 
were relegated to obscurity, his name and 
his act in the protection of sub-con- 
tractors would ever stand and be held in 
grateful remembrance by those sturdy moun- 
taineers who did the service for which other 
men reaped the profits. The evidence offered 
by the prosecution to show the conspiracy 
was skillfully glossed over with a warmth of 
evident sincerity that was calculated to turn 
the heads of sympathetic men on the jury. 
To prove their case, he insisted, the prosecu- 
tion must fix the time and place where 
the conspiracy began and was continued, 
and, in the’ effort to convince the 
eae of the impossibility of doing that, 
ie asked them to consider the case a civil one, 
If it were a civil case and there was an at- 
tempt to recover money wrongfully obtainea 
from the Government, the Government would 
be compelled to say when the money had been 
taken and how, and from what precise date it 
expected to recover, so that interest might be 
computed on the amount obtained. 

** Mighty McSweeny,” as the liveliest of the 
star route organ dubs him, found fault with Mr. 
Bliss for not reading law during his speech, 
overlooking the fact that Mr. Bliss was fully 
miployed in setting forth the meaning of the 
widence. Mr. Walsh. who has been the butt 
of more criticism than any of the Government 
witnesses, was held up to protracted ridicule, 
and his story presented to the jury in the most 
unfavorable aspect that a lawyer’s ingenuity 
could contrive to showitin. The peroration of 
this most remarkable speech was a carefuliy 
studied one, delivered with all the solemnity 
and impressiveness that the versatile Mc- 
Sweeny could impart to it. When he con- 
cluded there was a round of applause, broken 
by the sharp command of * Silence !”’ and im- 
mediately followed by an adjournment. The 
applauders were the star route people and their 
sympathizers, who occupied the room in large 
numbers. Mr. McSweeny, who had worked 
himself into a profuse perspiration by loud 
talking and gesticulation, buttoned himself up 
in a heavy overcoat, was hurried into a car- 
riage, and driven away.

THE CLOSE OF M’SWEENY’S SPEECH. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Mr. McSweeny re- 
sumed his argument this morning for the defense 
In the star route trial. He said that if there were 
any insides to the case the prosecution, having 
had five and a half days of opening, ought by this 
time to have the viscera exhibited. The accusa- 
tion brought against Senator Dorsey was exceed- 
ingly slight and frivolous. Like the preacher who, 
taking us his text ‘“‘The world, the flesh, and 
the devil,’ touched lightly. on the world, passed 
quickly over the flesh, and hurried on to the devil, 
Mr. Bliss had got along quickly over the Wilcox 
letter and touched yery gently upon the letter to 
Anthony Josephs, and this was creditable to Mr. 
Bliss’s intellect. For amanto have to defend his 
home upon such trash as that was a waste of that 
time which God has cut off from eternity and al- 
lotted to the world. What else was there about 
Senator Dorsey? The jury was asked to believe that 
a Senator of the United States would take himself 
down from the niche where his good conduct had 
placed him, from his confederation with Senators, 
Cabinet officers, and Presidents, and go helter- 


skelter willy-nilly intoa criminal combination, and 
thrust his character and his all, his fame, the fame 
and character and standing of his wife and chil- 
dren, into an infamous conspiracy to rob his 
country’s Treasury by some little, dirty, scraggy 
offcast mail route from Bismark to Tongue River. 
Well! Well! And then he did it openly, too. He 
wrote to * Dear Frank” and told him he wanted to 
see if he could not get up some expedition. There 
Was notaparticle of proof that Dorsey had ever 
received a dollar of profit out of those scraggy 
routes. Yetit was represented that Dorsey was 
riding around in chariotson golden wheels, and 
that his home was festooned with the triumphs and 
spoils gathered from the post routes. He chai- 
lenged the prosecution to produce the proof of it. 
This conspiracy lacked spissitude, lacked thick- 
ness. Affirmatively, it was too thin. A conspiracy 
in open day! Conspiracy concerning lawful con- 
tracts! Conspiracy without a division! A _ poli- 
tician without speech; a soldier without a battle; 
a conspiracy without a divide. A newspaper con- 
spiracy, too. Hearit, yeheavens! If aman wanted 
“the world and the rest of mankind” to know 
of any deviltry that was going on, just let him put 
{t In the iemotest and most obscure newspaper in 
the land, and where would it be then? The Ro- 
mans had a different way of describing a conspira- 
cy. Cicero turned to Catiline and said: “I know 
you, old man,”—or words to that effect—‘'I have 
got the very secrets of you and your co-conspira- 
tors; I know the secret places where you 
meet.”’ One of the Ciceros here, Mr. Bliss, said: 
** We shall show that Dorsey wrote to ‘ Dear Frank’ 
to report to all the newspapers what he was going 
to do.”’ Suppose that Cicero had said to Catiline: 
**T have seen a letter which you wrote to have all 
your proceedings published in the Vespera Stala— 
the Zvening Star; the Censor—the Critic, and the 
0 temnora! O mores! which might pass for THE 
New-York Tours. The idea of such a conspiracy 
was ludicrous in the extreme. 

Keferring to the regulation requiring the filing 
of sub-contracts in the Post Office Department, 
Mr. McSweeny characterized it as a reform in- 
stituted by Brady, which would stand as a monu- 
ment to his memory when his accusers should have 
been relegated to obscurity. It was a regulation 
which protected the driver in his far-off home 
against the rascalities and defaults and insolvency 
of the original contractors. Reverting to the 
charge of conspiracy he declared it to be as ** base- 
less as the fabric of a vision,” which melted away 
at the touch of the Ithuriel spear of reason and 
vanished away from che sight of man. It was 
really hard to talk seriously about this concern, 
Hamlet says something about ** mirth in funeral,” 
and it was, perhaps, unseemly in him (Mr. Mo- 
Sweeny) to indulge in mirth at these obsequies, 
but he could not heip it. Athletes in 
the ring said that the severest shock 
which they felt was in making a lunge at a fellow 
whoescaped them, and there was nothing more 
intellectually straining than to strike at unsubstan- 
tial ghosts—like shadows in a lawsuit. Would 
some gentleman tell him where the prosecution 
pad stepped on the coat-tails of tne defense? Who 
struck it? Where wasthe testimony of it? And 
the wild echoes only repeated the question, Where 
ftid the conspiracy begin? A crime must have a 
birth; it must be cradled. It was flippant newspa- 
per talk, not lawyer talk, for a prosecuting officer 
to turn to the defendants and say: ‘* You are urg- 
ing a technicality.” The pathway of the citizen’s 
freedom was lined with technicalities. They were 
the xgis which ‘protected him. Mr. McSweeny 
then went on to argue that if this suit were a civil 
suit for the recovery of money there was not 
enough of evidence to justify a verdict for the 
prosecution, and he impressed upon the jury that 
the proof in a criminal suit must be much more 
strong to justify such a verdict. He wanted the 
jury to turn to Tom Brady, who had been so reviled 
that all the fish market expressions in vogue at the 
present time had been exhausted. The Newezate 
Calerndar had:been hunted up and hurled at Tom 
Brady. In the third Wharton Criminal Law it was 
written that no prisoner at the bar of his country 
should be terrorized or driven from the presence of 
the court by epithets, nor should any appeal be 
made as to what the Government desired. He 
quoted from the speech of Curran in the Hay case, 
where he limits the duty of a proseeuting officer to 
a careful unfolding of the evidence. Was that the 
spirit to-day? he asked. Think you {addressing 
Mr. Ker] that by maligning aman—by saying thata 
man would be picked out of a crowd as a thief— 

Mr. Ker, (interrapting)—I did not say that. You 
read it inthe Critic. “ . 

Mr. McSweeny—You said, ‘‘ Where is Mr. 
Miner?” Said Mr. Henkle, * eme.” “Oh, no! 
Iwill not take you. You don’t look like aman 
who would be picked out of a crowd as & thief. 

Mr. Ker—On, no. 

Mr. McSweeny—Get up, then. 

Mr. Ker—What I said was that I never would 
pick Mr. Henkle out of a crowd as a pickpocket, 
as I would Miner. 

Mr. MeSweeny—Worse and worse, like Mrs. 
Sheba, who went to Solomon, ‘The half I did not 
tell.” And that is the high tone that I have come 
from the Western jungie to learn from my brother 
from Penneyivanis. Suppose that a man’s wife 
was sitting at his side; suppose that his toddling 
children were at his knees. I will not be silent 
when at the capital of the Nation the picked men 
of the cities thus maltreat and abuse and hurt the 
feelings of man or woman and make this uumauly 


war on the feelings of little crying children. 
Returning to his theme, Mr. MoSweeny asked the 
jury to sweep away denunciation, the desire of 
the Government.fand the intentions of the White 
House. Commenting upon the suggestion that if, 
as the defense claimed, there was no scintilla of 
proof as to the guilt of the $defendantal there was 
no need of the counsel for the defense wasting the 
time of the court in arguments, he apovlied the 
same line of reasoning to the prosecution. If the 
defendants were po why should the prosecu- 
tion waste eight days in arguments? There would 
be brighter skies; there would be clearer stars. 
Sunlight would come again when jthe jury’s ver- 
dict would lighten up darkened homes. Senator 
Dorsey should not be smirched without his (Mo- 
Sweeny’s) poor, stumbling, stammering tongue 
saying at least its poor say for him. He owed no 
apology for speaking. 

Having concluded his argument in behalf of 
Senator Dorsey, Mr. MecSweeny proceeded, as he 
expressed it, “to slash around a little, up and 
down the line.’ At 12:20 a recess was taken. 
After the recess Mr. McSweeny said that he was 
reminded of a point which had been ably presented 
by Mr. Carpenter. ‘rhe idea was this: The prose- 
cution had proved a couple of inferior partnerships 
—that between Vaile and Miner and between Dor- 
sey and Bosler—which were plain, open business 
partnerships. No principle of law would permit 
the idea that even if, for the sake of argument, 
those partnerships were improper they were 
the combination charged in the indictment. When 
the jury retired to its room every man 
should turn to his fellow and ask, “ Has there 
been any promsetyes & established at all by that class 
of circumstances which are proved each as fully as 
if the whole case depended upon it alone?’ No 
chain was stronger than its weakest link. So in 
the philosophy of circumstantial evidence all the 
chain was measured and its tension tested by the 
tenacity of its weakest link, Each and every 
circumstance must be proved beyond any reason- 
able doubt, must speak potently its own language, 
must emanate from the heart and conduct of the 
party said to be guilty. If the circumstances be 
consistent with innocence, no matter how consist- 
ent with guilt, then the defendant was entitled to 
an acquittal. Melancholy instances had happened 
illustrating the danger of a departure from 
that rule. Something had been sald about 
confessions. On dozens of occasions the court had 
said that a confessional statement could only be 
received as against the party making it. He would 
like to puncture some bad law of Brother Bliss, 
Mr. Bliss in opening said: ‘If at the time the con- 
fession was made the conspiracy was still in prog- 
ress, the statement of Rerdell would bind them 
all.’’ I guess not, commented Mr. McSweeny. 

The Court—Mr. Bliss assumed that the conspira- 
cy was in existence and that this confession was 
made in the course of it. 

Mr. McSweeny—But itis badlaw. Your Honor 
has said that the confession of a party before a 
conspiracy could not help to establish the con- 
spiracy. 

The Court—I think that I have expressed the 
opinion that if the confession is made after the 
conspiracy is over it may be accepted as evidence 
against him. 

Mr. McSweeny—Certainly. 

The Court—But against himself alone, 

Mr. McSweeny repeated Mr. Bliss’s language, and 
again denounced it as bad law. 

The Court—Mr. Bliss has not yet submitted that 
proposition to the court. 

Mr. McSweeny—He has argued no law. He 
never said “law” once in his two daysof opening. 
The prosecution has been six days working at 
chaos, and have made chaos more chaotic and 
“confusion worse confounded.” Why should 
there be any distinction made by Bliss’ if 
ne believed that a confession made before 
or after the couspiracy could not be re- 
ceived against anybody but the party 
making the confession, how could he hold that a 
confession made while a conspiracy was still in 
operation would bind all the others. An agency 
extends to carrying out. the objects of the confed- 
eration. The confession or statement of an act 
done by the confederation must be of something 
effectuating its object. “But while it is in existence 
one man gives it away. Is that effectuating the 
object! There is the fallacy of Brother Bliss’s ar- 
gument. 

The Court—I don’t think it worth while to ex- 
haust your strength in regard to this matter. I 
have not been asked for instructions to the jury 
on the subject by either side, but in the course of 
the trial the court had occasion to give expression 
to his views in regard to this very matter—that is, 
that a member of a conspiracy has no authority to 
bind the others by a confession, unless what he has 
said has been in the execution of the purposes of 
the conspiracy. That, I think, is the law. 

Mr. McSweeny—Undoubtedly. 

Mr. MeSweeny then proceeded to criticise and 
ridicule the testimony of Walsh. He would not 
say that Walsh was a liar. It was always better to 
prove a fellow a liar, and let the nomenclature 
come from the audience. He found plenty of 
proof in Walsh's testimony to knock the idea of a 
conspiracy higher than a kite. Mr. McSweeny 
then went into an analysis of Walsh’s testimony, 
imitating the manner in which it was given, and 
mimicking the mode in which the examination 
was conducted by Mr. Bliss. He declared 
that the practice of the prosecution in asking 
leading questions and cloaking them under the 
words “If any’? wasa trick unworthy of being 
perpetrated on a trial of a spavined horse case be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace. He pointed out the 
apparent hesitations in Walsh’s answers, but at- 
tributed them not to his conscience, for he had 
none, but to his want of memory. He invoked the 
heavens to listen and the earth to be still while he 
related Walsh’s story as to his interview with 
Brady ;during the course of which Brady robbed 
Walsh of notes amounting to $25,000, It was a 
story that must be believed by the job, for no one 
man could swallowit all. Was ever a scene like 
that depicted by Walsh: 

Not the least obeisance made he! 
Not a moment stopped or staid he, 
Not even a parting damn to Brady. 
Stalked he ont the office door; 
That it was, and nothing more. 

Was there ever such a thing as this seen?’—a 
man going out into the cold world with $25,000 
gone into the bands of a thief ora robber. Why 
did not Walsh seize Brady by the throat and “‘ from 
the robber rend the prey?’ It would be strange 
that a public officer, on the eve of a new Adminis- 
tration and witnin a step of the Cabinet, should 
tell his enemy, “Go outand blast me. Go! go! 
go! ‘Stand not on the order ofgyour going, but go 
at once.’ ’’ And the jury was asked to believe that; 
Walsh did not believe it. He had too much mind 
and was too smart for that. It was said that faith, 
as a mustard-seed, could remove mountains, but 
take a barrel of poem hae and the mind could 
not be mustered into a Belief in such a monstrous 
story as that. He advised Bliss, when Walsh again 
appeared upon the stage, to shift the scenes and 
have the performance announced as a roaring 
farce. Walsh had said that he did not bring suit 
against Brady because he desired to avoid scandal, 
yet when hecame upon the stand he threw bis 
slime, worse than the yenom of the worms of the 
Nile, upon everything. No man too high, no man 
too low, for him to bedraggle with hisslime. Mr. 
Bliss had contended that Walsh’s testimony must 
be believed because it was not contradicted by any 
witness. That, Mr. McSweeny maintained, was 
not the law, and he quoted froma decision by 
Judge Thurman, and reported in second Ohio State 
Reports, in support of his position. It would be too 
flattering to contradict such a story as Walsh's. It 
would be yielding too much to put any man in an- 
tagonism to astoryso foul. In the ordinary affairs 
of life the probability or improbability of a story 
could be judged by a jury. 

Mr. MeSweeny was about to enter upon his 
peroration, when, upon a suggestion made by one 
of his colleagues, he devoted several minutes to 
ridiculing the attempts of the prosecution to 
show that in some of the affidavits upon 
which expedition was ordered there was 
an over-estimate of a horse or two in 
the number which the service would require. 
He referred to Macaulay’s picture of the New-Zea- 
land traveler, in the midst ot a wilderness, sketch- 
ing the ruins of St. Paul from London Bridge, and 
himself drew a picture of the same traveler, sit- 
ting on Long Bridge and sketching the ruins of the 
Capitol—ruins attributable to the extra horse on 
the Bismarck and Tongue Riverroute. The coun- 
try had survived the little difficulties with England 
in 1776 and in 1812,and had recovered from its 
civil war, but there had come a time when, out on 
the Bismarck and Tongue River route, the mail 
had been carried by three horses instead of two, 
and then the fall had come. 

He then proceeded to speak his closing words, 
thanking the court and jury for their considerate 
treatment and for the attention with which they 
had listened to him, and saying that he had tried to 
treat the case seriously. Tue New-York Times so 
regarded it. And now he launched the little bark 
of his client—a man with a noble soul, the tongue 
of truth, the hand of charity. At the age of 19 he 
had gone ragged and barefooted into the ranks of 
bis country, and at 21 he had been brevetted for 
bravery in the field. Did the jury think that a man 
wounded from head to foot in the service of his 
country was a thief, who would rob the Treasury 
of that countrv whose foundations he had helped 
to cement with his blood? He had risen up until 
he provoked enmity—up until envy and jealousy 
made their stab at him. Dorsey had found the 
lines of the poet to be true: 

“ He who ascends to mountain-tops shall find 

The loftiest summit crowned with ice and snow. 

He who surpasses or subdues mankind 

Must look down on the hate of those below.” 


He had been stabbed in the house of his friends. 
Searcely had the shoes grown old that stamped. 
their loud approval of Senator Dorsey when this 
roar of calumny burst out against him. He was 
the peer in honesty and integrity of my! man with 
whom he had associated in the broad halls of his 
country’s legislature. “And now,” conclued 
Mr. McSweeny, ‘1 cast his little bark, freighted 
with all he loves. upon the waves of his testimony. 
Guided by the juror’s oath I know that it will reach 
the shore and be forever anchored from the storm. 
I know that, inspired by your verdict, he will 
look on this persecution as a black cloud that has 
passed away. I believe that the drooping flower 
that hangs by his side will, when your inspiriting 
verdict of ‘ Not guilty’ comes in, lift her fair face 
to heaven again, and that she, too, will thank the 
cloud when it has passed away. The shadows of 
evening gather around me. I have said my say. I 
have spoken my farewell word, and with thanks— 
so many thanks—to you for your kind attention, I 
have done, completely done.” [Applause.] 

The court then, at 3:15, adjourned unti! to-mor- 
row, when Mr. Merrick will begin his argument 
for the prosecution.

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HONORING THE PRESIDENT 


A BRILLIANT RECEPTION IN GOV. 
MORGAN’S VILLA AT NEWPORT. 
GREETED BY A THRONG OF DISTINGUISHED 

PERSONS — MANSION AND GROUNDS 
CHARMINGLY DECORATED—A VISIT TO 
FORT ADAMS—TO-DAY’S PROGRAMME. 
Newport, Aug. 23.—President Arthur, ac- 
companied by Ex-Gov. E. D. Morgan, and Gen. 
W. S. Hancock, accompanied by his aids, Capt. 
Wharton and Lieut. Barber, visited Fort Adams 
this morning. On his arrival the President was re- 
ceived with a salute of 21 guns. The three foot 
companies and Light Battery B, dismounted, of the 
Fourth Artillery, comprising the garrison, were 
drawn up on the parade-ground within the fort, 
under command of Capt. Hasbrouck. The troops 
then passed in review before the President 
and Gen. Hancock, making a most creditable 
appearance, The visitors next proceeded 
to the glacis without the fort, where Light Battery 
B, under command of Lieut. Everett, gave a light- 
ning drill. The evolutions were performed with 
the greatest celerity and precision, but 15 seconds 
being occupied in unlimbering and firing the bat- 
tery. The review passed off very pleasantly and 
successfully. There was a large gathering of citi- 
zens and cottagers to witness the affair. After the 
drill the officers of the garrison were presented to 


the President and Gen. Hancock, and the visitors 
were tendered a collation by Capt. Hasbrouck, 
after which they returned to the city. 

In the afternoon, from 4to7 o’clock, occurred 
the grand reception at Gov. Morgan’s Mogg “ Bien- 
venu,” in honor of the President. Mr. Morgan’s 
Summer residence is delightfully situated on Nar- 
ragansett-avenue, with a glimpse of the ocean in 
the distance. The grounds are spacious and are 
handsomely adorned with trees, plants, and 
flowers. On the lawn were erected several roomy 
tents for the comfort of the guests, and here, also, 
was stationed the New-Hampshire Band, which 
rendered during the afternoon a programme 
of choice music. The several apartments on the 
ground fioor of the villa for the use 
of the guests were magnificently decorated witn 
flowers and growing plants. Palmsand other trop- 
ical plants adorned the halls. In the parlors were 
profuse fioral decorations in banks and festoons. 
One archway was trimmed with red, white, and 
blue flowers, forming a unique national emblem. 
The library was festooned with smilax and cypress. 
Inthe dining room was a handsome centre-piece 
of roses on the table, and a beautifal bank of roses 
and double geraniums rested on the mantel. A 
sumptuous collation was served by the Messrs. 
Pinard, and several! of the fruits, including luscious 
grapes, were from Gov. Morgan's greenhouse, 

The day was warm but delightful, with a refresh- 
ing breeze and partly clouded sky. The President 
occupied a position in one of the parlors, and the 
guests were presented to him by Goy. Morgan, as- 
sisted by Mrs. Morgan. Soon after 4 o'clock the 
guests began to arrive, and by 5 o’clock the villaand 
grounds were occupied by a brilliant assembly, 
including about all the notable people at Newport, 
Among the several hundred guests were: Secre- 
tary Chandler, Secretary Frelinghuysen, and At- 
torney-General Brewster, of the President's Cab- 
inet; Senators Anthony and Aldrich, of this State;

To-morrow 
morning he and President Arthur will pay 
a visit to the torpedo station, where the 
President will he received by a_ torpedo 
salute. In the afternoon the President will attend 
receptions tendered by Judge Hugh J. Dickey and 
Mrs. Gardner Brewer, and in the evening he will 
be entertained at dinner by Mr. and Mrs, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, of New-York. Secretary Chandler 
will probably return to New-London to morrow to 
complete his inspection there, coming again to 
Newport on Friday or Saturday.

GOV. MORGAN’S WAR STAFF, 

The present visit of President Arthur to 
Newport as the guest of ex-Gov. Morgan recalls 
the fact that the first prominent publie position 
held by the President was as a member of the Gov- 
ernor’s staff. ‘he last term of Goy. Morgan in- 
cluded the two first years of the rebellion—1861 
and 1862. The history of the State Administration 
during these two memorable years has never been 
written. No such vast and important work was 
ever performed with greater energy, system, and 
economy. During these years the State authorities 
had sole and undisputed authority over all military 
matters within the borders of the State—but there- 
after the Federal Government took the leading 
part. In order to give Gov. Morgan every possible 
advantage in the discharge of these important 
duties, he was, on Sept. 28, 1861, commissioned 
as Major-General of Volunteers. The first 38 
regiments of volunteer infantry were raised, 
organized, clothed, and equipped under a 
State law appropriating $3,000,000 tor such 
purposes, and the subsequent regiments were 
raised, organized, &c., by Gov. Morgan under 
special authority conferred by President Lincoln, 
who had implicit confidence in the Governor's 
energy and capacity. During his term he was en- 


trusted not only with the largest powers in regard 
to raising armies, but was further burdened with 
the responsibilities of defending the State when 
the “Trent affair’? threatened war with Great 
Britain, and also when the danger of an attack on 
New-York City by the iron-clad Merrimack seemed 
imminent. New-York is strategically the most im- 
portant of the States, not only on account of its 
long, exposed frontier and rich sea and lake-coast 
cities, but also as the only connection between the 
States of New-England and the rest of the Union. 
During these two years the Governor was un wearied 
in his efforts to strengthen the armies in the field 
and to prevent their distraction by dangers nearer 
home, Undismayed by military disasters and con- 
fident of final success, every morning found him 
early at his desk, and he who passed the Capitol at 
midnight saw the gas burning brightly in the ex- 
ecutive chambers. ‘This devotion to duty was re- 
flected by all his staff officers, many of whom were 
permanently injured in health by the unremitting 
and exciting labors and responsibilities ot those 
days. The Governor's staff had theretofore been 
deemed a gala-day affair, and it was fortunate that 
Gov. Morgan’s fine discrimination of men enabled 
him to surround himself with acorps of efficient 
and devoted workers in that hour of the Nation’s 
extremity. : 

The Governor's staff during these two years was 
not permanent in personnel, many Changes occur- 
ring through the transfer of its members to field 
duty. ‘The first Aaperans Comment was J. Meredith 
Read, late Consul-General at Paris, and sabse- 
quently United States Minister to Greece. Gen. 
Read’s health gave way under the sudden and ex- 
citing pressure of business, and he served only 
seven months, being succeeded In August, 1861, by 
Gen. Thomas Hillhouse. who had pravianalx been 
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State Senator, (1860-61,) and since then State Con- 
troller (1866-7) and United States Assistant Treas- 
urer (1870-81.) 

The Assistant Adjatant-General was Co]. Duncan 
Campbell, a brother of the Hon. ANan Campbell, 
the present City Controller. 

Gen. William A, Jackson, a son of the late Prof. 
Isaac Jackson, of Union College, was the first In- 
spector-General, but resigned in May, 1861, to take 
command of the Eighteenth Regiment, Infantry. 
one of the first volunteer regiments sent from this 
State. He died at Washington. Noy. 10, i861, of 
disease contracted in the service. He was suc- 
ceeded in May by Gen. Marsena R. Patrick, a grad- 
uate of West Point and an ex-Major of the regular 
Army. He resigned early in 1862, being commis- 
sioned a Brigadier-General of Volunteers, and 
afterward became well known as the Provost- 
Marshal-General of the Armies of the Potomac aad 
the James. He is now the Governor of the United 
States Soldiers’ Home at Dayton, Ohio. He was 
succeeded as Inspector-General by Gen. Chester A. 
Arthur, who had been Engineer-in-Chief on the 
staff trom Jan. 1, 1861. “Ken. Arthur, in August, 
1862, changed positions with Gen. Cuyler Van Vech- 
ten, Quartermaster-General. 

Tbe Assistant Inspector-General was Col. Silas 
W. Burt. the present naval officer of the Port of 
New-York. 

The Commissary-General of Ordnance was 
Gen. Benjamin Welch, Jr., who had been State 
Treasurer, (1853-4,) and well known as editor of 
the Buffalo Aenublic, a strong free-soil journal. 
Gen. Welch went into the field in 1862 as a special 
Aide-de-Camp, with:rank of Colonel, on the staff of 
Major-Gen. Pope, but soon fella victim to camp 
fever. The Assistant Commissary-General, Col. 
William G. Welch, brother of the above, is at pres- 
ent one of the Wardens of this port. : 

Gen. Chester A. Arthur was Engineer-in-Chief, 
having had previous experience on the staff of 
Gen. Charles Yates, commanding the Second 
Brigade, New-York State Militia. Gen. Arthur 
was detailed when the war began as Assistant 
Quartermaster-General at New-York, where he 
had charge of all the camps and barracks in New- 
York, Westchester, Richmond, Kings, and Queens 
Counties, and of all matters relating to the raising, 
equipment, quartering. and subsistence of troops 
in that district. He subsequently, as above noted, 
succeeded Gen. Patrick as Iuspector-General, and 
finally, in August, 1862, took the position of Quar- 
termuster-General in order that his experience 
and energies might be devoted to the recruiting 
and equipment of the troops so earnestly called 
for by the general Government after the disastrous 
campaign on the Peninsula and the several defeats 
of Gen. Pope. Between the Ist of August and the 
3ist of December, 1862, 70 regiments ot infantry, 1 
regiment and 4 companies of ** sharp-shooters,” 
and 7 regiments and 9 batteries of artillery were 
raised, equipped, and mustered into service in this 
State and dispatched to the front. For several 
weeks in September and October a regiment every 
day was so dispatched. The raising of this im- 
mense army within 5 months, and after 16 previous 
months of active recruiting,is probably one of the 
greatest transactions of the war. 

Gen. Arthur during this period also acted as 
Engineer-in-Chief, and was in active consultation 
with Gen. Richard Delafield and other eminent 
engineers in regard to tne harbor defenses: For 
this purpose he purchased a vast quantity of heavy 
timber for constructions to close the Narrows 
against hostile vessels, and the necessity for its use 
happily never occurring, it was subsequently sold 
with great profit to the Stata Treasury, prices hav- 
ing greatly advanced in the meantime. Such was 
Gov. Morgan’s great confidence in Gen. Arthur's 
good judgment and advice that he always took 
him to Washington on his visits there to consult 
the President and Secretary of War. 

Gen. Cuyler Van Vechten was Quartermaster- 
General until he exchanged positions with Gen. 
Arthur as above noted. He bas been dead several 
years. 

Gea. William H. Anthon, a well-known lawyer of 
this City, was Judge-Advocate General. He died 
about four years ago. 

Gen. Samuel! O, Vanderpoel, the Surgeon-General, 
had previously held the same position on the staff 
of Gov. King, (1857-8.) He was the Health Officer 
of this port from 1871 to 1880. 

Col. Thomas B. Van Buren was Paymaster-Gen- 
eral but resigned in January, 1862, to take com- 
mand of the One Hundred and Second Regiment 
Volunteer Infantry. Heisat present Consul-Gen- 
eralin Japan. He was succeeded by Col. George 
Bliss, late United States District Attorney, and at 
present the active prosecutor of the star route 
thieves. As Paymaster-General he disbursed sey- 
eral millions. 

Col. Elliot F. Shepard, Col. Thomas B. Arden, a 
graduate of West Point, and Col. Franeis M. 
Rotch, a State Senator in 1860-61, were aides-de- 
camp. Col. Rotch accepted a staff position in the 
field in 1862, and soon thereafter became a victim 
to camp fever. Major John H. Linsly was Military 
Secretary, and isnow a banker inthis City. On 
the staff of Major-Gen. Morgan, United States 
Volunteers, Col. Bliss was Assistant Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, with rank of Captain, and Major Linsly was 
aid-de-camp, with rank of Lieutenant. 

Several officers of the regular Army rendered the 
Governor great service as military advisers. Col. 
Edmund Schriver, a graduate of West Point and an 
ex-Army officer, was one of these, but soon went 
into active service as one of the Inspectors-General 
of the Army, and is now on the retired list. Cap*. 
Lorenzo Sitgreaves, United States Engineers, was 
also an advisory assistant, andis now retired as 
Lieutenant-Colonel. Capt. Frank Wheaton, First 
Cavalry, on recruiting duty at Albany, rendered 
good service; he afterward became a Major-Gen- 
eral of Volunteers, and is now Colonel of the First 
Infantry. Capt. Henry Hodges, now a Deputy 
Quartermaster-General, was detailed to duty as 
(uuartermaster on Major-Gen. Morgan’s staff, and 
Capt. George W. Wallace, now retired as Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, acted as Commissary of Subsistence.

POLITICIANS NAMING WOULD- 
BE CONGRESSMEN. 


Democratic politicians throughout the City 
are discussing the qualifications of statesmen or 
would-be statesmen for Congressional honors 
in the several districts, and at the same time they 
freely admit that the popular superstition 
among politicians of all parties that 
‘‘Summer candidates are never heard of on elec- 
tion day” still holds good. The County Democ- 
racy, Tammany, Irving Hall, and the anti-Kelly 
Tammany Hall parties insist upon _ their 
right to name candidates, and each  fac- 
tion declares that the others should 
indorse its candidates. In several districts, 


notably the Fifth, comprising the lower wards 
of the City, a decided stand upon local mat- 
ters is necessary to success. In the Fifth 
District, now represented by Benjamin Wood, 
it is said that Mr. Wood is not 
a canaidate for re-election, and his business part- 
ner, Col. Brown, is spoken of as his successor, 
The most formidable candidate’ is, perhaps, Nicho- 
las Muller, who for two terms  represent- 
ed the district in Congress. He will, 
in all probability, be the County Democracy’s 
candidate; but it is believed that his personal 
popularity will be sufficient to obtain the support 
of Democrats of all factions. It is reported that 
ex-Gov. John T. Hoffman has announced his 
“ willingness’ to become somebody’s candidate 
in this district. Ex-Senator Edward Hogan, a 
member of the County Democracy organization in 
the First Assembly District, is also a candidate for 
Congress in this district, and Charles W. Brooke 
is anxious to carry Irving Hall’s banner in 
a fight foraseat in Congress from the same dis- 
trict. Col. Michael C. Murphy, the Assemblyman 
from the First Distriet, is meutioned as a candidate 
who can unite the Irving Hall and Tammany Hall 
forces of the district. 

In the Sixth District the Hon. S. S. 
sure of the Tammany nomination, 
busily at work endeavoring to concil- 
iate his opponents. Among other candidates 
in this district are ex-Senator Jacob Seebacher and 
Charles Reilly, of the County Demoeracy; Michael 
H. Sigerson, of Tammany, and ex-Judge Timothy 
J. Campbell, of Irving Hall. 

In the Seventh District, the Hon. P. H. Dugro, 
now its Representative, it is understood, is not a 
candidate, and there is some deubt as to who 
would be a proper man to fill his place. Ex-Mayor 
Smith Ely, Jr.. and Senator James Daly are men- 
tioned as good candidates. Heury Bischoff, Jr., is 
spoken of in Tammany Hall. 

In the Eighth District Col. Frederick A. Conkling 
and Senator John W. Browning are favorite can- 
didates, they being in favor of Democratic unity. 
This district is naturally Republican, and it is 
necessary that the Democratic nominee should 
have the united support of his party to have any 
chance of election. 

In the Ninth District the Hon. John Hardy is a 
candidate for re-election, and Senator Frank P. 
Treanor and Michael J. Dougkerty are regarded 
with favor by Tammany Hall. Robert B. Roose- 
velt, John E. Develin, and John A. Beall are 
spoken of by County Democrats, 

In the Tenth District the Hon. Abram S. Hewitt, 
if not nominated for Governor, will probably be 
nominated by the County Democracy for Congress. 
In the event of his not running for the office Rob- 
ert A. Van Wyck will probably be chosen. Tammany 
Democrats talk of tne redoubtable Gen. Francis B. 
Spinola and Major James M. Haggerty, of the As- 
sembly. Senator James Fitzgerald, it is said, will 
run in opposition to Gen. Spinolaif the latter is 
nominated. 

In the Eleventh District the 
P. Flower’ will certainly be 
for Congress by the County 
if he fails to secure the nomination 
for Mayor or Governor. In case he does not ac- 
cept the nomination for Congress Col. Lawrence 
Kip, of the Unien Club, it is believed, will be 
placed in the field.

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LABOR DIFFICULTIES. 
HARMONY MILL STRIKERS SUFFERING— 
A PENNSYLVANIA STRIKE ENDED. 
Conoss, N. Y., Aug. 23.—At the Harmony 
Mills to-day 100 extra looms were started. The 
strife now has concentrated on the weavers. 
Every dollar of the contributions is appropriated 
to this class of operatives. The 16 spinners 
who preferred charges of questionable trans- 


actions against the relief committee have 
qualified the most damaging accusation by substt- 
tuting the words: ‘‘Some of our number have 
not received,"’ &c., instead of ‘‘ None of us have 
received one dollar’s support during 15 weeks¥of 
idleness.”’ Treasurer Terrell states that his boéks 
are open to inspection by the operatives indtvidual- 
ly or in committee. He claims to have given 
a receipt for every dollar received, and exacted 
vouchers for every dollar disbursed. There is an 
abundance of workmen employed in departments 
where experience is not essential who are eager 
to resume their positions, but this class cannot be 
put to work until the higher grade of operatives 
return. ‘The Relief Committee admits that there 
is suffering, and that there have been instances of 
actual hunger. The strike is unprecedented in 
Cohoes. Several grocers have issued cards stating 
that cash will be demanded before delivery of 
goods. Three families have been evicted thus far 
this week. 


Fauu Rrver, Mass., Aug. 23,—The Wam- 
panoag Milis strikers had a meeting to-day to con- 
sider the situation. Secretary Howard was present 
and explained the action taken by the union last 
night. After a discussion the strikers decided to 
maintain their present position, and refused to re- 
turn to work. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 23.—The strik- 
ing breaker boys at the Warrior Run mine returned 
to work this morning. They will receive the same 
amount for a day’s labor as those working for the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Company.

MUTINY ON SHIPBOARD. 


Haurrax, Nova Scotia, Aug. 23.—The bark 
Gloire, from St. John, New Brunswick, bound to 
Bordeaux with deals, put in here to-night to shipa 
new crew. nine of the men engaged at St. John 


haying refused to do duty. The bark was ready 
to leave port last Friday night, but most of the 
men were under the influence of liquor, threaten- 
ing the Captain and refusing to work. and a gang 


of ‘longshoremen had to be obtained from the 
city to take the vessel out of the harbor. After 
the ‘longshoremen’s return to St. John the mutin- 
ous crew persisted in their refusal, and the Gloire 
drifted about the bay, the Captain and his officers 
being unable to manage her alone, The crew of a 
St. John pilot boat which was spoken, agreeing to 
assist in bringing the vessel into port, were taken on 
board.

A DESPERADO SHOT. 


THE LEADER OF A GANG PROBABLY MOR- 
TALLY WOUNDED BY A JUNKMAN, 

Barney Kerrigan, 29 years of age, living at 
No. 545 West Thirty-seventh-street, whom the 
Police describe as a desperate character, was shot 
last evening and probably fatally wounded by 
William Flynn, a junkman, 55 years of age, living 
at No. 514 West Twenty-eighth-street. The shoot- 
ing occurred in Flynn’s appartments, and appears- 
to have been done in self-defense. The- 
trouble between Kerrigan and Flynn, which 
culminated in the shooting of the former, 
began at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, when Ker- 
rigan stole a piece of carpet out of Flynn's junk- 
shop. Kerriganran away with the carpet, and was 
not arrested. At about 6 o’clock in the evening, 
Kerrigan, with several of his companions, went to 
Flynn’s house and established themselves in the. 
hallway much tothe annoyance of the tenants. 
They had a can of stale beer with them. The can 
was replenished several times, anda under 
the influence of the beer the  interlopers 
became noisy and abusive to the tenants, who re- 
monstrated with them. They were so disorderly 
and demonstrative that Flynn, losing patience, 
went out into the hallway and ordered them away. 
They called him vile names and threatened to kill 
him if he interfered with them. Kerrigan was the 
ringleader in the disturbance, and Flynn told kim 
that unless he and his companions took their de- 
parture and left him in peace he would call the 
Police and nave them arrested. This threat was 
the signal for an onslaught upon the eged 
junkman. Kerrigan, who was armed with a large 
butcher's knife, led the attack upon Flynn, who, 
seeing that his assailants meant mischief, retreated 
into his apartments. Kerrigan and his companions 
followed. Flynn drew from his pocket a small 
Colt’s revolver, 22 calibre, and told the gang that 
he proposed to defend himself, and if they did not 
leave his apartments he would fire on them. The 
ruffians continued to advyanee, Kerrigan still 
in the lead with the knife upraised in 
his hand. They drove Flynn to the 
wall and be fired upon them at close quarters. 
Five shots were fired at the gang in rapid succes- 
sion, and they then turned and fled into the hall- 
way and out into the street, leaving Flynn alone in 
his room. 

Patrolman Finnerty, of the Twentieth Precinct, 
heard the shots and ran to the house. By the time 
he arrived Kerrigan and his friends had disap- 
peared. The officer fonnd Flynn in his room with 
the revolver in his hand. He said that 
he had fired the shots in defending 
himself against the attack of Kerrigan and his 
companions. He gave the revolver to the officer, 
at the same time telling him that he was not sure 
that he had wounded any of his assailants. Flynn 
was arrested and taken to the West Thirty-sev- 
enth-street Police station, where he was detained 
pending an investigation. Several officers were 
sent out to gather the facts in the ease, and an hour 
after Flynn had been brought in Kerrigan came 
to the station-house with some friends, and 
asserted that he had been shot by Flynn. It was 
found that he was suffering from a pistol-shot 
wound in the abdomez. He was taken to the 
Roosevelt Hospital in charge of Officer Fitzgerald. 
He was entered as a prisoner in the hospital, as 
Flynn made a charge against himof assault with 
intent to kill. Flynn was locked up in the station- 
house to await the resultof the injury. While the 
«matter was being investigated atthe station-house, 
John Lappen, aged 23, of No. 435 West Fiftieth- 
street, came in to make an additional charge 
against Flynn. He had been im company with 
Kerrigan, and during the mélée was shot through 
the hat. He exhibited his hat through which the 
bullet had passed. He was recognized by Patrol- 
man McDonnell as one of the vaca 4 of ruffians, 
who, during yesterday afternoon had attacked 
him while he was endeavoring to take * Bland” 
Donnelly, one of the same gang, whom he had ar- 
rested for disorderly conduct, to the station-house. 
The gang, of which Lappen was one, had assaulted 
the officer and rescued the prisoner. Lappen was 
therefore locked up in the station-house. It is 
supposed that others of Kerrigan’s companions 
were wounded by Flynn, but for fear of being de- 
tained they did not appear. 

Kerrigan, it is said, has served at least two terms 
in prison for rebbery. On the 7th of May, 1876. 
he was arrested for assaulting Mrs. Ellen Haura- 
han, of No. 445 West Twenty-eichth-street. and 
stealing $25 from her. He was convicted of this 
crime on the 2d of June following and 
sent to State prison for three years. His 
conduct in prison was such as not to 
entitle him to commutation for good behavior and 
he served out his full term. On the 5th of October, 
1879, he was arrested for breaking into the liquor 
store of J. Farrell, No. 519 West Twenty- 
eighth-street, but Farrell was in fear of 
the vengeance Of the gang of which Ker- 
rigan was a member, and refused to prosecute 
him. Justice Flammer had no aiternative but to 
discharge Kerrigan. On Jan. 3, 1880, Kerrigan 
attacked and robbed John Twister, of No. 59 Pine- 
street. He was arrested for this crime, and fear- 
ing that he would be tried for a second offense he 
pleaded guilty, and was sentenced by Judge 
Gildersleeve to 18 months’ imprisonment in State 
prison. He had previously been arrested a number 
of times for assaults and minor offenses, and the 
Police say that he has served several short terms 
in the Penitentiary. His condition at alate hour 
last night was critical. He is unmarried, and lived 
with his parents.

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EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


THE PASSENGER AGENTS. 
} MEETING IN COMMISSIONER FINK’S OFFICE 
—A RAILROAD WAR IMMINENT. 

The star chamber proceedings of the Joint 
Executive Committee of Passenger Agents were 
continued yesterday at the office of Pool Commis- 
Yioner Fink. The session lasted from 10 A. M. to 
$ P. M., and was a very lively one, there being a 
heated discussion over the attempt to adjust the 
lifferential rates and allotment of percentages to 
the Western roads connecting with the four great 
srunk lines to Chicago and St. Louis, The report- 
trs were informed by insolent members of Com- 
nissioner Fink’s staff that at the close of the meet- 
mg he would give them such information as the 
publio is entitled to. While the reporters 
nwaited the Commissioner's approach at the 
plose of the meeting, they learned that, 
with his staff, he had fled from the 
building. It was discovered, however, that 
in the meeting things did not progress satisfactorily 
m regard to the settlement of Chicago and St. 


Louis rates. In fact, the feeling developed prom- 
ilses to be entirely antagonistic to Pool Commission- 
er Fink’s advice, and to result in the breaking of 
rates as they now exist, and of the entire pooling 
Brrangement. This result would be eminently sat- 
isfactory to the traveling public, as it promises a 
renewal of the passenger rate war of last year. 
The abandonment of the existing arrangement will 
be equally satisfactory to several of the roads now 
members of the pool who desire a larger percent- 
pge than Pool Commissioner Fink sees fit to allot 
tothem. Representatives of several of the West- 
prn roads are contident that there is more money 
for them in war than in the existing arrangement 
pnd proposed division of earnings on any basis 
that Pool Commissioner Fink has as yet been able 
Lo evolve. The Wabash Road is one of the prin- 
cipal lines which objects to the sehedule of differ- 
pntial fares proposed because it is, by the terms 
agreed to at the last meeting, compelled to charge 
passengers from St. Louis east $22 25, while the 
Chicago and Alton and connections and the Ohio 
and Mississippi, in connection with the New-York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, is permitted to carry them 
for $lless. ‘These differential rates are eminently 
unsatisfactory to the Wabash people, who, with 
representatives of other Western roads, prefer the 
pid plan of paying commissions rather than of 
allowing differential fares, when they see they 
must make concessions to formidable rivals. 

The importance o' the present meeting is set 
forth by Pool Commissioner Fink in his address to 
the Passenger Agents, the salient points of which 
are as follows: 

“The subject of differential fares has occupied the 
Rttention of the trunk line committees and the 
‘Western committee for some time, and there seems to 
= great difficulties In the way of final conclusions. 

Inder the contract commissions are to cease, and the 
uifferentiai fares are to take the place of the commis- 
gions. * * * itisthe object of this meeting to per 
fect the arrangement to adopt plans by which the 

itferential fares cau be put into effect. ‘The trunk 
fine agreement for division of passenger traMle has 

een in operation for five months, with excellent re- 
Fults so far, bat its benefit cannot be experienced in 
the full degree in which it should be until the differ- 
ential fares are put in force and commissions abol- 
Ished. There is some indication at present that, if 
these questions are not settled promptly, there will be 
® general breaking down of the passenger tariffs. It is 
Tor this meeting to pat a check upon that tendency 
and prevent demoralization. If you can do nothing 
here to perfect your agreements, both as to the divi 
sion of tranic and as to the differential fares, or in 
ease you fail to abolish commissions, to adopt some 
plan by which conunissions cannot be used for the 

urpose of reducing the tariffs, I very much fear that 
= will be deprived of receiving reasonable compen- 
Ration for your passenger business. Since the trunk 
line agreement has been in effect, although not perfect 
ms yet, the passenger earnings, not only of the trunk 
lines, but of allthe roads inthe West, have shown a 
very gratifying and satisfactory Increase from month 
to month. I notice by the trunk line reports re- 
ceived since the month of February that there has 
Deen an increase of $200,000 from one month to the 
other, and it would be a very great pity if we were 
obliged to go back to theexperience of last year. The 
management of this passenger business is in your 
Bends. andif you break down again you ought to be 

eld responsible for it. I hope your wisdom wiil 
provide some meaus to prevent such results. * * * 
The principle upon which the differential fares are 
to be established is that the benefits of the lower 
rates that it may be necessary to make in order to 
procure business for the passenger lines laboring un- 
der disadvantages should accrue to the passenger, 
and not to middiemen and commission agents. * * * 
The question involved is an important one. The 
earnings of the roads that have signed the agreement 
[14 Western roads} amount to about $24,000,000 per 
annum; theearnings of the four trunk lines amount 
To about the same—together $48,000,000, A large por- 
tion of this $48,000,000 of earnings is paid out to 
yniddiemen, and the public receives no benefit—nei- 
ther do the railroads. This loss of revenue is only 
rendered possible by the want of co-operation be 
tween the railroads. * * * The action of a single 
road, whose passenger earnings may not amount to 
8200,000 or $300,000 per year, can bring about a de- 
moralization of the tariffs of the railroads of tine 
Whole country.” 

Representatives of two of the Western roads 
connected with the trunk systems informed a re- 
porter of THe Trivers at the close of yesterday's 
meeting that the prospect of a satisfactory settle- 
ment of fares was very faint indeed, and that the 

robabilities at the close of the meeting were that, 

nstead of a uniform system of rates being adopted 
Sept. 1, that date would probably see a renewal of 
the warof a year ago, as some of the roads were 
willing to forfeit their deposit rather than to sub- 
mit to any tariff of rates that might be agreed upon 
at this meeting. Notwithstanding the almost hope- 
Jess nature of the task as represented by some of 
the committee, anotherattempt to fix upon rates 
will be made at to-day’s meeting.

TYPHUS FEVER IN A TENEMENT. 
EXCITEMENT IN THE ITALIAN QUARTER IN 
MULBERRY-STREET. 

On Tuesday Dr. Walter De F. Day, Sani- 
tary Superintendent, was informed that there was 
p case of contagious disease in the tenement-house 
pt No. 176 Mulberry-street. The information came 
from one of the tenants in the house who said that 


the occupants of the place were in a state of great 
excitement in consequence. Pr. J. Newton McChes- 
ney, one of the Sanitary Inspectors having charge 
pf contagious diseases, was at once sent to the house 
to investigate. The house is an old three-story 
brick building, formerly used as a dwelling, but 
long since converted into a tenement-house, in- 

abited by a number of Italian families, the mem- 

rs of which are chiefly rag-pickers, fruit-vendors, 
and laborers. In a back rcom on the first floor, 
‘which is occupied by an Italian shoe-maker, was 
found Antonio de Cardo, a young Italian laborer, 
who was very sick. Dr. McChesney examined 
the sick man and_ discovered him to 
be in the last stages of typhus _ fever 
lof the most virulent type. He was actually ina 
anoribund condition, with his temperature up to 
108, Hiscondition was such thatit was not deemed 
Bafe to move him, but as he could not be isolated 
nnd it was found impossible to control the excited 
inhabitants of the house, who were swarming in 
and out of the room in which he was lying, Dr. 
Day decided to have the sick man taken to 
the Reception Hospital. The fever wagon was 
summoned, and the man was removed to the 
hospital, where he died late on Tuesday night. 
De Cardo had been but four months in the coun- 
try, and for three months had been working with 
nnumber of his countrymen on the line of the 
West Shore Railroad, near Cornwall, on the Hud- 
Fon. While there he had slept in a shanty 
with 15 other laborers. He had been lying 
Rick there for nine days, and was. brought 
to this City on Monday by two of his com- 
rades on the boat and taken to the house 
No. 176 Mulberry-street. On learning these facts 
Dr. Day telegraphed to Dr. Harris, the Secretary of 
the State Board of Health at Albany. Yesterday 
he received a telegram from Dr. Harris containing 
the information that he had notified the local 
health authorities at Cornwall, and had sent an 
Inspector of the State board to make an investiga- 
tion onthe spot. The house No. 176 Mulberry- 
gtreet has been disinfected and fumigated, and will 
be kept under observation by the sanitary authori- 
ties until all danger of an outbreak of typhus fever

QUICK TIME 70 EUROPE, 
A SCHEME TO SHORTEN THE VOYAGE BE- 
TWEEN THE NEW AND OLD WORLDS, 

The desire to shorten the time of passage be- 
tween this country and Europe has given rise toa 
scheme for furnishing continuous railroad trans- 
portation from all parts of this country to some 
point on the eastern coast of Newfoundland and 
steam-ship transportation from there to the 
western coast of Ireland, a distance of only 
1,640 miles. It is claimed by its advo- 
eates that this method of transportation 
will reduce, by at least two days, and possibly four 
days, the traveling time between New-York and 


London. The scheme has been quietly advanced 
for some time by Dr. Norvin Green, of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company; his son, and A. L. 
Bloeckman, until recently the General Manager of 
the Newfoundland Railway Company. Early in 
the present month a company was organized in 
this City for putting the plan into execution, 
with Dr. Norvin Green as_ President, and 
Mr. Blockman as Vice-President. The name 
of the corporation is the Great American 
avd European Short Line Railroad Company. 
Charters have been obtained from the Dominion 
Government and the Governments of Nova Scotia 
and Newfoundland, and work has been commenced 
on what is called the Oxford Division of the road, 
a stretch of 70 miles in Nova Scotia, from Oxford 
to New-Glasgow. The idea of this line was de- 
rived from a similar line that has long been in suc- 
cessful operation in England. That line crosses 
England by rail from London to the Island of An- 
glesey, and connects, by steamer across St. 
George's Channel, witha railroad from Dublin to 
Queenstown, where connection is made with the 
transatlantic steam-ship which sailed from Liv- 
erpoo] 10 hours before the train left London. 

The Great American and European Short Line 
will run by existing railroads from New-York by 
way of Boston, Bangor, and St. Jobn, New-Bruns- 
wick, to Oxford, Nova Scotia, where the section 
already spoken of is building, thence to New- 
Glasgow, and from there by the Halifax and 
Cape Breton’ Railroaa to the Strait. of 
Canso. From this point the line will extend 
to Cape North, 120 miles distaut; across 
the Narrows of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 56 miles, 
by steamer, and then across Newfoundland, 320 
miles, by rail. The Strait of Canso will be crossed 
by bridge, and that, as well as the road to Cape 
North and the road across Newfoundland, is yet 
to be built. Passengers will be conveyed without 
change of cars to the port on the eastern coast of 
Newfoundland, and will there take steam-ship for 
Ireland. ‘The terminus in Ireland will be near 
the port of Galway, and from that place 
to London there is a continuous line of 
railway, connecting by steamer across St. George’s 
Channel, to London, already in operation. It 
is a part of the company’s plan to runa dally line 
of fast steam-ships both ways between New- 
foundland and Ireland, and thereby it expects to 
get the contract for carrying the United States 
mails. ‘The advocates of the plan claim many ad- 
vantages for it, chief among which is the avoid- 
ance of the dangers of navigation along the coast 
of this continent from Newfoundland to New-York. 
They also claim that they will have an almost air 
line from Chicago to Newfoundland, by which 12 
hours will be saved from that point, and great 
stress is laid on the beauties of the scenery along 
the line in Nova Scotia and Newfoundland. Work 
on the Newfoundland Division will not, it is said, 
be commenced before next year, and it is expected 
that the entire line will be put in operation in 1886 
or 1887,

NABBED ON AN ELEVATED TRALN. 
TWO YOUNG VILLAINS FROM WESTCHESTER 
COUNTY CAPTURED, - 
* While Patrolmen Leonard and Cox, of the 
steam-boat squad, were riding downtown on a 
Second-avenue elevated train early yesterday 
morning, Mr. Charles E. Van Beuschatten, a resl- 
dent of New-Rochelle, pointed out to them two 
rough young men, who, he said, were being sought 
for by the authorities of Westchester County to 
answer charges of rape and robbery. The officers 
spoke to the young men, who admitted that they 


were from New-Rochelle, and they were there- 
upon arrested and taken to the Police Central 
Oflice. ‘They gave their namnes as John Cody and 
William McCudden. A telegram was sent to John 
F. Molloy, Chief of Poliee of New-Rochelle, and 
was answered by Molloy in person. He identified 
Cody and McCudden as two of a gang of’ five 
young men who had assaulted and robbed a 
German woman named Kate Foltz. The crime was 
committed on the = 10th of June, The 
woman had been in service at Greenwich, 
Conn., and at Stamford, and on the day in ques- 
tion was making her way on foot to this City. She 
was walking along the railroad track between 
New-Rochelle and Pelham Manor when she was 
met by Cody, McCudden, James Killeen, William 
Brennan, and Fioyd Fowler, all residents of New- 
Rochelle, who dragged her into the woods. After 
assaulting her they robbed her of $9 She 
was found some hours later in the woods. 
An iceman who was driving along the road saw the 
five young ruftians coming out of the woods and 
he gave information to the authorities. They fled 
the county, and a reward of $500 was offered by 
the Trustees of the village of New-Rochelle for 
their apprehension. Fowler surrendered himself 
and gave testimony against his companions. Kil- 
leen and Brennan are still at large. Cody and Mc- 
Cudden were taken to New-Rochelle by Chief Mol- 
loy last evening. The Chief said that Cody, Mc- 
Cudden, Killeen, and Brennan were members of a 
gang of young ruffians who have long been the 
terror of the respectable residents of New-Rochelle 
aud the neighboring villages. 
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MRS. MUNCH’S SUICIDE. 
CRUSHED UNDER ATRAIN ON THE NEW-YORK 
CENTRAL AND UUDSON RIVER RAILROAD. 

Mrs. Hannah Munch, a native of Germany, 
and 20 years of age, committed suicide early yes 
terday morning by throwing herself in front of a 
New-York Central and Uudson River Railroad 
freight train in Eleventh-avenue. She wasthe wife 
of Martin Munch, an upholsterer, who has a work- 


shop at No. 141 West Nineteenth-street, and lived 
at No. 488 West Thirty-eighth-street. The woman 
had been married about three vears, and had one 
child, an infant 18months old. She recently showed 
symptoms of dementia. On several occasions she 
arose during the night and wandered aimlessly 
about the neighborhood. On Tuesday she ap- 
peared restless and excited, and her husband, fear- 
ing that she would indulge in one of her nooturnal 
journeys, hid her shoes and stockings to prevent 
her leaving the house. At about 4 yesterday morn- 
ing she went out without her shoes. She wan- 
dered about until about 5 o’clock. From a man in 
charge of a grocery she borrowed a pair of men’s 
brogans much too large for her. Between 5 and 6 
o'clock she was seen by Leonard Stadfelder, a 
barber at No. 555 Eleventh-avenue, standing in 
front of No. 560° Eleventh-avenue. While he was 
watching her the Albany through freight train 
came along. Mrs. Munch ran across the avenue 
from the east toward the west side of the thor- 
oughfare and deliberately threw herself in front of 
the locomotive. Before the train could be brought 
to a stand-still the engine and severalof the loaded 
freight cars had passed over her. Her remains

UP IN A BALLOON. 
THE MERRY-MAKING BAVARIANS WITNESS AN 
ASCENSION. 


The third day of the Bavarian National Fes- 
tival, held at Sulzer’s Harlem River Park, was not 
as well attended as the first two days, and it was 
not untillate in the afternoon that a crowd came 
in to witness the principal feature of the festival— 


a balloon ascension by Prof. Grimley and James 
Creelman. ‘The early part of the day was occupied 
with historical processions, representations in 
which ancient and broad jokes were palmed off as 
brand new ones. races and dancing, eating and 
drinking, and amusement-hunting was the order of 
the day. The Columbus, the balloon in which 
Prof. Grimley was to ascend, was brought on the 
grounds the previous evening, and at an early hour 
yesterday morning the attendants began inilating 
it with coal gas. By 5 o’clock in the afternoon it 
was nearly full. A strong basket was attached to 
the net-work, and Messrs. Grimley and Creelmau 
got ready for their voyage.

There was a brisk wind blowing trom the south- 
east, and as the balloon swayed to and fro fears 
were entertained that it might be blowa against 
the neighboring buildings before it had time to 
rise above them. When everything was ready it 
was found that the contents of the wicker-work 
car were too heavy for the balloon, and a quantity 
of ballast had to be thrown out. As the balloen 
rose from the ground it was blown into a tree, but 
it soon freed itself and ascended rapidly, traveling 
in a north-westerly direction. When the balloon 
was about 300 feet high several of the homing pig- 
eons were released, and they immediately began 
circling round, seemingly taking in the surround- 
ings. Then they started in a straight line in the 
direction of their homes. When the balloon was 
last seen, after 6 o'clock, it was sailing in the di- 
rection of the Hudson River,

A WHARF WANTED FOR THE ST. MARY’S— 
NORTH BROTHERS’ ISLAND PIER. 

Commissioner Wetmore, of the Board of 
Education, Chairman of the Nautical School Com- 
mittee, appeared before the Dock Commissioners 
at their meeting yesterday and asked that the 
school-ship St. Mary’s be given the use of the 
wharf at the foot of East Twenty-fourth-street. <A 
report from Chief Engineer Greene on a petition 
previously presented showed that in order to give 
the 20 feet of water necessary for the accommoda- 
tion of the school-ship it would be necessary to 
dredge whe slip, at an expense of $14.880. This 
amount the Commissioners thought they could 
not expend when the school-sbip paid no whart- 
age. Commissioner Wetmore differed from Engi- 
neer Greene as to the cost of necessary 
dredging, and stated that the Board of Edu- 
cation could not afford to pay wharfage, as 
the umount allotted them for the maintenance of 
the school-ship was barely enough to support it 
President Laimbeer, of the Dock Department, said 
the money so appropriated was ‘a most infamous 
expenditure in the name of education.”’ He stated 
that he had personally questioned at one time a 
dozen of the larger boys who had completed their 
18 months’ course of study, and all of them in- 
formed him that they did not expect to follow the 
sea after they left the ship. Referring to the 
necessary expenditure to place the dock at 
Twenty-fourth-street in condition to receive the 
vessel, Commissioner Vanderpoel said, in a face- 
tious manner: ‘‘ We should find ourselves in Lud- 
low-Street Jail if we should spend $15,000 in dredg- 
ing and get no dockage inreturn. But we do a 
good many things here that might send us to jail 
if they were known and we were heid strictly to 
the letter of the law."’ Then he laughed at Mr. 
Wetmore, who was informed that the Dock Com- 
missioners would send a reporton the subject to 
the Board of Education. 

The Commissioners received a communication 
from the Health Department announcing the seri- 
ous settling of the reoently constructed wharf at 
North Brothers’ Island, where the small-pox and 
contagious disease hospital ts located. As soon as 
Chief Clerk Whiting bad finished reading the com- 
munication President Laimbeer said that Chief 
Engineer Greene should be held personally re- 
sponsible for such a state of affairs. The Chief 
Engineer was sent for and nonchalantly replied, 
when asked foran explanation: ‘Oh, that’s erb- 
work, and al! erib-work will settle some.’’ He was 
ordered to find out the cause of the reported set- 
tling, the amount of damage done, and what re- 
pairs were necessary, and to report to the board. 
The question of his personal responsibility was 
then dropped.

AMONG LOTTERY MEN. 
ae = 
A SUIT BROUGHT BY GEORGE UPINGTON 
AGAINST HIs FORMER PARTNERS. 

A suit has been begun in the Supreme Court 
by George Upington against Zachariah FE. Sim- 
mons and Isaae and Daniel Bernstein, the mana- 
gers of the lottery-policy business in this City. In 
his complaint Upington alleges that he and the 
defendants entered into a copartnership in 
July, 1881, to do business as  ‘“ brokers.” 
He was to give his time and _ attention 
to the business, and they were to furnish the capi- 


tal. In consideration of his efforts to make their 
capital productive he was to receive one-half of the 
profits of the business, but in case the business 
should result in loss he was to bear one-half of the 
loss. Upington asserts that the business was car- 
ried on from Juty, 1881, until June, 1882, and that 
profits to the amount of between $30,000 and 
$40,000 grew out of it. 

About June 1 Upington says the defend- 
ants took possession of the copartnership 
books and other property, and have ever since pre- 
vented tim from having access to them. They 
have also, he alleges. refused to give him an ac- 
count of the business. He, therefore, asks the 
court to dissolve the copartnership, to eompel the 
defendants to account for the profits of the busi- 
ness, and fora judgment for the sum found to be 
due him after the accounting.

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PROGRESS OF THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 

Mayor Low, of Brooklyn, received yester- 
day from Henry C. Murphy, President of the 
Board of Trustees, a report of the work done on 


the Brooklyn Bridge during the past week. In 
this report Mr. Murply says: 


* Besides a large amount of miscellaneous work 
necessary for the progress of the superstructure, such 
as taking down temporary stays, changing the posi- 
tion of two engines for the greater convenience of the 
work, the following parts of the bridge have been put 
in place: 114 intermediate cords, 72 diagonals, 
GO posts, 21 intermediaie thoor beams, 21 
bridging trusses, 16 intermediate promenade 
floor beams, 12 lower cord sections, and two 
upper floor stay bars. On the Brooklyn approach the 
paving bas a de te steadily, and preparation has 

een made for building the foundations for the tron 
viaduct and station building. On the Franklin-saquare 
bridge, New-York, the material for truzs E, the fifth, 
has been received, hoisted into place, and is being 
connected. The upper cords are nearly riveted to- 

ether. The material for truss F, the aixth and last, 
8 mostly all on the ground, and, also, for the railings 
for trusses A and B, and a portion of them Is bein 
erected. Thirty-twotons of steel have been delivere 
by the aa Moor Iron Company during the week, 
leaving still some diagonals for panels, from 13 to 20, 
to come before the erection of trusses can be pro- 
ceeded with.”

ROWING ON THE SOUND.

A THREE-MILE RACE FoR $1,000 won By 
GEORGE GAISEL, OF HARLEM. 

A three-mile race for $1,000 was rowed yes- 
terday on the Sound between George Gaisel, of 
Harlem, who holds the championship of the Harlem 
River, and A. H. Mohr, of Westchester County, 
whose chief claim to distinction lies in the fact that 


he has beaten the Hell Gate pilot, Bell. The course 
was on the Sound, from the Whitestone dock 
to Wiillet’s Point and return, and the race 
was followed by the steamers W. H. Fletcher and 
Greenwich. The former carried the New-Yorkers 
who backed Gaisel, and the latter was crowded 
with men from Westchester County who pinned 
their faithon Mohr. Beer and liquor were sold on 
board both of the boats, and fights and quarrels 
were of frequent occurrence. Time for the race 
was called a few minutes before 7 o’clock in the 
evening. The contestants had waited until the 
Sound steamers passed before getting ready for 
the race. The men were started, amid much en- 
thusiasm, by R. B. Curtis, who was time-keeper and 
referee. Mokr got the water first, and the men 
on the Westchester boat were jubilant, and 
cheered and hurrahed and offered extravagant 
odds on their champion. Gaisel passed Mohr in 
the first quarter, however, and in the course of the 
mile beth rowers passed and repassed each other, 
amid shouts uf encouragement from their friends. 
After the first mile Gaisel began to row away from 
Mohr, and he made the turn two or three lengths 
in the lead, and continued to pull away from his 
opponent until he led by 2 lengths. Mohr 
did not give up, however, but pulled on pluckily 
until Gaisel crossed the finish line, 10 lengths 
ahead, and won the race in 29:45. It became so 
dark before the race was over that the men were 
hardly visible for the last half of the race. The 
Fletcher carried a gay crew back to this City in the 
evening, but the travelers on the Greenwich were 
blue and despondent.
